It  is  my  privilege  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Twitchell 
family  to  pay  this  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Col.  Ralph 
Emerson  Twitchell,  who  at  the  time  of  his  death  at  the  Clara 
Barton  Hospital,  Los  Angeles,  on  August  26th,  1925,  had  just 
completed  the  compilation  and  editing  of  this  Genealogy  of  the 
Descendants  of  Benjamin  Twitchell.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to 
recite  here  the  detailed  record  of  his  life.  That  will  be  found 
elsewhere  in  this  book.  It  is  for  us  to  recall  the  high  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  and  the  contribution  he  made  to  his  day  and 
generation. 

Col.  Twitchell  was  well  known  in  his  profession  as  a  lawyer, 
but  it  was  as  a  historian  and  writer  that  he  will  be  longest 
remembered.  It  has  been  stated  by  a  local  authority  that  he 
"knew  the  story  of  man  here  in  the  Southwest  as  few  others 
have  done  or  may  hope  to  do." 

The  following  tribute  to  Col.  Twitchell  has  been  paid  by 
Mr.  Paul  A.  F.  Walter  of  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico : 

' '  The  creative  instinct  was  dominant  in  Colonel  Ralph  Emerson 
Twitchell.  He  was  essentially  a  builder.  Gifted  by  nature  with  an 
abundant  vitality  he  was  unhappy  when  he  was  not  engaged  in 
some  enterprise  or  other  for  the  community  and  commonwealth  he 
had  made  his  own.  In  his  histories  he  sang  the  praises  of  the 
builders  of  the  commonwealth.  In  his  orations  he  emphasized  the 
glories  of  the  pioneer  and  the  conqueror.  His  never  flagging  energies 
were  devoted  to  enterprises  for  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the 
Southwest.  Whether  it  was  as  president  of  an  irrigation  congress, 
or  the  promoter  of  an  exposition,  or  the  director  of  a  fiesta,  or  the 
president  of  a  chamber  of  commerce,  his  efforts  were  always  con- 
structive and  for  the  common  good.  In  fact,  he  devoted  himself  to 
the  community  welfare  at  considerable  loss  to  his  private  fortunes 
but  deemed  it  reward  sufficient  if  he  could  persuade  others  to  lend 
a  hand.  It  was  the  reason  that  he  entered  so  whole-heartedly  in  the 
founding  of  a  state  museum,  the  development  of  the  School  of 
American  Research  at  Santa  Fe,  and  the  strengthening  of  the  New 
Mexico  Historical  Society.  Attaining  eminence  as  a  historian,  as 
a  member  of  the  bar,  as  a  statesman  and  as  a  publicist,  he  bent 
all  his  talents  and  gave  most  of  his  time  to  the  public  good.  His 
place  as  a  community  builder  in  Santa  Fe  has  not  been  filled  although 
more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  since  his  death,  and,  what  is  more, 
can  never  be  filled  to  the  same  degree  that  he  occupied  a  place  of 
leadership  in  years  of  change  and  crisis." 

Members  of  the  Twitchell  family  are  glad  to  take  up  the 
work  which  Col.  Twitchell  was  obliged  to  lay  down  and  publish 
the  genealogy  upon  the  preparation  of  which  he  spent  so  many 
years  of  painstaking  labor.

Since  to  Mm  more  than  to  any  other  member  of  the 
family  aside  from  the  compiler  gratitude  is  due  for  this 
genealogy  because  of  his  assumption  of  the  financial  bur- 
den of  publication,  it  seems  fitting  that,  following  his 
recent  death,  on  the  eleventh  of  July,  1928,  this  page 
should  be  added  in  acknowledgment  of  that  service. 

Testimony  is  hereby  given  to  his  efficiency  as  a 
banker ;  to  his  worth  as  a  citizen ;  to  his  active  interest  in 
educational,  humanitarian,  and  religious  institutions; 
and  to  his  unremitting  service  in  any  enterprise  for  the 
benefit  of  others  to  which  he  had  committed  himself. 

Mr.  Twitchell  gave  much  of  his  time  to  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
work  and  was  an  ardent  supporter  of  prohibition.  For 
thirty-four  years  he  was  an  elder  in  the  Lafayette  Ave- 
nue Presbyterian  Church  and  superintendent  and  teacher 
in  one  of  the  chapels  belonging  to  that  church.  His 
pastor  said  of  him,  "It  would, be  difficult  to  think  of  any 
man  whose  usefulness  in  civic  affairs  exceeded  his.  Duty 
was  his  watchword,  Virtue  was  his  armor,  and  Courage 
was  his  sword.  His  zeal  for  every  good  cause  literally 
consumed  him. ' ' 

A  former  pastor  sent  this  message:  "When  Trib- 
utes are  paid  to  Mr.  Twitchell,  please  include  mine  as 
that  of  a  pastor  whose  heart  rested  in  him  and  never 
found  him  lacking  in  loyalty,  understanding  and  support. 
I  watched  his  well-earned  advancement  in  the  financial 
sphere  with  pride,  observing  how  unchanged  were  his 
Christian  Spirit  and  readiness  to  serve.  His  steadily 
expanding  influence  was  a  joy  to  me.  God  must  have 
some  large  enterprises  to  be  carried  on  in  another  life 
when  such  a  man  goes  out  in  his  prime." 


HISTORICAL  INTRODUCTION 

In  the  year  1857,  a  volume  entitled  The  Genealogy  of  the 
Descendants  of  Several  Ancient  Puritans  by  the  Names  of 
Adams,  Billiard,  Holbrook,  Phipps,  Rockwood,  Sanger,  Wood, 
Grout,  Goulding  and  Twitchell,  was  published  by  the  Rev.  Abner 
Morse,  A.  M.,  Member  of  the  New  England  Historical  and 
Genealogical  Society,  printed  for  the  Author,  in  Boston,  Mass. 

This  work  was  somewhat  inartificially  performed,  although 
it  remains  a  great  contribution  to  the  historical  and  genealogi- 
cal literature  of  many  New  England  families.  In  a  number  of 
instances,  however,  very  important  errors  have  been  brought 
to  light,  notably  as  to  the  English  origin  of  the  Twitchell  family, 
and  as  to  the  real  founder  of  the  family  in  America.  Rev. 
Morse's  work  has  remained  the  only  published  authority,  with 
the  exception  of  various  brief  newspaper  and  magazine  con- 
tributions and  a  few  local  New  England  histories,  on  the  gen- 
ealogy of  a  family  of  some  note  in  America. 

The  present  writer,  being  directly  descended  from  the 
original  immigrant,  Benjamin  Twitchell  or  Tuchell,  having  as- 
sembled a  very  considerable  amount  of  data  in  relation  to  his 
own  branch  which  negatived  a  number  of  the  very  important 
statements  made  by  Rev.  Morse,  undertook,  during  the  later 
years  of  the  life  of  his  grandfather,  Jonas  Twitchell,  an  investi- 
gation and  compilation,  with  no  idea,  in  the  first  instance,  of 
future  publication. 

In  recent  years,  owing  to  the  present  exact  knowledge  of 
the  origin  of  the  family,  ascertained  principally  through  the 
efforts  of  Herbert  Kenaston  Twitchell,  of  New  York,  and  the 
accumulation  of  a  great  deal  of  information  as  to  the  ancestry 
of  a  large  number  of  members  of  the  family,  publication  has  been 
determined  upon. 

It  is  more  than  likely  that  the  names  of  a  large  number  of 
the  descendants  of  Benjamin  Twitchell  do  not  appear  here,  but 
the  fact  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  lack  of  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  compiler,  and  must  be  charged  in  most  instances  to  a  lack 
of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  descendants  themselves. 

In  his  work,  Rev.  Abner  Morse,  writing  of  the  origin  of 
the  name  of  the  family,  says : 

"This  name  (Twitchell)  occurs  rarely  in  the  directories  of 
London  and  Dublin ;  and  is,  doubtless,  a  corruption  of  Tuchell,  an 
English  name  of  local  origin  and  high  antiquity.  At  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Feudal  System  by  William  the  Conqueror,  and  the 
division  of  the  kingdom  among  his  followers,  A.  D.  1085,  twenty-six 
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districts  were  assigned  to  'Alvered  de  Ispannia, '  one  of  which 
in  Devonshire  was  called  'Tuchel.'  No  local  name,  thus  early  intro- 
duced, has  failed  to  fix  itself  upon  some  family.  That  this  manor 
was  held  by  the  descendants  of  this  ennobled  Spaniard  until  the 
introduction  of  lower  or  sur-names,  and  that  one  of  his  race  then 
received  his  name  from  it,  is  highly  probable ;  for,  in  1309,  mention 
is  made  of  William  Tuchel.  Later  than  this,  I  have  not  found 
the  name  thus  spelled  in  English  history.  But  in  books  of  heraldry 
occur  two  coats  of  arms,  both  very  simple,  and,  therefore,  very 
ancient;  the  one,  '7  sheldrakes  or'  and  the  other  with  the  'field 
replenished  with  martlets  or'  by  the  name  of  Tuchet,  both  Gu. 
Neither  of  these  are  the  arms  of  the  present  Earl  of  Castlehaven, 
alias  Lord  Audley,  whose  family  for  four  hundred  years  have 
spelled  their  names  Touchet,  having,  probably,  altered  the  or- 
thography to  get  rid  of  a  Saxon  name,  and  publish  a  Norman-French 
origin. 

"Thomas  Touchet  was  of  Whitley  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 
John  Touchet,  as  Lord  Audley,  received,  in  1461,  of  Edward  IV, 
the  manor  of  Shere,  Vachery  and  Cranley  in  Surrey,  and  died  in 
1491 ;  but  he  was  not  the  first  who  bore  this  title  and  had  a  manor. 
From  1405  to  1631,  the  family  of  Touchet  held  the  barony  of  Audley, 
which  became  forfeited.  The  title,  however,  has  continued,  or  been 
recovered,  for,  in  1838,  it  belonged  to  Thickness  Touchet,  to  which 
Honorable  George  E.  Thickness  Touchet  was  heir  apparent,  and 
possibly  possessed  of  such  family  history  as  might  connect  the  New 
England  Twitchells  with  them  and  Alvered,  the  founder  of  the  race. 

"The  manor  Tuchel  is  supposed  to  be  now  called  Twitchin,  a 
parish  of  Devon.  The  ancestor  of  the  New  England  Twitchells 
was,  no  doubt,  from  that  part  of  the  kingdom  where  ancient  Tuchel 
was  situated. 

"His  name  was  first  registered  Twitchel  and  his  son's,  Tuchel, 
but  afterwards,  with  slight  variations,  both  modes  of  spelling  the 
names  were  practiced  indiscriminately ;  and  even  at  this  day,  in 
Dublin,  the  names  of  'Twitchell'  and  'Touchel,'  the  name  of  a 
Huguenot,  are  by  the  common  people  invariably  pronounced  alike — 
Twitchell,  which  indicates  their  original  identity  with  Touchet  and 
Twichet."  (l) 

To  those  members  of  the  family  who  may  choose  to  regard 
Rev.  Morse's  speculations  seriously,  well  and  good,  but  the 
present  writer  does  not  believe  that  much  importance  attaches 
to  any  of  them. 

From  investigations  which  have  been  made,  it  has  been 
conclusively  ascertained  that  his  speculations  have  no  founda-

Morse  says  also:  "As  sur-names  were  not  introduced  until  long  after  the  eon- 
quest,  the  occurrence  of  Touchet  in  the  Chronicles  of  Normandy  and  on  the  dubious 
Battle  Abbey  Boll,  has  little  or  no  weight  against  the  probability  suggested.  Lord 
Audley  derives  his  name  from  Ormus  Touchet,  a  personage  of  a  later  age." 
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tion  in  fact.  There  is  no  warrant  for  connecting  either  the  name 
or  the  family  of  Twitchell  with  that  of  Touchet,  and  there  would 
seem  to  have  been  no  reason  for  it,  unless  the  reverend  writer 
was  seeking  some  excuse  for  coat-armour,  something  which  most 
assuredly  would  have  been  scorned  by  the  worthy  immigrant 
himself. 

It  is  true  that  in  all  the  ancient  documents  in  New  England 
where  reference  is  made  to  some  of  his  descendants,  each  seems 
to  have  the  title  Gentleman,  but  that  also  signifies  very  little. 

Alvered,  one  of  the  Norman's  Lieutenants,  was  not  an 
' '  Ennobled  Spaniard, ' '  as  Morse  states,  but  Alvered  d  'Espaignes. 
Tuichel,  spelled  thus  in  Domesday,  is  not  a  town,  much  less  a 
district,  but  happens  to  be  a  small  plot  rated  at  five  shillings  in 
the  survey. 

The  most  likely  reason  for  the  name  is  that  the  particular 
land  belonging  to  some  individual  in  those  very  ancient  times 
lay  at  the  parting  of  two  roads  and  such  a  fork  in  a  highway  is 
called  a  "twichm"  in  Devonshire. 

Bearclsley,  in  his  Dictionary  of  Surnames — a  very  reliable 
authority- — gives  Twitchell  or  Twichel  (local)  :  'at  the  twitchel,' 
a  passage  or  roadway  from  a  residence  thereby.  (2) 

The  references  to  the  Touchets  of  the  Audley  family  also 
seem  to  have  no  relevancy.  The  Castlehaven  peerage  was 
extinct  three  quarters  of  a  century  before  he  wrote  of  it  as  still 
existing.  (3)  As  to  his  conjectures  regarding  the  place  of  origin 
of  the  family,  it  may  be  said  that  there  are  no  residents  of  the 
name  either  in  Dorsetshire  or  Devonshire  at  this  time,  if  we 
are  to  place  any  confidence  in  the  county  directories.  (4) 

In  his  charges  against  the  Touchet  entries  in  Domesday, 
it  must  have  been  that  Rev.  Morse  was  unaware  of  the  fact  that

the  word  Twitchel,  in  Cheshire,  means  a  childish  old  man;  a  good  old  English  of 
twice-child,  meaning  a  second  childhood.  The  Lancashire  word  "twitchel"  is  ap- 
plied to  mischievous  boys,  but  Nodal  and  Milner  's  Lancashire  Glossary  gives  ' '  twit- 
chel" two  meanings,  one  substantive,  namely,  a  lever  and  rope  twisted  round  a 
horse's  jaw  to  subdue  it,  and  the  other  verbal — to  pinch,  nip,  catch  in  a  noose,  a 
word  seemingly  akin  to  the  word  ' '  twist, ' '  but  involving  the  idea  of  maddening,  and 
therefore  more  probably  of  twice-child  parentage. 

(3)  The  Castlehaven  arms  are:  "Ermine,  a  chevron,  gules;  crest,  a  swan  argent, 
issuing  from  a  ducal  coronet  or  ducally  gored  of  the  first." 

(4)  There  are  Twitchells  now  living  in  England,  in  Yorkshire  and  in  Kent. 
One  of  the  name  is  bishop  of  Polynesia  and  lives  in  the  Fiji  Islands.  His  brother, 
J.  P.  Twitchell,  lives  at  Arenberg,  Fernborough,  Kent.  These  possess  a  coat  of 
arms,  but  whether  identical  with  either  of  those  described  by  Eev.  Morse  is  not 
known  to  the  writer. 

The  Marriage  Eegister,  London,  gives  the  registry  in  1806  of  the  marriage  of 
Josiah  Spencer  Twitchell  to  Elizabeth  Watson,  at  St.  George's,  Hanover  Square. 
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the  name  figures  not  only  in  both  the  Battle  Abbey  Lists  as 
"Tuchet,"  but  also  as  "  de  Touchet"  in  the  Dives  List.  There- 
fore, it  may  be  safely  concluded  that  the  Touchet  family  was 
not  required  to  alter  the  name  in  order  "to  get  rid  of  a  Saxon 
one." 

But  why  concern  ourselves  with  random  speculation1?  We 
now  know  that  while  it  may  have  been  possible  for  the  family 
to  have  had  its  origin  as  stated  by  Rev.  Morse,  the  immigrant 
himself,  and  his  older  brother,  did  not  come  from  Dorsetshire 
or  Devonshire  but  from  Buckinghamshire.  This  fact  is  proven 
by  the  parish  records  of  Chesham. 

It  would  seem  also  to  be  far  more  American  not  to  permit 
any  of  Benjamin  Twitchell 's  descendants  to  become  involved 
in  any  of  these  theoretical,  even  imaginary,  ancestries,  for 
which  a  good  many  American  families  have  shown  a  rather 
amusing  predilection. 

A  sturdy  yeoman  pedigree  is  more  in  keeping  with  our 
ancestral  ideals  and  the  character  of  our  Puritan  ancestors. 

It  is  sufficient  for  one  of  his  descendants,  at  least,  to  have 
determined  that  in  New  England  colonial  chronicles  they  were 
gentlemen,  soldiers,  pioneers  and  husbandmen  engaged  on  every 
frontier  in  home  building  in  the  New  World. 

The  earliest  record  of  the  family  discloses  the  fact  that  a 
certain  Henry  Twitchell  was  born  in  the  parish  of  Chesham, 
Buckinghamshire,  England,  in  1460,  whose  children  were  George 
B.  Twitchell,  born  in  1485,  and  Henry  Twitchell.  The  children 
of  George  B.  Twitchell  were  George  and  Agnes,  the  child  of  the 
first  named  being  Richard  Twitchell,  born  in  1540,  who  married 
Cicely  Waller,  daughter  of  the  "Widow  Birch,"  in  1581.  Of 
this  marriage  eight  children  were  born :  Joseph,  in  1582 ;  Mary, 
in  1584 ;  Martha,  in  1586 ;  Anne,  in  1589 ;  Sarah,  in  1591 ;  Lazarus, 
in  1594;  Miriam,  in  1596  ;>  and  Benjamin,  in  1599.  (5) 

These  investigations  have  shown  that  a  large  number  of 
people  from  Buckinghamshire  settled  in  America,  some  as  early 
as  1630,  and  it  is  quite  evident  from  this  documentary  proof 
that  Joseph  Twitchell  and  Benjamin  Twitchell,  the  oldest  and 
youngest  sons  of  Richard  Twitchell  and  Cicely  (Waller)  Twit- 
chell, were  the  first  of  the  name  to  emigrate  to  the  New  World.

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At  any  rate,  the  proof  now  available  (6)  disposes  of  the  state- 
ment by  Rev.  Morse  that  the  Twitchells  were  "probably  from 
Dorsetshire,  adjacent  to  Devonshire,"  and  the  additional  asser- 
tion that  "Joseph  Twitchell,  or  Tuchel,  was  the  common  ances- 
tor of  the  race  in  this  country." 

Rev.  Morse  is  by  no  means  certain  as  to  the  identity  of  the 
Joseph  Twitchell  who  was  admitted  to  the  Freeman's  Oath  in 
1634.  There  is  no  doubt  that  both  Joseph  and  Benjamin  settled 
first  at  Dorchester,  Mass.  Joseph  is  undoubtedly  the  elder 
brother,  and  it  was  also  he,  and  not  his  son  Joseph,  who  died  at 
Dorchester,  July  13,  1657.  On  that  date  he  would  have  been 
seventy-five  years  of  age. 

Further  evidence  of  this  being  the  Joseph  Twitchell  who 
emigrated  from  Buckinghamshire,  lies  in  the  fact  that  we  know 
he  was  married  before  he  left  England,  and  that  his  wife  was 
Elizabeth  Lovet,  born  in  1589,  daughter  of  James  Lovet,  by  his 
wife,  Joane.  His  wife  had  property  left  her  by  her  father,  the 
declaration  in  his  will  being  ' '  if  she  demands  it, ' '  which  was  the 
customary  declaration  in  the  case  of  heirs  who  had  emigrated  to 
America.  (7) 

Whatever  may  have  been  purely  speculative  on  the  part  of 
Reverend  Morse,  however,  must  not  be  adjudged  against  him 


(6)  Morse  was  very  much  perplexed  as  to  the  identity  of  the  two  Joseph 
Twitchells.  He  concluded  that  the  first  Joseph  had  a  son,  Joseph,  for  he  says  that 
either  "he  or  his  son,  Joseph,  was  admitted  to  the  church  of  Dorchester,  August  1, 
1644,"  and  then  says  that  the  first  Joseph  died  at  Dorchester,  July  15,  1657,  perhaps 
unmarried.  In  his  History  of  Sheroorn  and  HolUston,  p.  246,  he  says:  "Joseph 
Twitchell,  of  Dorchester,  was  admitted  Freeman  May  14th,  1634,  had  land  there 
assigned  him  Feb.  18,  1635-6,  was  received  into  the  church  8  (1),  1644,  lost  a  son, 
Joseph,  13  (7),  1657.  He  might  have  had  a  second  Joseph  who  bought  land  and 
settled  in  Sherborn?  or  he  did  so?" 

' '  Benjamin  Tuchell,  of  Dorchester,  probably  his  brother,  appears  to  have  re- 
moved to  Medfield  as  early  as  1663,  where  he  and  his  children  took  the  name  of 
Twitchell.  His  wife's  name  was  Mary.  He  had  1,  perhaps  Joseph?,  d.  Oct.  24,  1710, 
at  Sherborn;  or,  as  I  reported,  he  might  have  been  the  son  of  Joseph  No.  1,  and 
named  after  13  (7),  1657." 

Again,  Morse  says:  "Benj.  1,  who  removed  from  D.  ab.  1663  to  Bogestow, 
having,  it  is  presumed,  bought  100  acres  of  Kaine's  Grant,  and  built  his  house  ab. 
80  rods  S.  W.  of  Death 's  Bridge,  in  Sherborn,  where  the  cellar-hole  is  yet  to  be 
seen.  He  soon  after  removed  and  was  dismissed  from  the  ch.  in  Dorch.  to  the  ch. 
in  Lancaster.  Here  he  is  supposed  either  to  have  died  or,  in  1675-6,  to  have  been 
killed  by  Indians,  and  his  house  burnt.  Immediately  afterwards  his  family  re- 
appeared at  Sherborn  and  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  his  former  home.  Joseph  took 
possession  of  the  100  acres.  *  *  * " 

Morse  admits  that  the  Joseph  Twitchell  who  died  Oct.  24,  1710,  was  the  son 
of  Benjamin,  and  not  of  Joseph,  who  died  in  1657.  The  only  Joseph  Twitchell 
who  could  have  taken  possession  of  the  100  acres  of  Kaine's  Grant,  which  had  been 
the  property  of  Benjamin,  must  have  been  the  latter 's  oldest  son,  as  that  is  the  only 
way  in  which  he  could  have  acquired  the  legal  title,  and  upon  which  ten  years  later,  he 
and  his  brother  Benjamin,  who  died  in  1729-30,  were  assessed,  among  other  inhabi- 
tants of  Sherborn,  for  extinguishing  of  the  Indian  title,

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or  his  work.  We  are  under  many  obligations  for  his  labors  in 
rescuing  names  of  individuals  and  recording  events  which 
otherwise  would  now  have  been  lost  to  present  and  future  gen- 
erations but  for  his  painstaking  efforts. 

His  printed  works,  and  some  of  them  were  paid  for  solely 
from  his  own  purse,  are  now  seldom  obtainable,  and  even  so, 
only  at  a  very  high  price. 

The  recompense  to  him  was  not  by  way  of  financial  reward, 
but,  as  he  himself  says : 

' '  I  have  not  labored  without  pay ;  for  the  months  and  years  of 
lonely  seclusion  devoted  to  the  work  have  abounded  with  seasons  of 
sweet  communion  with  departed  worth  and  delightful  views  of 
former  days.  Nor  do  I  send  forth  this  humble  and  imperfect  pro- 
duction without  hopes  of  future  reward,  for  weak  and  treacherous 
as  human  guide  is,  I  may  gain  her  thanks  from  breasts  where  refine- 
ment and  humility  dwell,  for  the  introduction  given  to  forgotten 
ancestors,  honored  of  God  in  their  day  with  a  part  in  the  mighty 
agency  which  is  changing  the  conditions  of  mankind  and  the  aspect 
of  the  world ;  to  ancestors  who  co-operated  to  found  the  institutions 
in  which  we  glorify ;  and  who  bequeathed  to  us  an  open  Bible,  an 
uncorrupted  gospel,  and  followed  us  in  their  prayers  which  are  now 
being  answered  in  our  happiest  experiences. 

"Nor  is  this  all.  There  is  a  pleasure  in  the  hope  that  useful 
history  has  been  snatched  from  oblivion  and  landmarks  pointed  out 
for  the  future  and  more  successful  explorations  that  many  will  be 
moved  to  perfect." 


Kev.  Abner  Morse  was  possessed  of  a  truly  prophetic  vision. 

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  here,  as  a  sort  of  introduction  to 
the  historical  data  appearing  later  herein,  to  refer  briefly  to  the 
early  settlements  following  the  establishment  of  Plymouth  col- 
ony by  those  who  came  in  the  Mayflower. 

In  1622  and  in  1623,  other  colonists  arrived,  and  in  1627 
Plymouth  became  a  corporate  colony  with  its  chief  authority 
vested  in  the  whole  body  of  Freemen  convened  in  what  was 
called  the  General  Court. 

The  first  governor  was  John  Carver,  who  died  in  the  spring 
of  1621,  and  this  General  Court  chose  William  Bradford  as  his 
successor,  and  with  him  was  chosen  one  assistant. 

This  General  Court  was  the  legislature  and  the  electorate. 
The  governor  and  the  assistants  were  the  executive  and  the 
judiciary.  The  whole  body  of  ' ' Freemen"  composed  the  General 
Court  until  other  towns  than  Plymouth  had  been  organized,  the 
first  of  which  were  Scituate,  in  1636,  and  Duxbury,  in  1637,  and 
then  the  representative  form  of  government  was  adopted  and 
there  was  a  gradual  differentiation  between  Plymouth,  the  town, 
and  Plymouth,  the  colony. 
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King  James,  in  1620,  having  by  patent  created  a  Council 
to  whom  he  made  a  large  grant  of  territory,  the  Council,  in  1628, 
made  a  sub-grant,  confirmed  by  a  royal  charter  that  passed  the 
seals  on  the  4th  of  March,  1629,  to  the  "Governor  and  Company 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England." 

In  1630,  the  government  of  the  Colony,  under  the  leadership 
of  John  Winthrop,  laid  anew  the  foundations  of  the  Massachu- 
setts colony  when  they  first  settled  Boston  in  the  fall  of  that  year. 

Among  the  mass  of  emigrants  who  landed  upon  the  shore  of 
Massachusetts,  from  all  parts  of  England,  in  1630,  the  first 
settlers  of  Dorchester  may  be  regarded  as  the  special  delegation 
of  the  western  counties,  the  home  of  Ealeigh,  Gilbert,  Popham 
and  Gorges,  that  region  which  had  almost  monopolized  the  inter- 
course with  the  northern  part  of  the  American  continent  from 
its  first  discovery  by  Cabot,  in  1497,  until  the  settlement  of  the . 
Bay,  133  years  afterward.  The  people  of  Bristol,  Plymouth, 
Poole,  Weymouth,  and  the  towns  of  Exeter  and  Dorchester, 
were  familiar  with  the  New  England  fisheries  and  fur  trade 
years  before  the  settlement  of  the  Bay.  Indeed,  the  first  patent 
granted  by  King  James,  in  1605,  of  the  northern  portion  of  the 
American  continent,  between  35°  and  48°  of  latitude,  was  given 
to  certain  persons  in  the  western  counties  under  the  corporate 
name  of  the  Plymouth  Council. 

Christopher  Lovett,  the  companion  of  Robert  Gorges,  writ- 
ing in  1623,  says : 

"For  matter  of  profit,  the  New  England  fishery  is  well  known 
to  all  the  merchants  of  the  west  country,  who  have  left  almost  all 
other  trades  but  this,  have  grown  rich  thereby. ' ' 

Smith  says,  in  1623: 

"There  went  this  year  45  sail  from  the  west  ports  to  New 
England,  and  made  good  voyages." 

Rev.  John  White,  of  Dorchester,  emphatically  the  prime 
originator  of  the  movement  which  resulted  in  the  Massachusetts 
charter  and  the  settlement  of  the  Bay,  found,  therefore,  little 
difficulty  in  collecting  a  company  among  a  population  to  whom 
the  New  England  Coast  was  not  an  unknown  region,  and  who 
naturally  turned  their  thoughts  to  the  shores  already  familiar 
to  them  when  the  edicts  of  the  star  chamber  and  the  despotism 
of  the  hierarchy  first  suggested  the  idea  of  emigration. 

Rev.  White  was  the  rector  of  Trinity  parish,  Dorchester, 
in  Dorsetshire,  and  though  he  had  not  renounced  the  Episcopal 
form  of  worship  at  the  time  of  the  pilgrimage  to  Plymouth,  in 
1620,  he  sympathized  strongly  with  that  movement  and  actually 
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assisted  the  undertaking  by  pecuniary  aid,  his  name  being  the 
first  on  the  list  of  adventurers  in  that  expedition.  His  residence 
at  Dorchester  also  brought  him  into  daily  contact  'with  the 
persons  engaged  in  the  New  England  fisheries,  and,  in  1623,  he 
joined  an  association  of  adventurers  in  his  neighborhood  who 
raised  three  thousand  pounds  sterling  for  the  purpose  of  making 
a  settlement  on  the  shores  of  New  England.  His  motives  were 
probably  different  from  those  of  his  associates  who  doubtless 
had  purposes  of  business  in  view;  but,  in  the  language  of 
Bancroft,  "Mr.  White  breathed  into  the  enterprise  a  higher 
principle  than  a  desire  for  gain."  He  had  for  some  years 
cherished  the  thought  of  forming  a  community  in  New  England 
where  all  who  felt  themselves  aggrieved  by  religious  or  political 
persecution  might  find  an  asylum. 

This  association  sent  several  vessels  into  the  Bay  in  1624 
and  landed  some  thirty  or  forty  men  at  Cape  Ann,  the  place 
selected  for  the  settlement.  This  plantation  was  continued 
about  two  years,  when  misconduct  among  the  people  and  a 
great  pecuniary  loss  to  the  undertakers  discouraged  them,  and 
Mr.  Roger  Conant,  superintendent  of  the  enterprise,  with  a 
few  of  the  remaining  settlers,  removed  to  Salem  with  the  rem- 
nant of  their  effects  in  1626. 

At  this  crisis,  Mr.  White,  apprehending  the  entire  destruc- 
tion of  his  project,  urged  Conant  to  remain,  promising  speedy 
assistance  and  new  recruits. 

In  the  spring  of  1628  we  find  that  certain  gentlemen  of 
Dorsetshire,  doubtless  the  friends  and  neighbors  of  Mr.  White, 
had  negotiated  with  the  Plymouth  Council  a  purchase  of  the 
whole  territory  between  the  Merrimac  and  Charles  rivers.  A 
part  of  these  purchasers,  however,  soon  became  doubtful  of  the 
enterprise  and  Mr.  White  succeeded  in  enlisting  the  support  of 
sundry  gentlemen  of  influence  in  London:  Sir  Richard  Salton- 
stall,  Isaac  Johnson,  Matthew  Cradock,  and  others,  writing  to 
Conant  at  the  same  time  that  he  had  the  promise  of  further  aid 
from  friends  in  Lincolnshire.  The  association  being  completed, 
one  of  the  Dorchester  grantees,  John  Endicott,  consenting  to 
embark  as  supervisor  of  the  enterprise,  a  vessel  was  despatched 
for  New  England  and  arrived  at  Salem  in  September,  1628. 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1629,  the  Massachusetts  charter, 
granted  on  the  petition  of  this  company,  received  the  great  seal ; 
and  early  in  May  following  three  ships  sailed  from  the  Isle  of 
Wight  with  three  hundred  passengers,  accompanied  by  two 
ministers,  Messrs.  Higginson  and  Skilton,  both  of  whom  had 
been   selected  for  the  undertaking  by  Mr.  White.     They  all 
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arrived  in  safety  before  the  end  of  June.  Most  of  them  came 
from  the  channel  ports  and  one  of  the  ships,  the  Lyon's  Whelp, 
was  entirely  taken  up  by  passengers  from  Weymouth  and 
Dorchester. 

No  sooner  was  the  Salem  fleet  despatched  than  Mr.  White, 
ever  active  in  furthering  his  favorite  project,  immediately  began 
to  assemble  a  new  company  in  the  western  counties.  He  wrote 
to  Governor  Endicott  in  the  summer  of  1629  to  appoint  places 
of  habitation  for  sixty  families  out  of  Dorsetshire  which  were 
to  arrive  in  the  following  spring. 

Great  pains  were  evidently  taken  to  construct  this  company 
of  such  material  as  should  compose  a  well-ordered  settlement, 
containing  all  the  elements  of  an  independent  community. 

Two  devoted  ministers,  Messrs.  Warham  and  Maverick, 
were  selected,  not  only  with  a  view  of  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  plantation,  but  especially  that  their  efforts  might  bring  the 
Indians  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel.  Two  members  of  the 
government  chosen  by  the  freemen  or  stockholders  of  the  com- 
pany in  London,  assistants,  or  directors,  Messrs.  Rosseter  and 
Ludlow,  men  of  character  and  education,  were  joined  to  the 
association  in  order  that  their  counsel  and  judgment  might  aid 
in  preserving  order  and  founding  the  social  structure  upon  the 
surest  basis. 

This  company  assembled  at  Plymouth,  Devonshire,  where 
a  large  ship  of  four  hundred  tons,  the  Mary  and  John,  chartered 
for  the  voyage,  was  fitted  out,  and  after  seventy  days  upon  the 
Atlantic,  this  vessel  arrived  at  Nantasket,  May  30th,  1630.  W 

As  before  stated,  Rev.  Morse  was  of  the  opinion  that  Joseph 
Twitchell  was  among  those  who  came  from  Dorsetshire  about 
this  time,  and  settled  at  Dorchester.  (9)

"Koger  Clapp  informs  us  that  this  godly  company  assembled  with  their  two  min- 
isters in  the  new  hospital  at  Plymouth  and  kept  a  solemn  day  of  fasting  and  prayer, 
at  which  Mr.  White  was  present  and  preached  in  the  forenoon,  and  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  day  the  people  did  solemnly  make  choice  of  those  godly  ministers, 
Messrs.  Maverick  and  Warham,  to  be  their  officers,  who  did  accept  thereof  and 
express  the  same."

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It  is  not  at  all  improbable  that  he  and  his  younger  brother, 
Benjamin  Twitchell,  were  of  some  of  the  parties  of  colonists 
which  sailed  from  Plymouth,  Devonshire,  which  was  adjacent 
to  Dorsetshire,  but  these  two  immigrants  were  from  Bucking- 
hamshire, of  which  there  is  no  doubt.  At  any  rate,  the  records 
show  that  Joseph  Twitchell  was  admitted  to  the  Freeman's  Oath, 
his  name  appearing  in  the  records  of  the  General  Court  as  hav- 
ing taken  such  oath  along  with  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker,  the  dis- 
tinguished New  England  divine,  and  about  one  hundred  others.

births  and  deaths. ' '  The  records  ' '  include  the  period  between  January  16,  1632,  and 
March  1,  1720,  and  commence  on  the  5th  page."  In  the  entries  for  the  year  1634, 
appears  the  name  "  Ffran  Tuchil"  and  in  another  place  in  the  same  year  "Ffran 
Tuchine,"  and  some  have  believed  that  the  name  correctly  spelled  would  have  been 
' '  Twitchell, ' '  for  in  an  entry  for  1635,  we  find  the  name  "  Joseph  Tuchill ' '  and 
later  the  same  person 's  name  is  spelled  ' '  Twitchell. ' '  If  there  was  a  Francis 
Tuchil  and  a  Joshua  Tuchil,  and  they  were  Twitchells,  they  do  not  appear  in  the 
complete  list  as  such  which  contains  all  the  names  of  the  inhabitants  down  to  1720. 
On  page  30,  we  find  an  entry  (1637):  "MaTch  18th.  It  is  ordered  that  all  the 
home  lots  shall  be  fenced  against  swine, ' '  etc.  ' '  The  proportion  which  each  man  is  to 
have  up  the  neck  according  to  the  rule  agreed  on  for  deciding  the  same  as  herevder 
foil.  *  *  *

At  page  35  (1635)    (defining  boundaries)  : 

"Among  the  great  lotts  conteyning  about  16  akers  of  land  lying  between

It  may  be  that  these  two,  Francis  and  Joshua,  were  related  to  Joseph  and 
Benjamin  and  came  over  from  England  with  them,  but  nowhere  do  we  find  any 
record  of  any  of  their  descendants,  if  they  had  any;  nor  do  we  find  any  record  of 
the  death  of  these  two,  and  it  may  be,  as  some  suppose,  that  they  were  ' '  Tuthils ' ' — 
Tuttles,  as  the  name  is  now  spelled.  In  1648,  the  clerk  or  scribe  had  learned  how 
to  spell  the  name,  for  we  find  an  entry  in  that  year:  "Sister  George  accepts  4s  6d 
of  Bro  Twichell  13    (9:)   48: 

At  page  76  of  the  record  there  is  an  entry:  "2  of  the  12mtli  1646 — For  the  final 
determining  and  ending  of  all  matters  in  controversy  concerning  the  fence  about  the 
grett  lotts,  the  proprietors  who  are  owners  of  the  several  proportions  of  land  within 
sayd  fence  haue  referred  themselues  to  Arbitration  *  *  *  and  euery  won  of  the  pro- 
prytors  hath  lybertye  if  he  pleas  to  giue  information  in  the  case  to  the  sayd 
arbitrators;

In  the  21st  Eeport  of  the  Beeord  Commissioners,  1891,  of  Dorchester  Births, 
Marriages  &  Deaths  to  the  end  of  1825,  we  find  at  page  25:  "Deaths — 1657 — 

"Joseph  Tuchel    Deceased  this  Life  the  13:  7;  1657." 

In  the  records  at  page  39  is  the  entry  of  the  name  of  Joseph  Twitchell  along 
with  others  who  took  the  Freeman's  Oath  previous  to  the  date  of  the  Church 
Eecords,  Aug.  23,  1636. 
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Joseph  Twitchell  had  land  assigned  to  him  at  Dorchester, 
May  14th,  1634,  and  was  admitted  to  the  church  in  Dorchester 
in  1644,  at  which  place  he  died,  in  1657,  in  the  seventy-fifth  year 
of  his  age. 

The  only  son  of  Joseph  Twitchell,  Joseph  Twitchell  2d,  was 
about  sixteen  years  of  age,  born  in  the  Parish  of  Chesham, 
Buckinghamshire,  England,  at  the  time  of  his  coming  to  America 
with  his  father  and  mother.  (10) 

There  is  no  record  of  his  marriage  in  the  Dorchester  Rec- 
ords or  in  any  other  records  so  far  discovered,  and  it  is  believed 
beyond  question  that  he  died  without  issue.  Nor  have  we  any 
record  of  the  death  of  his  mother,  Elizabeth  (Lovet)  Twitchell, 
but  it  is  practically  certain  that  there  were  no  other  children  or 
the  fact  would  appear  in  the  early  records  of  Dorchester.

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The  fact  that  the  records  disclose  the  names  of  no  persons 
known  as  Twitchell,  except  as  mentioned  in  the  notes,  other 
than  Joseph  Twitchell,  or  Tuchel,  and  Benjamin  Twitchell,  or 
Tuchel,  may  be  taken  as  conclusive  that  there  were  none  over 
the  age  of  21  years  from  the  earliest  entry  down  to  1720. 
Joshua,  in  the  records,  is  most  likely  a  misspelling  of  Joseph. 

In  the  List  of  Freemen,  as  published,  appear  the  names: 
Francis  Tuthill  and  Joshua  Tuthill;  and  Joseph  Twitchell  and 
Benjamin  Tuchel.  It  may  be  that  the  Francis  and  Joshua  Tut- 
hill were  in  fact  Twitchell,  or  Tuchel,  but  even  so,  thenceforward 
they  assumed  and  were  known,  as  also  their  descendants,  by  the 
name  of  "Tuthill"  or  "Tuttle." 

In  the  Dorchester  Town  Records,  as  published  in  1896,  are 
found  items  as  to  this  Francis  and  Joshua,  who  may  have  been 
Twitchells  or  Tuchels,  as  follows: 

"John  Nile  ffran  Tuchill,  John  Levit  *  *  *  shall  have  3  acres 
appece  upp  Naponset." 

This  entry  is  of  date  Sept.  1,  1634.  On  November  22, 
following : 

"It  is  ordered  that  John  Nile,  Francis  Tuchine,  John  Levit 
*  *  *  shall  have  six  acres  of  land  granted  them  (for)  their  small 
and  great  lotts  at  Naponset  betwixt  the  Indian  field  and  the  mill." 

And  on  February  1, 1635,  there  is  an  entry : 

"The  names  of  those  which  have  medow  graunted  them  the 
18th  ffebru.  1635 :

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Benjamin  Twitchell,  or  Tuchel,  continued  his  residence  in 
Dorchester  until  about  1651-2,  when,  it  is  presumed,  he  removed 
to  Lancaster,  where,  according  to  Marvin,  he  settled  Sept.  1, 1852. 

The  covenant  of  Lancaster  was  signed,  up  to  the  spring  of 
1860,  by  fifty-five  persons,  among  whom  was  Benjamin  Twitchell.

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These  men,  as  stated  by  the  town's  historian,  were  the 
"fathers  of  the  Town."  "They  laid  the  foundation  and  their 
children  composed  the  main  part  of  the  population  till  the 
period  of  the  massacre  in  the  spring  of  1676." 

King  Philip,  with  a  force  of  fifteen  hundred  savages,  at- 
tacked the  place.  His  men  were  divided  into  four  parties,  one 
of  which  was  led  by  Philip  in  person.  In  the  early  morning  they 
fell  upon  five  different  garrison-houses  and  killed  other  inhabi- 
tants in  and  near  each  of  them. 

The  main  attack  was  made  upon  the  garrison-house  of  Rev. 
Joseph  Rowlandson,  the  minister  of  Lancaster,  who,  at  the  time, 
was  in  Boston,  where  he  had  gone  for  aid.  The  assault  came 
sooner  than  expected.  Benjamin  Twitchell  was  probably  killed 
at  the  time  of  this  raid,  and  his  family,  (n)  shortly  afterward, 
appeared  at  Bogestow,  where,  Morse  says,  "some  twelve  or  fif- 
teen years  previous,"  he  had  purchased  one  hundred  acres  of 
Kaine's  Grant,  upon  which  he  had  built  a  house  "about  eighty 
rods  southwest  of  Death's  Bridge,  in  Sherborn,  where  the  cellar- 
hole  is  yet  to  be  seen." 

At  the  very  time,  however,  that  Benjamin  Twitchell  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  living  at  Lancaster,  having  settled  there  in 
1652,  two  of  his  children,  daughters,  were  born,  and  the  fact

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recorded  in  the  records  of  Dorchester.  This  fact  does  not, 
however,  necessarily  mean  that  the  children  were  born  in  Dor- 
chester. It  is  most  likely  that  the  sons  of  Benjamin,  Joseph  and 
Benjamin  2d,  were  born  in  Dorchester,  but  the  fact  is  not 
recorded,  although  there  may  have  been  a  record  in  the  record- 
book  pages  which  have  disappeared.  There  is  no  record  of  their 
birth  anywhere  else. 

It  seems,  however,  that  during  the  period  1652-62,  he  main- 
tained relations  and  some  sort  of  a  residence  at  Dorchester,  for 
in  1659  and  in  1662,  he  was  voted  financial  aid  by  the  town  of 
Dorchester  "for  his  present  necessities  for  clothing  for  himself 
and  his  children. ' '  This  aid  was  first  granted  prior  to  the  birth 
of  his  oldest  daughter,  Mary.  (12) 

Immediately  after  the  death  of  Benjamin  Twitchell,  his 
family  re-appeared  at  Sherborn  and  settled  in  the  vicinity  of 
his  former  home  at  Bogestow.  (13) 

Benjamin  Twitchell  or  Tuchell  married  Mary  Riggs,  and, 
in  Sherborn  records,  it  appears  that  Joseph  Twitchell  was  ad- 
mitted as  one  of  the  inhabitants  in  1678,  two  years  after  the 
death  of  his  father,  Benjamin,  and  eleven  years  after  the  death 
of  his  uncle,  Joseph,  and  seventeen  years  after  the  death  of  his 
cousin,  Joseph,  the  son  of  Joseph,  born  in  Chesham,  England, 
in  1615.  It  must  be  accepted,  then,  as  a  fact,  that  Joseph,  the 
elder  brother,  died  without  male  issue,  and  that  all  the  Twitchells 
in  America  are  descended  from  the  younger  brother,  Benjamin 
Twitchell  or  Tuchel. 

Sherborn,  where  the  original  Benjamin  and  his  son,  Joseph, 
settled,  is  situate  on  the  Charles  river  about  twenty  miles  from

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the  city  of  Boston,  proper.  Originally,  the  peninsula  included 
between  the  Concord  and  Charles  rivers  was  occupied  by  the 
Nipmuck  Indians  and  formed  the  southeast  part  of  their  habitat. 
The  Nipmucks  were  the  first  inland  tribe  with  whom  the  English 
became  acquainted.  The  name  signified  "fresh-water  fishing 
place."  The  Nipmucks  occupied  portions  of  central  Massa- 
chusetts, chiefly  in  the  southern  part  of  Worcester  County,  ex- 
tending into  Connecticut  and  Ehode  Island.  The  New  England 
missionaries  had  seven  villages  of  Christian  Indians  among 
them  in  1674 ;  but,  on  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  King  Philip, 
in  1675,  almost  all  of  the  Nipmucks  joined  the  hostile  tribes  and, 
at  the  close  of  the  war,  fled  to  Canada  or  westward  to  the  Mohi- 
can and  other  tribes  on  the  Hudson  river. 

The  exploration  of  the  lands  of  these  Indians  by  the  English 
commenced  as  early  as  1621;  for,  in  1631,  when  Winthrop  and 
Company  ascended  Prospect  Hill,  in  Waltham,  he  saw  "the 
whole  Nipmuck  country." 

In  1643,  this  section  was  so  well  known  that  the  General 
Court  did  not  hesitate  to  encourage  its  settlement  by  making  of 
grants  to  individuals.  These  grants,  which  were  multiplied  until 
the  entire  district  was  incorporated  into  towns,  conveyed  to  the 
grantees  only  the  rights  secured  to  the  colony  by  charter  from 
James  I,  who,  by  right  of  discovery,  claimed  the  entire  country, 
to  the  exclusion,  not  only  of  the  aborigines,  whatever  other  sov- 
ereigns had  done,  but  of  other  nations  and  of  the  independent 
jurisdiction  of  colonists.  These  grants  never  interfered  with 
the  perfect  right  of  the  Indians  to  such  lands  as  they  had  im- 
proved, nor  denied  their  imperfect  rights  to  such  as  remained 
in  a  state  of  nature,  and  over  which  they  chanced  to  be  the  first 
to  roam.  On  the  contrary,  the  grantees  were  required  to  ex- 
tinguish, by  purchase,  all  Indian  claims  or  rights,  the  latter, 
doubtless,  having  reference  to  rights  of  other  Indians  who  sub- 
sisted by  hunting.  These  conditions  were  always  respected  by 
the  grantees,  but  all  deeds  from  Indians  were  not  recorded.  (14) 

One  of  these  grants  was  made  October  23rd,  1649,  to  Cap- 
tain Robert  Kaine,  of  Boston,  and  contained  1,074  acres  of  land, 
upland  and  meadow,  upon  Pawsett,  or  Pocassett  Hill,  beyond 
the  village  of  Dedham  (Medfield),  bounded  on  the  south  by  John 
Allen's  farm;  south  by  east  and  east  and  northeast  by  the 
Charles  river  and  north  and  northwest  by  waste  lands. 

One  hundred  acres  of  this  land  was  purchased  by  Benjamin 
Twitchell  and  later  became  a  part  of  the  town  of  Sherborn.

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While  some  of  the  early  settlers  secured  individual  deeds 
from  the  Indians,  others  united  for  that  purpose,  and  one  of 
these  joint  quit-claim  deeds  names  Joseph  Twitchell,  son  of 
Benjamin,  as  a  grantee  from  the  Indians,  and  to  whom  was 
allotted  the  one  hundred  acres  which  had  been  originally  pur- 
chased as  a  part  of  the  grant  to  Robert  Kaine.  A  transcript  of 
this  Indian  deed,  found  in  Suffolk  Registry  of  Deeds,  is  interest- 
ing, and  is  as  follows : 

"To  All  Christian  People  to  Whom  this  Present  Deed  of  Sale 
shall  come,  Greeting : 

Know  Ye,  that  we,  Waban.  John  Awasamog,  Peter  Ephraim, 
Piamboho,  John  Magus,  Andrew  Pittimee  &  Great  John,  natives 
and  natural  descendants  of  the  ancient  inhabitants  &  proprietors  of 
the  lands  lying  in  and  about  the  town  of  Sherborne,  within  the 
Massachusetts  Colony  of  New  England,  for  ourselves  as  principalis  & 
in  behalf  of  the  other  Indian  Claimers  of  said  lands,  being  thereunto 
impowered  by  them,  for  &  in  Consideration  of  the  Summe  of  Two 
and  Twenty  Pounds  current  money  of  New  England,  to  us  in  hand 
paid  at  and  before  the  Ensealing  hereof,  well  &  truly  paid  by  the 
several  persons  hereafter  named,  viz :  John  Hull,  Esq.,  of  Boston, 
Capt.  Wm  Gerrish  (successor  to  Mr.  Richard  Parker,  late  of  the  same 
place,  dec'd),  Daniel  Morse,  Sen.,  Hopestill  Lealand  &  Margaret 
Lealand  (joint  executors  of  the  Last  "Will  of  Henry  Lealand  Dec'd), 
John  Hill,  Tho.  Breck,  Tho.  Holbrooke,  Benj.  Bullard,  Joseph 
Twitchell  and  Joseph  Morse,  all  of  Sherborn  aforesaid,  in  propor- 
tion according  to  the  several  tracts,  or  parcels  of  land,  herein  to 
them  granted,  the  receipt  whereof  we  do  hereby  acknowledge  to  our 
full  content  and  satisfaction,  have  granted,  bargained,  sold,  re- 
leased, enfeoffed  &  confirmed,  &  by  these  presents  do  fully,  freely, 
&  absolutely  grant,  bargain,  sell,  enfeoffe.  release  and  confirm  unto 
the  persons  above  named  all  these  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  lying  in 
or  about  the  Towne  of  Sherborne,  aforesaid,  now  possessed  by  or 
heretofore  taken  up  or  granted  to  them  &  every  of  them,  viz :  unto 
John  Hull,  Esq.,  lands  in  severall  parcells,  estimated  at  six  hundred 
acres,  be  they  more  or  lesse ;  unto  Capt.  Wm  Gerrish,  six  hundred 
acres,  more  or  lesse ;  unto  Daniel  Morse  sen.  six  hundred  acres,  more 
or  lesse ;  unto  John  Hill  two  hundred  &  fifty  acres,  more  or  lesse ; 
unto  Tho.  Breck,  one  hundred  acres,  more  or  lesse ;  unto  Tho. 
Holbrooke,  three  hundred  acres,  more  or  lesse;  unto  Benjamin 
Bullard,  one  hundred  &  fifty  acres,  more  or  lesse ;  unto  Joseph 
Twitchell,  one  hundred  acres,  more  or  lesse ;  unto  Joseph  Morse,  one 
hundred  acres,  more  or  lesse,  both  upland  and  meadow  grounds 
within  the  said  severall  tracts  or  parcells ;  together  with  all  &  singu- 
lar, the  wayes,  rights,  libertys,  pasturages,  herbage,  commonage,  feed- 
ings, rivers,  waters,  ponds,  springs,  pools,  fowling,  fishing  &  hunt- 
ing thereunto  belonging,  &  all  woods,  under-woods,  trees  and  timber 
whatsoever  thereupon  standing,  lying  or  growing ;  and  all  the  estate, 
right,  titles,  interest,  use,  propriety,  possession,  claime  and  demand 
whatsoever  of  the  Indians  or  either  of  them,  of,  in  or  to  the  said 
lands  &  premises  &  every  of  them. 
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To  Have  and  to  Hold  the  above  granted  tracts  or  pareells  of 
land  above  mentioned,  with  the  rights,  libertys,  priviliges  &  appur- 
tenances thereof,  unto  the  said  John  Hull,  William  Gerrish,  Daniel 
Morse,  sen.,  Hopestill  and  Margaret  Lealand,  John  Hill,  Thomas 
Breck,  Thomas  Holbrooke,  Benjamin  Bullard,  Joseph  Twitchell  & 
Joseph  Morse,  respectively  &  their  respective  heirs  &  assigns  forever ; 
and  we,  Waban,  John  Awasamog,  Peter  Ephraim,  Piamboho,  John 
Magus,  Andrew  Pittimee  &  Great  John,  for  ourselves,  our  heirs, 
execu'rs,  admin's  &  successors  &  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  other 
Indian  Claimers  of  said  land,  being  by  them  impowered  thereunto, 
do  hereby  covenant,  promise  and  grant  to  &  with  the  said  John  Hull, 
William  Gerrish,  Daniel  Morse,  sen.,  Hopestill  &  Margaret  Lealand, 
John  Hill,  Thomas  Breck,  Thomas  Holbrooke,  Benjamin  Bullard, 
Joseph  Twitchell  &  Joseph  Morse,  their  heirs  &  assignes,  that  they 
and  every  of  them,  shall  &  may,  from  time  to  time,  &  at  all  times, 
forever  hereafter,  lawfully,  peacefully  &  quietly  have,  hold,  occupie, 
possess  &  enjoy  their  said  respective  pareells  of  land,  improved  or 
unimproved,  with  all  rights,  privilidges  &  appurtenances  thereunto 
belonging,  without  the  least  let,  denial,  reclaime,  hindrance,  suite, 
trouel,  eviction  or  expulsion,  of  us  or  of  either  of  us,  our  or  either 
of  our  heirs,  execu's,  admin's,  successors  or  assignes,  and  all  other 
Indian  or  Indians  whomsoever,  claiming  the  same  or  any  part  or 
parcell  thereof,  we  having  full  powers,  good  right  and  lawful 
authority  to  release  &  confirm  the  said  lands  unto  the  above  named 
persons,  their  heires  &  assignes  forever.

Memorandum :  It  is  agreed  before  the  signing  and  sealing 
hereof  that  grant  &  deed  of  sale  is  not  to  be  understood  to  abridge 
the  Indians  from  fishing  &  fowling  in  or  upon  the  pond  or  rivers 
within  the  tract  of  land  above  mentioned,  according  as  the  law  of 
the  country  gives  liberty  as  well  to  the  English  as  Indians.

This  deed  of  quit-claim  to  3,000  acres  to  the  grantees  and 
their  representatives  did  not  include  any  of  the  remaining  lands 
in  the  township ;  but  these  were  afterward  purchased  from  the 
Indians,  and  doubtless  of  the  same  representatives  of  the  Nip- 
mucks,  for  upon  the  Proprietors'  Records  of  a  later  date  is 
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found  a  transcript  of  the  rates  assessed  in  1686  upon  the  "  In- 
habitants of  Sherborne  for  the  Indian  Title."  (15> 

The  establishment  and  naming  of  the  settlement,  and  the 
conditions  imposed  in  relation  thereto,  were  made  by  the  General 
Court,  following  the  filing  of  a  petition  from  those  who  already 
held  title  under  the  grant  to  Robert  Kaine.  The  petition  illus- 
trates how  these  matters  were  presented  and  disposed  of,  and 
will  be  of  interest  here :  (16) 

"Whereas,  the  Providence  of  the  most  wise  God  who  hath  ap- 
pointed the  bounds  of  all  man's  habitations,  having  in  mercy,  we 
hope,  disposed  of  us  and  our  families  in  that  place  commonly  called 
Bogestow  upon  lands  which  we  purchased  of  several  gentlemen  in 
this  country;  and  having  for  some  years  although  with  great  diffi- 
culty, attended  upon  the  means  of  grace  at  Meadfield  (Medfield) ; 
first,  in  respect  of  the  distance;  and,  secondly,  by  reason  of  the 
great  danger  that  many  times  we  goe  in,  in  going  over  Charles 
River,  which  is  caused  by  great  floods  and  much  ice,  although  as 
yet  no  great  hurt  done,  for  which  we  have  great  cause  to  bless  God ; 
yet,  considering  that  it  may  be  more  for  the  honor  of  God  and  the 
future  good  and  benefit  of  ourselves  and  posterity,  that  we  should 
endeavor  the  setting  up  of  the  worship  and  ordinances  of  God  among 
ourselves;  especially  being  increased  to  some  number  of  inhabitants 
already,  and  more  are  daily  expected.  (17)

(17)  Morse,  op.  cit.,  says:  "An  Indian  trail  ascended  Charles  River,  crossed 
SewelPs  Brook  where  Holbrook 's  Mills  stand,  &  proceeded  through  the  straights  to 
Pocasset  Mountain,  which  afforded  them  an  observatory  for  watching  the  flight  of 
ducks  over  the  meanderings  of  Bogestow  Brook  and  Charles  River.  This  trail  is 
supposed  to  have  extended  to  Mueksquit,  crossing  the  Bogestow  Brook  at  the  Sted- 
man  Place  and  the  inlet  of  Winthrop  's  Lake  near  its  mouth,  and  was  doubtless  the 
path  to  Mendon  mentioned  by  Eliot  and  trod  by  his  holy  feet. ' ' 
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"These  and  such  like  conditions  doe  imbolden  us  whose  names 
are  here  underwritten  humbly  to  petition  this  much  Honoured 
Court  the  libertye  to  be  a  Towne  of  ourselves  with  such  others  as 
may  be  admitted  to  our  Society  hereafter. 

"  And  further  we,  Your  Humble  Petitioners,  are  bold  to  request 
this  Honoured  Court  to  grant  unto  us  and  our  associates  for  those 
ends  formally  represented  such  a  tract  of  land  as  may  be  in  some 
measure  comfortable  for  our  future  subsistence,  as  a  small  village  in 
this  Commonwealth;  namely,  so  much  land  as  conteines  five  miles 
square,  where  it  may  be  found  adjoyning  to  our  own  lands  already 
purchased,  or  upon  Natick  line,  or  upon  Meadfield  bounds,  as  this 
Honoured  Court  shall  see  meet.  And  we  who  acknowledge  our- 
selves subjects  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  pray,  as  our  duty  is, 
that  God  would  bless  and  prosper  you  in  all  your  weighty  occasions. ' ' 

In  answer  to  this  petition,  the  General  Court  appointed 
Ephraim  Littlefield  and  Edward  Jackson  "a  Committee  to  view 
the  place  and  return  their  apprehensions."  The  result  seems 
to  have  been  unfavorable,  as  nothing  more  is  heard  of  the  pe- 
tition. Of  its  fourteen  subscribers,  six  removed,  and  one  died 
before  1674.  The  settlement,  however,  continued  and  was 
strengthened  by  the  arrival  of  Deacon  Samuel  Bullen  and 
adult  son,  of  Joseph  Morse  and  John  Perry,  and  by  the  marriage 
and  establishment  of  four  sons  of  the  first  planters. 

In  the  year  1674,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  "  Honoured 
Gov.  &  Deputy  Gov.,  with  the  Rest  of  the  Assistants  &  Deputyes 
of  the  Generall  Court  of  His  Majesty's  Colony  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  in  New  England,  now  sitting  in  Boston,  this 
seventh  day  of  October,  1674,"  which  was  as  follows: 

"The  Petition  of  Diverse  of  the  Inhabitants  &  Proprietors  of 
Lands  at  or  near  Bogestow — Humbly  Showeth : — 

"Whereas,  the  Lord  who  hath  appoynted  unto  all  men  the 
bounds  of  their  Habitations  to  dwell  on  the  Earth,  hath,  by  the 
good  hand  of  Providence,  planted  neere  twenty  famylies  already 
settled  on  farmes  formerly  graunted  unto  Severall  by  the  Hon- 
oured Generall  Court  in  this  part  of  the  Wilderness  called  Bogestow, 
and  neere  thereunto,  besides  some  other  farmes,  not  yet  improved, 
lying  between  the  bounds  of  Natick  &  Meadfield  &  upon  the  west 
of  both,  which  probably  may  shortly  be  improved  also ;  &  whereas, 
your  humble  petitioners,  that  have  for  some  yeeres  lived  at  Bogestow 
&  there  abouts,  amongst  other  difficultyes,  have  not  found  it  our 
least  to  goe  to  meeting  on  the  Lord's  Day  unto  Meadfield,  by  reason 
not  only  the  distance  from  theare  and  the  leaving  of  Severall  at 
home,  but  also  in  regard  of  the  difficulty  in  passing  over  the  water 
betwext  in  winter  seasons  &  times  of  floods,  which  sometimes  prove 
hazardous  to  health  &  life;  Wherefore,  for  our  reliefs  herein,  and 
that  we  may  not  wholly  omit  our  duty  what  in  us  lyeth  to  spread  the 
Gospel  in  this  Wilderness  by  the  procuring  of  the  ministry  of  the 
Word  amongst  ourselves,  not  only  for  our  own  edification  &  con- 
solation, but  also  that  after  us  God  &  the  Word  of  His  Grace  may 
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be  to  our  Posterity  a  standing  refuge ;  wherefore,  for  our  encourage- 
ment in  this  worke,  &  for  the  better  regulating  of  affayres  amongst 
us,  we,  your  petitioners  do  humbly  crave  the  favorable  help  of  this 
Honoured  Court,  first  that  this  Court  will  be  pleased  to  grant  unto 
your  petitioners  all  those  parcells  of  common  or  countrey  lands  that 
lyeth  between  the  bounds  of  Meadfield  and  the  bounds  of  Naticke, 
&  so  at  the  west  end  of  Meadfield  and  Naticke  bounds,  so  much  of 
the  country  lands  as  conteyn  six  miles  square;  and,  secondly,  that 
this  Court  would  be  pleased,  to  grant  that  all  the  farmes  &  lands  of 
your  petitioners,  &  all  the  other  farmes,  improved  or  not  improved, 
lying  between  the  boundes  of  Meadfield  &  the  bounds  of  Naticke,  with 
the  quantity  of  land  of  six  miles  square  of  the  wilderness  land,  and 
all  those  farmes  formerly  granted  falling  within  that  tract  of  land,  as 
may  be  laved  out,  may  be,  by  this  Honoured  Court,  made  a  Towne,  & 

that  the  name  thereof  may  be and  Your  Petitioners  shall 

ever  be  your  remembrancers.  And  further,  your  Petitioners,  humble 
desire  leave  that  this  Court  would  grant  unto  us  libertye  of  Naticke 
Indians  to  purchase,  by  way  of  exchange  of  lands  or  otherwise,  for 
pay,  two  miles  in  breadth  of  their  lands  on  the  South  side  of  their 
bounds  from  the  west  bounds  of  the  farme  of  Daniel  Morse  unto 
the  west  end  of  Naticke  bounds  and  also  that  this  -Court  would  be 
pleased  to  grant  us  freedome  from  countrey  rates  for  7  yeeres,  or 
such  time  as  this  Court  shall  please." 

At  a  session  of  the  General  Court,  held  in  Boston  on  the 
seventh  of  October,  1674,  acting  upon  the  petition  of  the  settlers 
of  Bogestow  on  the  21st  of  October,  the  same  was  granted  in 
the  quantity  of 

"six  miles  square,  not  exceeding  eight  miles  in  length,  to  take  in 
as  many  farmes  with  the  vacant  lands  adjoining  or  intermixed 
therewith  as  that  quantity  of  land  will  admit;  provided,  that  none 
of  the  farmers  shall  have  any  part  of  the  aforesaid  vacant  land 
now  granted  by  this  Court;  but  the  said  land  to  be  distributed 
amongst  such  other  persons  as  will  come  to  inhabit  in  said  Towne 
as  the  major  part  of  the  Farmers  think  meet;  Provided,  that 
there  bee  a  farme  of  200  acres  of  meet  land  reserved,  and  by  Cap- 
tain Fisher  laid  out  for  a  Farm  for  the  Country;  and  that  no 
man  shall  have  allotted  above  Fifty  Acres,  till  there  be  twenty  new 
families  settled  there,  and  then,  the  whole  that  is  free,  to  be  disposed 
of  as  the  major  part  of  the  Inhabitants,  capable  by  law  to  vote, 
shall  judge  meet.  And  the  name  of  the  Towne  to  be  called  Shear- 
born."  (18) 


(18)  Becords  of  the  General  Court;  History  of  Sherborn  and  Holliston,  op.  cit. 
^'It  may  be  presumed,"  says  Eev.  Morse,  "that  the  General  Court,  as  in  similar 
instances,  assigned  the  name  of  the  native  place  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  settlers 
or  proprietors.  Sherborn,  after  which  the  place  was  named,  is  an  ancient,  large  and 
well  inhabited  town  in  the  north  part  of  Dorsetshire,  forty  miles  west  by  south  from 
Salisbury  and  118  miles  west  by  south  from  London.  At  "one  time  it  was  a  place  of 
distinction,  where  some  of  the  ancient  Saxon  kings  were  buried  and  where  a  monastery 
existed.  It  was  at  a  later  day  rendered  famous  as  the  place  where  the  prime  nobility 
met  William,  Prince  of  Orange,  and  welcomed  him  to  the  throne  of  England.  Other 
circumstances  almost  prove  that  some  of  the  sires  of  the  first  planters  were  from

Immediately  following  the  action  of  the  General  Court,  the 
inhabitants  proceeded  in  the  organization  of  the  town,  the  ap- 
pointment of  committees  to  look  after  the  surveying  of  the  grant, 
the  purchasing  of  certain  ' '  Naticke  land ' '  and  mutual  exchanges 
with  the  Indians,  in  which  last  named  activity  Messrs.  Gookin 
and  Eliot  were  employed. 

Before  all  these  preliminaries  had  been  concluded,  in  1675, 
the  war  with  King  Philip  came  suddenly  upon  them  and  for 
nearly  two  years  all  further  action  relative  to  the  town  was 
suspended. 

Benjamin  Twitchell,  whose  son,  Joseph  Twitchell,  was  one 
of  the  proprietors  of  the  newly  organized  town,  at  this  time  was 
residing  near  Lancaster  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Medfield,  and  was 
among  those  killed  by  the  savages  in  their  raids  on  the  settle- 
ments. Joseph,  the  son,  had  already  rendered  service  in  con- 
flicts with  the  Indians,  and  was  later  rated  as  a  "veteran"  in 
the  troops  which  finally  succeeded  in  defeating  the  son  of 
Massasoit. 

At  Sherborn,  alarmed  for  the  safety  of  their  lives,  the 
inhabitants  prepared  for  the  murderous  visit  to  which  they  were 
peculiarly  exposed.  Their  two  garrisons  were  put  in  order  and 
every  man,  woman  and  boy  trained  to  handle  a  musket  and  watch 
against  surprise  from  an  enemy  which  knew  no  honor  or  mercy. 
Fear  was  not  a  part  of  the  pioneer  character.  They  could  have 
retreated  to  the  coast,  but,  as  appears  from  the  contents  of  a 
note,  sent  to  Major  General  John  Leverett,  then  Governor,  and 
found  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  they  chose  to  remain 
and  defend  their  possessions  against  the  attacks  of  the 
savages.  (19) 


Note  18 — Continued. 

Dorsetshire;  and  Sherborn  was  not  improbably  the  place  of  birth  of  some  prominent 
settler  or  proprietor,  and  most  likely  of  Henry  Adams,  then  a  venerable  member  of 
the  General  Court,  from  Medfield,  and  the  most  distinguished  of  the  petitioners  and 
proprietors.  Six  weeks  after  the  passage  of  the  above  act,  the  records  of  the  town 
of  Sherborn  begin." 

(19)  This  note  was  as  follows:  "May  it  Please  Your  Worship:  Prostrating 
my  humble  service  to  your  Worship,  I  made  bold  lately  to  request  your  help  of  4 
men  to  be  the  garrison  at  my  house  which  is  for  my  family  and  my  sons  with  me, 
most  being  married  men;  I  humble  prosecute  my  request  that  so  it  might  be  that 
I  have  4  men  out  of  Medfield,  and  that  Edward  West  and  Benjamin  Fisk  (sons-in- 
law)  might  be  two  of  them,  they  living  in  the  remote  part  of  Medfield  next  my  farme, 
and  they  being  willing  to  come  if  liberty  by  authority  were  given  that  they  might 
be  imprest  by  authority  to  be  ready  when  I  shall  call  for  them.  Thus  I  make  bold, 
humbly  begging  the  everlasting  blessing  and  constant  presence  of  the  Almighty 
to  be  with  your  Worship.     So  prays  your  humble  servant, 

Daniel  Morse,   Sen'r 

In  the  name  of  my  sons." 
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During  the  progress  of  the  conflict  with  Philip,  Lancaster 
and  Medfield  were  partially  destroyed,  but  in  Sherborn  only 
one  house  was  burned  by  the  savages,  although  five  or  six  lost 
their  lives  and  so  much  property  was  devastated  that  the  Gen- 
eral Court  included  them  in  the  act  whereby  they  and  the  people 
of  Medfield,  adjoining,  were  paid  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  pounds. 

One  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Sherborn,  Benjamin 
Bullard,  built  the  garrison-house  at  Bogestow  (Sherborn).  In 
the  work  of  construction,  Nicholas  Wood,  Henry  Lealand  and 
Thomas  Holbroke  helped,  they  also,  as  has  been  stated,  being 
of  the  original  settlers. 

On  the  east  and  northwest  of  the  site  chosen  for  this  fort, 
long,  wet  meadows  were  situated.  The  garrison-house  was  a 
complete  fortress,  and  was  superior  to  any  similar  structure  on 
the  then  frontier.  It  was  sixty  to  seventy-five  feet  in  length, 
two  stories  high;  all  of  faced  stone,  which  was  brought  down 
over  the  ice  from  a  quarry  one  mile  distant  at  the  northwest. 
The  stone  was  laid  in  clay  mortar;  there  was  a  double  row  of 
port-holes  on  all  sides ;  the  whole  was  lined  with  white  oak  plank, 
flaring  inward  so  as  to  require  no  one  to  expose  himself,  while 
the  besieged,  by  taking  cross-aim  could  direct  their  fire  to  every 
point  of  the  compass.  The  fort  was  lighted  and  entered  at  the 
south  end,  overlooking  Bogestow  pond,  where  the  bank  was  so 
low  that  assailants  from  that  direction,  in  leveling  at  the  high 
windows,  could  only  lodge  bullets  in  a  plank  chamber  floor  or 
in  the  furniture  of  the  garret.  The  upper  story  was  given  over 
to  the  women  and  children  and  had  a  room  partitioned  off  for 
the  sick. 

To  this  place  of  refuge  for  more  than  two  generations,  the 
settlers  were  accustomed  to  flee  in  time  of  alarm,  and  in  this 
fort  quite  a  number  of  children  were  born. 

The  wife  and  several  children  of  Thomas  Eames  were 
murdered  and  others  taken  captive,  February  1st,  1676,  before 
they  could  reach  this  place  of  safety.  His  house,  also,  was 
burned.  Jonathan  Wood,  son  of  Nicholas  Wood,  was  killed  by 
the  Indians,  February  21st,  1676,  on  the  second  bank  of  Charles 
Eiver,  opposite  Death's  Bridge,  and  his  daughter,  Silence,  who 
married  John  Holbrook,  was  born  in  the  fort  the  day  after  the 
massacre  of  her  father,  and  her  mother  expired  a  few  hours 
after  her  birth.  Another  of  the  Wood  family,  Eleazar,  fell  by 
the  tomahawk,  fighting  by  the  side  of  his  brother  Jonathan; 
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was  scalped  and  left  for  dead,  but  recovered  and  ever  afterward 
was  depressed  in  mind  and  considered  "strange."  (20) 

After  the  close  of  Indian  hostilities  after  the  death  of 
Philip,  the  inhabitants  of  Sherborn  pursued  their  daily  avoca- 
tions along  the  lines  customary  to  that  period  of  our  history. 
Dissensions  arose  over  the  location  of  the  meeting-house,  result- 
ing in  the  creation  of  two  factions  in  the  community.  The  first 
regular  minister  of  the  place  was  the  Rev.  Daniel  Gookin,  a 
prominent  divine  of  those  days,  who  served  for  several  years. 

There  was  a  large  company  of  soldiers  stationed  at  Sher- 
born for  a  long  period,  of  which  company  Joseph  Twitchell 
(No.  2)  was  a  member.  (21) 

Within  the  closing  decades  of  the  17th  and  the  opening 
quarter  of  the  18th  centuries,  the  sons  and  grandsons  of  Ben- 
jamin Twitchell,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  remained 
permanently  in  Sherborn  and  in  Holliston,  and  the  daughters  and 
granddaughters,  following  their  husbands  to  other  homes  in 
other  of  the  newer  settlements,  commenced  migrations  and 
settlements  on  the  then  frontiers  of  civilization,  until,  by  the 
time  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  sturdy 
representatives  of  the  family  had  penetrated  the  remotest  cor- 
ners of  New  England  and  were  living,  following  the  various 
avocations  of  the  times,  in  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Maine, 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  each  one  exemplifying  that 
pioneering  spirit  which  was  the  foundation  of  the  American 
nation. 

In  all  of  the  wars  of  the  period  with  the  Indians  and  with 
the  French,  always  were  there  Ttvitchells  to  make  sacrifice  or 
give  their  lives,  if  need  be,  in  the  support  of  their  principles  or 
in  the  protection  of  the  country.  Sufficient,  indeed,  is  the  proof 
of  this  declaration,  when  the  records  disclose  the  death  of  three 
of  the  family,  in  the  first  three  generations,  each  bearing  the 
name  of  Benjamin,  all  making  the  great  sacrifice  in  wars  with 
the  savages  who  sought  their  destruction. 

And  they  were  all  patriots.  The  records  of  Sherborn  and 
Holliston,  of  Mendon  and  Westboro,  of  Weston,  Athol,  Dublin 
and  Gray,  in  the  far-off  district  of  Maine,  all  show  the  interest

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of  the  Ttvitchells  in  the  fortunes  of  the  colonies  in  their  response 
to  the  call  to  arms  beginning  with  the  alarm  of  April  19th, 
1775.  (22) 

The  list  of  Tivitchells  which  follows  proves  that  the  family, 
as  represented  in  the  Massachusetts  towns,  was  animated  to  a 
high  degree  with  that  spirit  which  achieved  American  inde- 
pendence. There  is  no  record  or  intimation  that  a  solitary 
descendant  of  Benjamin  Tivitchell  was  a  Tory  or  sympathized 
in  any  way  with  the  Loyalists. 

When  the  alarm  of  April  19th,  1775,  was  sounded,  the  min- 
ute men  proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  title  by  marching 
immediately  to  meet  the  enemy  at  Lexington  and  Concord,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  able-bodied  men,  of  all  ages,  followed  with 
all  possible  alacrity.  Some  of  these  companies  marched  in  time 
to  participate  at  Concord  and  nearly  all  of  them  participated 
in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  and  the  siege  of  Boston,  and  later  on 
distinguished  themselves  at  Saratoga,  Bennington,  Ticonderoga, 
Valley  Forge,  White  Plains,  Brandywine  and  other  conflicts 
during  the  war  for  independence.  (23)

"Chose  Capt.  Eichard  Sanger,  Mr.  Samuel  Bullard  and 
Mr.  Benjamin  Fassett  to  meet  committees  of  the  several  Towns  in  this  county  on  the 
30th  inst.  (Aug.  30,  1774)."  "Samuel  Bullard  and  Jonathan  Lealand  were  chosen 
a  committee  to  send  to  Concord;  voted  to  git  a  six  pound  field  piece  or  cannon,  and 
chose  Joshua  Lealand,  Daniel  Whitney  and  Benjamin  Bullard  to  procure  it." 
"Voted  to  accept  the  three  pieces  of  cannon  which  the  committee  procured  instead 
of  a  six-pounder;  that  the  Committee  prove  them  at  the  town's  expense  and  fire  the 
biggest  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  all  the  necessaries  that  may  be  needed."  Benjamin 
Fassett  and  Capt.  Eichard  Sanger  were  chosen  to  represent  the  Town  in  congress 
at  Cambridge,  on  the  1st  of  February,  1775,  and  it  was  voted  "to  consent  to  the 
Eesolves  of  the  Continental  and  Provincial  Congresses  *  *  *  and  to  see  that  the 
Eesolves  of  the  Congress  be  complied  with."  On  March  6th,  1775,  it  was  voted 
"that  those  that  have  and  shall  enlist  as  minute-men  to  the  number  of  fifty-three, 
be  a  company  intire  by  themselves;  to  grant  eight  pounds  to  provide  ammunition 
for  the  cannon;  that  the  cannon  be  under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  militia  officers 
of  this  town;  that  the  cannon  be  shot  three  times  with  powder  and  ball  at  the  cost 
of  the  town."  On  May  24th,  1775,  "Chose  Daniel  Whitney,  Esq.,  to  represent  the 
Town  in  Congress  at  Watertown"  and  on  May  21st  "voted  that  if  the  Hon.  Con- 
tinental Congress  should  in  their  wisdom  declare  the  Colonies  independent  of  Great 
Britain,  we,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sherborn,  will,  with  our  lives  and 
fortunes,  endeavour  to  support  them  in  that  measure;  and  we  do  hereby  instruct 
Mr.  Daniel  Whitney,  now  chosen  our  representative  for  the  year  ensuing,  to  act  in 
conformity  to  the  above  said  vote. ' ' 

Daniel  Whitney  was  the  half-brother  of  Captain  Joseph  Twitchell.

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For  the  purpose  of  this  introduction,  it  is  sufficient  to  give 
the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Twitchell  family  who  served 
as  soldiers  or  sailors  in  the  war  for  independence.  This  does 
not  give  the  names  of  those  who  signed  the  various  "  declara- 
tions," nor  those  who  acted  on  "  Committees, "  nor  those  who 
rendered  other  services  in  the  fight  for  liberty.  Whenever  it 
has  been  possible  to  find  where  some  Twitchell  served  in  any 
capacity  whatever,  mention  of  the  fact  is  made  in  the  genealogi- 
cal section  and  with  more  detail. 

The  character  and  class  of  service  rendered  by  each  one 
mentioned  in  the  list  which  follows,  may  be  obtained  by  reading 
the  accounts  of  the  service  of  the  military  units  to  which  he 
belonged  and  these  are  all  available  to  anyone  who  will  read.  (24) 
There  were  others  than  those  mentioned  as  follows,  but 
we  have  been  unable  to  secure  the  official  records.

(Signed  and  attested  by  him  &  Receipt  of 
total  for  the   Company  signed  by  him.)" 

Samuel  Carroll  Derby,  writing  in  1901,  relative  to  the  part 
taken  by  citizens  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  Eevolutionary  War, 
states  that  in  very  recent  years  many  important  sources  of 
information  have  become  available,  all  of  which  is  quite  apparent 
from  the  facts  which  he  has  assembled.  (25> 


(25)  Early  Dublin;  A  List  of  the  Eevolutionary  Soldiers  of  Dublin,  N.  H., 
Samuel  Carroll  Derby,  Columbus,  Ohio.  Mr.  Derby's  grandfather  was  Thomas  T. 
Derby,  who  married  Elizabeth  Wright;  his  son,  Samuel  Derby,  came  to  Dublin 
when  about  12  years  of  age,  in  company  with  his  step-father,  Stephen  Bent.  Samuel 
Derby  married  Lois  Twitchell,  daughter  of  Joseph  Twitchell,  on  Aug.  21,  1796. 
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In  June,  1778,  the  command  of  the  Company  which  had  been 
raised  in  Dublin,  New  Hampshire,  in  Col.  Enoch  Hale's  regi- 
ment, devolved  upon  Captain  Samuel  Twitchell,  who  succeeded 
Captain  Moses  Adams.  "Captain  Twitchell,"  says  Derby,  and 
the  records  prove  it,  "saw  active  service  on  several  occasions 
and  held  higher  rank  than  any  other  man  who  served  from 
Dublin  and  performed  duty  in  the  Revolutionary  War."  (26> 

Among  the  names  which  do  not  appear  on  the  "Revolu- 
tionary Rolls"  of  New  Hampshire  is  that  of  Abel  Twitchell, 
brother  of  Captain  Samuel  Twitchell.  He  served,  responding 
to  the  alarm  of  April  19,  1775,  having  joined  a  company  from 
Sherborn,  Massachusetts,  his  old  home.  He  took  part  in  the 
siege  of  Boston,  and  served  some  time  thereafter,  although  the 


Reports  of  the  Adjutant  General  for  the  years  1866  and  1868;  and  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Provincial  State  Papers,  of  which  40  volumes  have  appeared.  Volumes 
xiv-xvii,  inclusive,  of  the  State  Papers  bear  the  sub-title,  Revolutionary  Rolls,  and 
contain  copies  of  all  the  muster  rolls  and  other  lists  of  revolutionary  soldiers  which 
could  be  found.  Much  is  missing;  for  example,  toward  the  end  of  1775,  nearly 
2,000  New  Hampshire  Militia  were  sent  to  take  part  in  the  siege  of  Boston  and  of 
these  31  companies,  only  the  names  of  commissioned  officers  have  been  found. 

(26)  Derby,  op.  cit.,  gives  the  names  of  53  from  Dublin,  found  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary Rolls,  including  a  number  who  were  related  to  the  Twitchells  by  blood  or 
marriage,  who  were: 

Joshua  Greenwood,  son  of  William  and  Abigail  (Death)  Greenwood;  m.  Hannah 
Twitchell,  daught.  of  Gershom  Twitchell  Sr,  and  their  daughter,  Hannah,  m.  in  1814, 
Joseph  Twitchell,  son  of  Joshua  Twitchell ;  a  sister  of  Joshua  Greenwood  m.  Ebenezer 
Twitchell. 

Abijah  Twitchell  served  in  Capt.  John  Mellen's  Company  in  June- July,  1777. 

Samuel  Twitchell  was  Lieutenant  in  Capt.  John  Mellen's  Company,  which 
marched  to  reinforce  the  Continental  Army  at  Ticonderoga,  June  28-July  2,  1777. 
He  was  captain  of  a  Company  in  the  Ehode  Island  campaign,  August,  1778. 

Stephen  Twitchell  served  as  a  private  to  Capt.  Abijah  Smith's  Company;  he 
also  served  at  New  York,  Sept.,  1776;  he  was  in  Capt.  John  Mellen's  Company, 
June-July,  1777. 

John  Wright  or  Wight  served  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Salmon  Stone's  Company, 
July  21-Sept.  26,  1777,  at  Bennington  and  Stillwater;  July  15,  1779,  he  enlisted 
for  one  year,  receiving  60  pounds  bounty.  He  was  the  grandson  of  Beuben  W. 
Twitchell. 

Elisha  Adams  served  on  Capt.  Jason  Wait's  Company,  Col.  Enoch  Hale's  Eegi- 
ment,  in  1778,  and  was  then  20  years  of  age;  he  was  one  of  the  six  months'  men 
raised  in  New  Hampshire  in  1781,  to  reinforce  the  Continental  Army  at  West  Point 
after  the  treason  of  Benedict  Arnold.  He  removed  to  the  state  of  Maine.  He 
married,  Sept.  22,  1782,  Comfort^  Twitchell,  daughter  of  Ebenezer^  Twitchell;  a 
sister,  Prudence,  m.  in  1771,  Gershomiso  Twitchell,  Jr.  and  another  sister,  Sarah 
Adams,  m.  Abelns  Twitchell. 

Nathaniel  Belknap  was  a  corporal  in  the  Hollis  Company,  Col.  Hercules  Mooney  's 
regiment,  raised  July,  1778,  for  service  in  Ehode  Island;   he  served  6  mos.  and  2 
days.     His  daughter,  Eunice,  m.  Cyrus  Twitchell,  and  res.  at  Milan.     His  daughter 
Hannah,  m.  Peter  Twitchell,  and  res.  at  Middlebury,  Vt. 

Moses  Mason,  in  Capt.  Jos.  Parker 's  Co.,  Col.  Nathan  Hale 's  regiment ;  marched 
to  Ticonderoga;  fought  at  Bennington  and  Stillwater;  went  to  West  Point  with 
troops  under  Col.  Daniel  Eeynolds,  in  1781.  His  daughter,  Lydia,  m.  Ebenezer 
Twitchell,  of  Bethel,  Me. 

Captain  Samuel  Twitchell  served  as  captain  of  the  Dublin  militia  until  1786 
Like  his  father,  Captain  Joseph  Twitchell,  he  commanded  the  local  colonial  militia 
organization  prior  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  Eevolutionary  War. 
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Massachusetts  service  rolls  do  not  give  him  credit  for  the  full 
time. 

Many  years  prior  to  the  Revolution,  descendants  of  Ben- 
jamin Twitchell  joined  with  others  in  the  settlement  of  places  in 
New  Hampshire  other  than  at  Dublin.  Two  grandsons  of 
Benjamin  Twitchell,  Daniel  and  Benjamin,  were  among  the  early 
settlers  and  proprietors  of  Keene,  in  the  state.  (27) 

To  protect  her  western  frontier  against  the  Indians,  whose 
incursions  were  usually  made  from  the  west  or  from  Canada, 
following  the  Connecticut  river,  Massachusetts  established  a 
line  of  forts  along  the  Connecticut  valley,  manned  them  with 
troops,  kept  up  communication  and  maintained  them,  partly  at 
least,  at  the  expense  of  the  province.  In  most  cases  these  forti- 
fications had  been  built  by  the  pioneers  for  their  own  protection. 
The  country  was  a  wilderness,  covered  with  dense  forests 
through  which  roving  bands  of  Indians  prowled. 

In  1744,  England  formally  declared  war  against  France, 
and  in  all  the  localities  in  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire  and 
Connecticut,  where  the  Twitchell  families  were  located,  some 
member,  in  some  way,  participated.  During  the  four  succeeding 
years,  and  even  after,  for  a  short  period,  the  signing  of  the 
Treaty  of  Aix  La  Chapelle  in  October,  1748,  outrages  by  Indians 
were  numerous  in  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut  river. 

Peace  having  been  attained,  the  re-occupation  of  all  these 
localities  on  the  northern  frontier  began  with  great  rapidity. 
In  1753  the  town  of  Keene  received  its  charter,  the  original 
petition  bearing  the  signatures  of  twenty-three  citizens,  among 
whom  were  Daniel  and  Benjamin  Twitchell,  the  last  named 
becoming  one  of  the  sixty-three  grantees  of  the  town. 

The  French  and  Indian  War  broke  out  again  in  1754,  and 
after  the  few  years  of  peace  the  small  frontier  settlements  of 
New  Hampshire  were  again  raided  by  the  merciless  savages. 
On  one  of  the  last  days  of  June,  1754,  the  Indians  attacked  the 
fort  at  Keene,  then  in  command  of  Captain  William  Syms ;  the 
savages  were  beaten  off,  but,  in  their  retreat,  they  killed  many 
cattle,  burned  several  buildings  and  captured  Benjamin 
Twitchell.  (28> 

During  this  war,  the  Indians  made  frequent  attacks  on 
these  frontier  settlements,  and  some  time  in  July,  1754,  Daniel 
Twitchell,  brother  of  Benjamin,  and  John  Flint  were  cutting 
timber  for  oars  on  the  hill  half  a  mile  east  of  the  town  of  Wal-

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pole.  Both  were  shot  dead,  one  was  scalped,  the  other  cut  open 
and  his  heart  taken  out  and  laid  on  his  breast — a  threat  of  con- 
tinued war. 

John  Farmer,  in  his  History  of  New  Hampshire,  Volume  I, 
p.  314,  says : 

"A  ridge  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  the  road,  about  two  miles 
north  of  Walpole  village,  towards  Drewsville,  points  out  the  spot 
hallowed  by  the  remains  of  the  first  victims  of  Indian  massacre  in 
the  town  of  Walpole,  New  Hampshire." 

In  all  of  the  conflicts  with  the  Indians,  prior  and  subsequent 
to  the  war  with  King  Philip,  some  member  of  the  Twitchell 
family  seems  to  have  participated,  and  in  the  French  wars  sev- 
eral rendered  service.  In  truth,  the  best  troops  which  the  Eng- 
lish possessed  were  those  of  the  colonies,  for  the  soldiers  from 
across  the  seas  seem  to  have  been  unable  to  cope  with  those 
who  were  familiar  with  Indian  warfare  and  were  always  at  a 
disadvantage,  but  the  New  England  pioneers,  brought  up  in 
the  forest  and  well-trained  in  Indian  fighting,  generally  met  with 
success  in  their  military  operations  against  the  aborigines. 

Twitchells  were  in  the  expedition  which  captured  Louisburg, 
that  stronghold  at  Cape  Breton,  which  was  considered  im- 
pregnable. 

It  has  not  been  known  generally  by  present  generations  of 
the  family,  however,  that  any  of  their  ancestors  took  part  in 
the  disastrous  expedition  against  Canada  in  1690,  led  by  Sir 
William  Phips,  a  native  of  Maine.  A  great  many  of  the  soldiers 
in  this  expedition  never  returned,  and  many  who  did  were  vic- 
tims of  the  hardships  and  suffering  which  had  been  their  portion. 

As  early  as  1737,  the  descendants  of  those  who  went  on  this 
ill-starred  expedition  from  Sudbury,  Massachusetts,  and  adja- 
cent towns,  including  Sherborn  and  Holliston,  petitioned  the 
Massachusetts  General  Court  for  a  township  of  land,  but,  for 
some  reason  or  other,  the  petition  was  not  granted.  The  matter 
was  allowed  to  rest,  with  only  an  occasional  reminder  until  after 
the  conquest  of  Canada.  At  this  time  most  of  the  original  peti- 
tioners had  died;  some,  however,  survived,  among  others,  a 
certain  Josiah  Richardson,  who  made  an  affidavit  in  1768,  which 
reads  as  follows : 

"I,  Josiah  Richardson,  of  lawful  age,  do  testify  and  say  that 
ever  since  the  year  1737,  I  have  acted  as  an  agent  for  a  number 
of  petitioners  whose  ancestors  were  in  the  expedition  to  Canada  in 
the  year  sixteen  ninety,  and  in  the  year  1737,  I,  in  behalf  of  myself 
and  my  associates,  preferred  a  petition  to  the  Honorable  Great  and 
General  Court,  praying  for  a  grant  of  land  to  be  made  to  us  on 
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account  of  our  said  Ancestors  being  in  the  said  expedition  (as  many 
others  had)  for  their  great  suffering  and  service  in  the  said  Expe- 
dition, and  that  by  a  Great  Number  of  Memorials  I  have  renewed 
the  said  Petition  from  time  to  time  and  now  I  do  testify  and  declare 
that  to  my  certain  knowledge  there  never  as  yet  has  been  any  grant 
of  land  made  to  them  on  account  of  their  Ancestors  being  in  the 
said  Expedition. 

Witness  my  hand  this  23rd  day  of  May,  1768. 

(signed)         Josiah  Richardson." 

''Middlesex  ss.  May  ye  23d,  1768. 

The  above  said  Josiah  Richardson  personall  appeared  before 
me  the  subscriber,  one  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for 
the  County  of  Middlesex,  and  after  being  carefully  examined  and 
duly  cautioned  to  tell  the  truth,  made  oath  to  the  truth  of  the 
above  declaration  above  said  by  him  subscribed  before  me. 

(signed)         Joseph  Buckminster." 

"We,  the  subscribers  whose  names  are  hereto  written,  do  testify 
and  say  that  neither  we  nor  our  Ancestors  ever  had  a  grant  of  land 
made  to  us  on  account  of  our  Ancestors  being  in  the  Expedition  to 
Canada  in  the  year  1690. 

Witness  our  hand  this  23rd  day  of  May,  1768. 

(signed)         Nathaniel  Eames 
Ebenezer  Bartlett 
Norman  Clark. 

On  the  right  of  Nathaniel  Eames,  And  on  the 
right  of  John  Jaquit. ' ' 

A  petition  signed  by  fifty-five  persons  was  duly  presented 
to  the  General  Court,  being  in  the  handwriting  of  Mr.  Richard- 
son, and  a  list  is  on  file  in  the  archives  of  Massachusetts,  in 
which  is  the  name  of  Ephraim  Twitchell,  claiming  on  the  ' '  right 
of  Joseph  Twitchell,"  and  Ebenezer  Twitchell,  claiming  on  the 
"right  of  Edward  Twitchell."  (29) 

The  petition  received  favorable  consideration  from  the 
General  Court  and  the  grant  of  a  township  of  six  miles  and 
three  quarters  square  on  the  Amariscoggin  river,  in  the  county 
of  Cumberland,  known  as  "Sudbury-Canada"  was  made  to  the 
petitioners. 


(29)  The  only  Joseph  Twitchell  living  in  1690  who  could  have  been  a  member 
of  the  Expedition  to  Canada,  was  Joseph  (2),  the  son  of  Benjamin,  the  original 
emigrant,  who  we  know  was  an  Indian  fighter  of  renown  and  who,  prior  to  1690, 
had  been  a  "veteran"  in  the  war  with  King  Philip.  This  Joseph  Twitchell  died 
Oct.  24,  1710.  He  had  a  son,  Ephraim,  bora  Oct.  24,  1695,  who  is  the  Ephraim 
Twitchell  whose  name  appears  on  the  petition.  The  existence  of  any  Edward  Twitchell, 
living  at  the  time  of  the  expedition  to  Canada,  is  doubtless  an  error,  unless  he  was 
a  son  of  the  first  Benjamin.  The  only  Ebenezer  Twitchell  living  at  the  time  of  the 
presentation  of  the  petition  in  the  first  instance,  was  Ebenezer  Twitchell,  born  Dec. 
10,  1691,  the  son  of  Benjamin  who  married  Mary  White,  and  grandson  of  Benjamin, 
the  emigrant,  and  it  may  be  that  his  father,  Benjamin  Twitchell,  brother  of  Joseph, 
was  also  a  soldier  in  the  expedition  to  Canada. 
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This  covers  the  lands  upon  which  the  settlement  of  Bethel, 
Maine,  was  made  by  Captain  Joseph  Twitchell  and  his  sons  and 
others.  Ebenezer  Twitchell  sold  all  his  right  in  the  Sudbury- 
Canada  grant  to  Captain  Joseph  Twitchell,  as  appears  from  a 
quit-claim  deed  executed  by  him  and  which  in  all  probability  is 
the  earliest  conveyance  of  lands  in  the  Sudbury-Canada  grant, 
and  was  made  within  three  months  after  the  grant  had  been 
made.  (30) 

In  1762,  a  grant  was  also  made  to  Moses  Twitchell  and 
associates,  on  account  of  the  service  of  their  ancestors  in  the 
expedition  to  Canada,  which  grant  covered  lands  in  the  vicinity 
of  Casco  Bay  and  Mount  Desert,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the 
Revolutionary  War,  Moses  Twitchell  and  also  his  son,  Moses, 
enlisted  and  served  in  the  war  for  independence,  one  of  them 
being  captured  and  carried  off  to  Canada  by  the  English,  where 
he  died. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  know  just  where,  in  New  England, 
the  several  families  of  Twitchells  were  residing  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Fortunately,  this 
information  is  available.  None  of  the  Twitchell  name  had  left 
New  England  prior  to  1790.  The  several  " Heads  of  Families" 
were  as  listed  on  pages  46-47 .  (31) 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  name  of  Benoni  Twichell,  son  of 
Seth  Twichell,  of  Athol,  Mass.,  does  not  appear  as  being  the 
head  of  a  family  in  1790.  This  man  had  served  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  from  Connecticut,  and  was  the  head  of  a  family 
at  the  time  the  first  census  was  taken,  as  more  fully  appears  in 
the  genealogical  section  of  this  work. 

In  the  second  war  with  Great  Britain,  New  England  ex- 
perienced very  little  actual  warfare  within  its  borders,  yet  it 
felt  its  pressure  heavily  in  the  paralysis  of  its  peculiar  indus- 
tries, the  continual  drain  upon  its  wealth  of  men  and  money,  and 
the  wasting  excitement  caused  by  constantly  impending  menaces 


(30)  This  deed  is  as  follows:  "Enow  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  I, 
Ebenezer  Twitchell,  of  Sherbourn,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  and  Province  of 
Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England,  Husbandman,  In  Consideration  of  Six  Shillings 
lawful  money  paid  me  by  Joseph  Twitchell  of  Sherbourn,  aforesaid,  Gentleman, 
Have  Remised,  Released  and  forever  Quit-claimed  and  by  these  presents  for  myself, 
my  heirs,  do  Remise,  Release  and  forEver  quit-claim  unto  the  said  Joseph  Twitchell 
and  his  heirs  forever,  all  my  Ritte  and  title  to  a  Township  of  Land  granted  to 
Joshia  Richardson  and  others,  June,  1668,  whose  ancistors  ware  for  the  Expedition 
to  Canada  in  1690,  together  with  all  the  Ritte,  title  and  Interest  use  and  Property 
Clame  and  demand  whatsoever." 

None  of  the  original  proprietors  ever  lived  upon  this  land,  although  the  sons  of 
some  became  permanent  settlers,  the  most  prominent  being  the  sons  of  Joseph 
Twitchell.

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and  a  sense  of  insecurity.  From  the  spring  of  1813  until  the 
close  of  the  contest,  British  squadrons  were  hovering  along  our 
coasts  and  threatening  the  destruction  of  our  maritime  cities 
and  villages.  The  British  government  had  determined  and 
prepared  at  the  begining  of  that  year  to  make  the  campaign 
vigorous,  sharp  and  decisive  on  land  and  sea. 

The  forts  at  Bath,  Portland  and  Portsmouth  were  manned. 
Others,  including  Fort  Pickering,  near  Salem,  Fort  Sewell  at 
Marblehead,  Fort  Warren  on  Governor's  Island,  and  Fort  Inde- 
pendence in  Boston  Harbor,  were  put  in  readiness  and  well  garri- 
soned by  Massachusetts  militia.  The  authorities  in  Massachu- 
setts were  for  the  most  part  violently  opposed  to  the  war,  and 
it  was  not  until  after  all  Massachusetts  territory  east  of  the 
Penobscot  river,  in  the  district  of  Maine  (then  a  part  of  Massa- 
chusetts) was  in  the  possession  of  the  enemy,  that  any  energetic 
measures  for  defense  were  taken. 

A  public  meeting  was  called  and  a  committee  consisting  of 
Harrison  Gray  Otis  and  others  waited  on  the  governor  and 
presented  an  address.  The  governor  gave  heed  to  this  presenta- 
tion and  measures  for  the  defense  of  the  entire  coast  and  also 
of  the  district  of  Maine  were  taken,  and,  by  the  middle  of  Septem- 
ber, 1814,  there  were  more  than  five  thousand  state  troops  at 
Boston.  (32)

In  the  closing  years  of  the  18th  century  and  in  the  first 
decades  of  the  19th,  younger  sons  of  those  who  had  aided  in 
reclaiming  New  England  from  the  wilderness,  accompanied  in 
some  instances  by  their  parents,  began  moving  westward ;  some 
to  New  York  and  Pennsylvania;  others  to  the  South;  again 
others  to  the  Ohio  and  Illinois  sections,  and  before  1850  repre- 
sentatives of  the  family  had  penetrated  the  Far  West  and  settled 
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m  Illinois,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Utah  and  California,  always  lead- 
ing with  the  pioneers  and  building  new  homes  on  prairie,  desert, 
mountain  and  plain,  until  today  their  descendants  may  be  found 
in  every  state  west  of  the  Mississippi. 

Twitchells  were  in  the  middle  west  Indian  wars,  and  two 
representatives  were  in  the  war  with  Mexico. 

When  the  call  for  troops  was  made  by  President  Lincoln 
for  service  in  the  "irrepressible  conflict"  the  response  from  the 
family  through  its  representative  sons  throughout  the  Union 
was  in  keeping  with  the  family  traditions. 

There  were  two  of  the  family  whose  parents  had  removed 
to  the  southern  states  in  the  early  thirties  who  fought  with 
equal  gallantry  on  the  side  of  the  Confederacy.  A  complete  list 
of  those  who  served  in  the  Civil  War  has  not  been  obtainable, 
but  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  incorporate  here  the  names  of 
all  those  whose  records  have  been  obtainable.

An  effort  has  been  made  to  make  the  index  to  the  work  as 
complete  as  possible.    Every  individual  is  separately  named. 
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It  was  hoped  when  the  work  was  first  initiated  that  it  would 
be  possible  to  have  incorporated  the  name  of  every  person  of 
the  name  now  living  in  the  United  States.  This  has  been  found 
to  be  impossible,  but  through  no  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
writer  and  compiler.  A  great  many  letters  have  been  written 
to  members  of  the  family  with  requests  for  information  to  which 
no  replies  have  been  received,  with  resulting  breaks  in  the  fam- 
ily record;  and  for  the  same  reason  there  are  also  doubtless  a 
number  of  the  younger  generations  who  have  served  in  the 
World  War,  whose  names  are  not  found  in  the  above  list. 

It  is  impossible  to  mention  the  names  of  all  who  have  ren- 
dered invaluable  service  in  furnishing  aid  of  all  kinds,  but 
mention  must  be  made  of  Mr.  Herbert  Kenaston  Twitchell,  of 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  Mr.  LaFayette  Twitchell,  of  Denver,  Col- 
orado, and  Major  John  M.  Gould,  of  Portland,  Maine. 

The  typescript  is  in  loose-leaf  form  and  will  be  preserved 
in  the  files  and  records  of  the  family  of  the  writer,  and  additions 
and  corrections  for  the  future  will  be  welcomed  and  made  when- 
ever members  may  desire  to  furnish  the  information  which 
should  be  incorporated. 
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GENEALOGY  OF  THE  DESCENDANTS  OF 
BENJAMIN  TWITCHELL 

BENJAMIN  TWITCHELL,  the  ancestor  and  founder  of 
the  family  in  America,  was  the  son  of  Richard  Twitchell,  or 
Tuchel,  and  CICELY  WALLER,  his  wife.  He  was  born  in 
the  parish  of  Chesham,  Buckinghamshire,  England,  in  the  year 
1599,  the  great-great  grandson  of  Henry  Twitchell,  born  in 
Chesham,  in  the  year  1460.  Henry  Twitchell 's  children  were: 
George  B.  Twitchell,  born  in  1485,  and  Henry  Twitchell.  George 
B.  Twitchell  married  and  had  two  children,  George  Twitchell 
and  Agnes  Twitchell.  George  Twitchell  married  and  had  Rich- 
ard Twitchell,  born  in  1540,  who  married  Cicely  Waller,  daugh- 
ter of  the  Widow  Birch,  in  1581,  of  which  marriage  there  were 
born:  C1) 

Joseph,  b.  in  1582. 
Mary,  b.  in  1584. 
Martha,  b.  in  1586. 
Anne,  b.  in  1589. 
Sarah,  b.  in  1591. 
Lazarus,  b.  in  1594. 
Miriam,  b.  in  1596. 
Benjamin,  b.  in  1599. 

Thorough  investigation  in  England  compels  the  conclusion 
that  the  oldest,  Joseph  Twitchell,  and  the  youngest,  Benjamin 
Twitchell,  of  the  above  children,  were  the  original  emigrants  to 
America  bearing  that  name.  (2) 

In  the  course  of  research  in  English  records,  it  has  de- 
veloped that  large  numbers  of  people  from  Buckinghamshire 
removed  to  Dorchester,  in  Dorsetshire,  prior  to  1630,  and  it  is 
most  probable  that  Joseph  and  Benjamin  Twitchell  were  among 
those  who  emigrated  from  Dorchester  to  New  England  about 
that  time.  Further  evidence  supporting  the  fact  of  Joseph 
Twitchell 's  emigration  lies  in  the  fact  that  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Lovett,  born  in  1589,  daughter  of  James  Lovett,  by  his  wife, 
Joane,  had  some  property  left  to  her  by  her  father,  the  statement

The  two  brothers,  in  all  probability,  arrived  in  Dorchester 
Neck,  Old  Harbor,  near  Boston,  in  1630,  or  very  shortly  there- 
after, certainly  not  later  than  1632. 

Joseph  Twitchell,  having  been  received  as  being  a  member 
of  some  church,  was  admitted  to  the  Freeman's  Oath,  May  1, 
1634,  and  had  land  assigned  to  him  Feb.  18,  1635.  His  name 
appears  on  the  records  of  the  General  Court  as  having  taken 
the  Freeman's  Oath  along  with  Reverend  Thomas  Hooker,  the 
distinguished  New  England  preacher,  and  about  one  hundred 
others.  In  1644  he  was  admitted  to  the  church  in  Dorchester, 
at  whicluplace  he  died  July  13, 1657,  in  the  75th  year  of  his  age, 
and  leaving  no  male  issue. 

Benjamin  Twitchell  was  one  of  the  "apprizers"  of  the 
estate  of  his  brother,  an  abstract  of  the  record  of  which  is  as 
follows:  (3) 

"An  Inventory — belonging  to  Joseph  Twitchell,  late  of  Dor- 
chester, this  8 :8mo  1657 ;  apprized  by  John  Gurnell,  John  Minot, 
Sum  total  43  15.04.  At  Mother  Brooke's  2  acres  I;  one  3rd 
Division,  4  acres      1.4s;  the  woode  vppon  4  acres  of  land  I; 

Timothv  Wales  and  Benjamin  Tvitchell  deposed  26 :  9mo 
1657." 

Benjamin  Twitchell,  who  acted  as  appraiser,  was  the 
younger  brother,  born  in  Chesham,  England,  June  10,  1599.  It 
is  believed  that  Benjamin  Twitchell  was  a  resident  of  Dorchester 
until  about  1652,  when  he  appears  as  one  of  the  original  settlers 
of  Lancaster,  Mass.,  but  he  must  have  maintained  some  sort  of 
residence  at  Dorchester,  for,  in  1659,  he  was  voted  financial  aid 
by  the  town  "for  his  present  necessitie  for  Clothing  for  himself e 
and  his  Children."  (4)  At  least  two  of  his  children  were  born 
in  Dorchester,  and  most  likely  others.  In  1663,  he  appears  as 
a  resident  of  Bogestow,  having,  it  is  presumed,  purchased  one 
hundred  acres  of  Kaine's  Grant,  in  Sherborn.  Later  he  re- 
moved to  Medfield,  in  the  neighborhood  of  which,  tradition 
declares,  he  was  killed  by  Indians  and  his  house  burned.  This 
occurred  in  1675-6,  at  the  outbreak  of  King  Philip's  War.  While

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a  resident  of  Sherborn,  he  built  a  home  about  eighty  rods  south- 
west of  Death's  Bridge,  (5)  where,  as  late  as  the  middle  of  the 
18th  century,  the  cellar-hole  could  still  be  seen.  (6> 

Immediately  after  his  death,  his  family  re-appeared  at 
Sherborn  and  settled  in  that  vicinity.  His  oldest  son,  Joseph 
Twitchell,  avenged  the  murder  of  his  father,  serving  as  a  soldier 
in  Captain  Moseley's  company,  in  which  he  was  rated  as  a 
"veteran,"  and  participating  in  many  of  the  engagements  with 
the  Indians  during  the  war.  He  was  in  the  battle,  Dec.  19,  1675, 
near  what  is  today  Kingston,  R.  I.,  and  at  Lancaster  and  Sud- 
bury, Mass.,  in  the  following  spring.  His  descendants  inter- 
married with  the  Fairbanks,  Morse,  Leland,  Greenwood,  Wilson, 
Holbrook  and  Phipps  families,  all  of  whom  were  early  settlers 
of  Sherborn  and  Holliston,  Mass. 

The  locality  known  as  Bogestow  was  first  settled  or  planted 
prior  to  1658  by  four  men  from  Dorchester:  Bullard,  Fairbanks, 
Hill  and  Breck,  whose  descendants  intermarried  with  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  Benjamin  Twitchell.  In  all  there  were  nine 
families  in  this  immediate  locality.  It  was  close  to  Bogestow 
Pond  that  the  first  fort  or  garrison-house  was  constructed. 
Here  these  early  settlers  prepared  to  live,  as  all  of  them  vir- 
tually did,  the  remainder  of  their  lives — in  a  state  of  warfare 
with  the  Indians. 

The  garrison-house  was  a  regular  fortress,  constructed  as 
were  nearly  all  the  frontier  forts  of  the  period.  This  one,  how- 
ever, was  superior  to  any  similar  structure  on  the  then  frontier. 
It  was  sixty  or  seventy  feet  in  length,  two  stories  in  height,  all  of 
faced  stone,  brought  over  the  ice  from  a  quarry  a  mile  distant, 
and  laid,  in  workmanlike  manner,  in  clay  mortar.  It  had  a 
double  row  of  port-holes  on  all  sides,  lined  with  white  oak  plank, 
and  flaring  inward  so  as  to  require  no  one  to  expose  himself 
before  them,  while  the  besieged,  by  taking  cross  aims,  could 
direct  their  fire  to  every  point  of  the  compass.  This  fortress 
was  lighted  and  entered  at  the  south  end,  overlooking  the  pond, 
where  the  bank  was  so  low  that  assailants  from  that  quarter, 
in  leveling  at  the  high  windows,  could  only  lodge  bullets  in  a 
planked  chamber  floor,  or  among  the  furniture  of  the  garret. 
The  upper  story  was  appropriated  to  the  women  and  children, 
and  had  a  room  partitioned  off  for  the  sick.     To  this  place  of

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security  our  ancestors,  for  more  than  two  generations,  were 
accustomed  to  flee  in  times  of  alarm,  and  here  no  small  number 
of  their  children  were  born.  In  this  fort  they  were  once  be- 
sieged by  a  host  of  King  Philip's  warriors,  who,  in  despair  of 
other  means,  attempted  to  fire  the  building  by  running  down  the 
declivity  above  it  a  cart  of  burning  flax ;  arrested  in  its  descent 
by  a  rock,  still  to  be  seen,  and  an  Indian,  who  had  run  down  to 
start  it  having  been  killed,  a  retreat  was  sounded  and  the  lives 
of  the  settlers  were  saved.  Two  months  afterwards,  the  hostiles 
returned,  when  the  garrison  sallied  forth  and  charged  them  with 
such  gallantry  and  execution  that  "they  never  dared  to  show 
their  faces  there  afterwards."  The  walls  of  this  fort  were  care- 
fully preserved  by  the  descendants  of  Benjamin  Bullard  until 
about  1785,  when  the  proprietor  sold  the  property  to  a  vandal, 
who  demolished  them.  (7) 

Benjamin  Twitchell  married  Mary  Eiggs,  daughter  of  Ed- 
ward Riggs,  of  Eoxbury,  of  which  marriage  at  least  eight  chil- 
dren were  born ;  there  may  have  been  two  additional,  but  if  so, 
they  were  girls  or  died  without  issue;  it  is  also  possible  that 
they  may  have  been  killed  by  Indians  at  the  time  of  the  murder 
of  the  father.  Those  who  survived,  so  far  as  we  have  authentic 
record,  were :  (8)

Abner  Morse,  op.  cit.,  does  not  mention  Elizabeth  Twitchell — No.  3 — 
nor  Marie  Twitchell — No.  9 — although  there  is  no  doubt  these  children  existed;  the 
record  of  the  marriage  of  Marie  Twitchell  is  found  in  the  Boston  records  and  also 
in  the  Medfield  records.  It  is  entirely  possible  that  the  three  eldest  were  born  in 
Lancaster,  as  the  early  records  of  that  place  are  lost  or  were  burned. 

Edward  Riggs,  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Riggs,  and  children,  came  to  Roxbury,  Mass., 
in  1633,  where  his  daughter,  Lydia  Riggs,  died  in  August  of  that  year,  the  earliest 
recorded  death  in  that  town.  Another  daughter,  Elizabeth,  died  the  following 
May,  and  a  son,  John,  died  in  the  month  of  October  following.  Elizabeth  Riggs 
died  in  Roxbury  in  October,  1635.  Edward  Riggs  died  May  1,  1671;  his  will  is 
dated  September  2,  1670,  by  the  provisions  of  which  property  is  bequeathed  to  his 
son,  Edward,  and  to  his  wife  and  children.  The  instrument  also  mentions  Joseph, 
Hannah  and  other  children  of  his  daughter,  Mary  Riggs  Twitchell.  Edward  Riggs, 
Sr,  took  the  Freeman's  Oath  May  4,  1634.  This  will  also  mentions  a  Rachel 
Twitchell,  daughter  of  Mary,  and  also  a  grandchild,  Elizabeth  Allen.  No  other 
record  of  Rachel  Twitchell  has  been  found  and  she  probably  died  without  issue. 

Edward  Riggs,  2nd,  son  of  Edward  of  Roxbury,  1633,  had  two  sons  who  were 
both  early  settlers  of  Pagussett,  afterwards  Derby,  Conn.  In  1637  he  was  a  sergeant 
in  the  Pequot  War,   and   greatly   distinguished   himself   in   rescuing   twelve   of   hi& 
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2  JOSEPH  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1),  oldest  son  of  Ben- 
jamin Twitchell  and  Mary  (Riggs)  Twitchell,  was  born,  in  all 
probability,  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  not  later  then  1640.  He  be- 
came the  owner,  by  inheritance,  of  the  one  hundred  acres  of 
Kaine's  grant,  which  had  been  purchased  by  his  father.  As 
such,  he  united  with  the  others,  on  June  12,  1682,  to  extinguish 
the  Indian  claim  to  the  remainder  of  the  lands  in  Sherborn, 
Mass.  A  copy  of  the  deed  of  transfer  or  relinquishment  from 
the  Indians  to  him  and  the  others  is  found  in  the  Historical  Intro- 
duction to  this  work.  As  early  as  1680,  he  rented  and  mowed 
the  Pond  Meadows  in  Holliston,  Mass. 

He  married  LYDIA,  probably  JOHNSON,  who  was  from 
Lancaster,  who  died  in  Sherborn  April  27,  1725.  She  is  the 
"Widow  Twitchell"  who,  in  1721,  was  assessed  the  sum  of  one 
shilling,  eight  pence  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Re  v. 
Daniel  Baker,  the  minister  at  Sherborn,  along  with  her  sons, 
Joseph  and  Ephraim,  and  her  nephews,  Benjamin,  Ebenezer  and 
John  Twitchell.  They  resided  in  West  Sherborn  and  built  their 
home  a  few  rods  northwest  of  Royal  Stone's,  where  home-lots 
had  been  assigned  to  him  and  to  his  brother,  Benjamin.  (9) 

Rev.  Abner  Morse,  of  Sherborn,  in  his  History  of  the 
Twitchells,  alias  Tuchels,  (10)  which  was  used  by  the  Rev.  Levi 
W.  Leonard  in  his  History  of  Dublin,  New  Hampshire,  declares 
that  "he  was  a  man  of  irreproachable  character;  and  tradition 
represents  him  to  have  been  a  Cyclops  in  stature  and  a  Hercules 
in  strength."  He  and  his  brother,  Benjamin,  signed  the  "Social 
Compact"  of  Sherborn  in  1679.  (

companions  from  an  ambuscade,  and  was  ever  afterwards  known  as  ' '  Sergeant 
Riggs. "  Nothing  further  is  known  of  him  until  1646,  when  he  settled  in  Milford, 
Conn.  In  1654,  he,  with  Edward  Wooster,  and  perhaps  one  or  two  other  families, 
settled  at  Pagussett  (afterwards  Derby)  ;  Wooster,  by  the  side  of  the  river  where 
Derby  village  was  established;  and  Biggs  on  the  hill  one  mile  east,  where  his 
descendants  have  resided  and  hold  property  to  the  present  day. 

These  two  families  were  the  only  ones  in  the  place  in  1654,  so  far  as  can  be 
positively  assured.  The  house  of  Edward  Eiggs  stood  by  the  rock  a  few  rods 
west  of  the  present  house  of  Captain  Joseph  Eiggs,  the  present  owner.  This  first 
house  was  the  one  where  Whalley  and  Goff,  the  judges  of  Charles  I,  took  refuge 
in  1661,  as  recorded  by  President  Ezra  Stiles,  in  his  history  of  those  celebrated 
and  honored  men. 

Edward  Eiggs,  being  one  of  the  company  of  ten  men  of  Milford  who  purchased 
claims  of  Mr.  Goodyear  to  Paugasuck  lands  in  1653,  made  his  choice  of  a  farm 
before  any  of  the  land  was  divided;  he  remained  here  until  1666,  when  he  became 
one  of  the  planters  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  being  on  the  committee  to  select  the  site 
for  the  plantation.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  the  only  woman  who  was  there  the 
first  summer.  His  children,  except  Samuel,  removed  with  him.  His  children  were: 
Edward,  Samuel,  Joseph  and  Mary.

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Joseph  Twitchell  was  a  noted  Indian  fighter  and  served  in 
the  Colonial  army  in  the  Narragansett  campaign  commanded  by 
General  Josiah  Winslow,  governor  of  Plymouth  Colony,  being 
a  soldier  in  Captain  Samuel  Mosely's  company,  with  which 
organization  he  had  been  serving  during  almost  the  entire  year 
1675,  and  in  which  he  was  rated  as  a  "veteran"  at  the  muster 
at  Dedham,  Mass.,  on  Dec.  9th  of  that  year. 

The  forces  under  General  Winslow,  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
9th,  marched  to  Woodcock's  garrison-house,  and,  on  the  day 
following,  to  Seaconk.  From  this  place  Captain  Mosely  and  his 
command  sailed  across  the  bay  and  then  marched  to  Smith's 
garrison-house  at  Wickford,  in  Narranganset,  arriving  in  the 
evening,  having  captured  thirty-six  Indians  on  the  way. 

It  is  said  that  Mosely  was  the  most  popular  officer  in  Wins- 
low's  army,  a  successful  officer,  commanding  a  company  of 
veterans.  (n) 

General  Winslow,  with  the  other  forces  of  his  command, 
ferried  over  to  Providence  through  what  was  known  as  "Pom- 
ham's"  section  of  the  country,  hoping  to  capture  Pomham,  a 
noted  Indian  chief,  arriving  at  the  Smith  garrison-house  on  the 
evening  of  December  12th.  On  the  way  over,  Captain  Mosely 
had  taken  an  Indian  named  Peter,  who  betrayed  Philip  and 
became  invaluable  to  the  colonial  troops  as  guide.  On  the  15th 
of  December,  Mosely  had  a  skirmish  with  the  hostiles  at  a  cer- 
tain stone  wall,  where  twenty  or  thirty  Indians  fired  their  guns 
at  him  simultaneously,  but  without  effect.  Meanwhile,  the 
Indians  had  destroyed  Jerry  Bull's  garrison-house  at  Pettis- 
quamscot  where  the  commanding  general  had  intended  making 
his  headquarters ;  here  fifteen  of  the  garrison  were  killed  by  the 
Indians,  only  two  escaping.  On  the  18th,  in  a  very  severe  snow 
storm,  the  entire  force  of  colonials  and  friendly  Mohegan 
Indians,  numbering  in  all  about  one  thousand  effectives,  en- 
camped in  the  open  field,  and,  on  Sunday,  the  day  following, 
marched  to  the  scene  of  the  approaching  battle  with  Philip's 
forces.    King  Philip  was  not  present  in  person. 

"The  battle-ground,"  says  Bodge,  "is  well  identified;  it  is 
situated  in  West  Kingston,  Rhode  Island,  and  is  a  part  of  the  estate 
of  the  late  Hon.  J.  G.  Clark,  whose  residence  stood  about  one  mile 
northeasterly  from  the  old  battle-field.  Many  relics  of  the  battle 
are  in  the  possession  of  the  Clark  family.  The  place  is  now  and 
was  then  '  an  island  of  four  or  five  acres '  surounded  by  swampy  land, 
overflowed,  except  in  the  driest  part  of  the  year.     The  island  was

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plowed  and  cleared  about  1775,  and  at  that  time  many  bullets  were 
found  deeply  imbedded  in  the  large  trees;  quantities  of  charred 
corn  were  plowed  up  in  different  places,  and  it  is  said  that  Dutch 
spoons  and  Indian  arrowheads,  etc.,  have  been  found  there  at  dif- 
ferent times. 

"About  one  o'clock  P.  M.  the  army  came  upon  the  enemy  at 
the  edge  of  the  swamp,  in  the  midst  of  which  the  Indians'  fortress 
was  built,  the  Massachusetts  regiment  leading  in  the  march,  Plym- 
outh next,  and  Connecticut  bringing  up  the  rear.  Of  the  Massa- 
chusetts troops,  Captains  Mosely  and  Davenport  led  the  van  and 
came  first  upon  the  Indians,  and  immediately  opened  fire  upon  them 
— thus  at  the  beginning  gaining  the  important  advantage  of  the  first 
fire  which  the  Indians  had  almost  always  gained  and  made  so  deadly 
by  deliberate  volleys  from  ambush  as  they  doubtless  purposed  doing 
now.  The  Indians  returned  the  fire  with  an  ineffectual  volley  and 
then  fled  into  the  swamp,  closely  pursued  by  the  foremost  com- 
panies, who  did  not  wait  for  the  word  of  command  or  stand  much 
upon  the  '  order  of  their  going, '  until  they  reached  the  fortifications 
within  which  the  Indians  hastily  betook  themselves. 

' '  This  fort  was  situate  upon  an  island  of  some  five  or  six  acres 
in  the  midst  of  a  cedar  swamp,  which  was  impassable  except  to  the 
Indians  by  their  accustomed  paths,  and  now  made  passable  only 
by  the  severe  cold  of  the  previous  day  and  night.  It  is  probable 
that  the  Indians  depended  chiefly  upon  the  swamp  to  protect  them, 
though  their  defenses  are  described  as  having  been  of  considerable 
strength.  A  portion  of  the  high  ground  had  been  enclosed,  and 
from  a  careful  comparison  of  the  most  reliable  accounts,  it  seems 
that  the  fortifications  were  well  planned,  probably  by  the  English- 
man, Joshua  Teffe,  or  Tift,  as  Mr.  Dudley  calls  him.  Mr.  Hubbard 
says :  '  The  fort  was  raised  upon  a  kind  of  island  of  five  or  six  acres 
rising  land  in  the  midst  of  a  swamp;  the  sides  of  it  were  made  of 
palisadoes  set  upright,  the  which  was  compassed  about  with  a  hedge 
of  almost  a  rod  thickness.'  A  contemporary  writer  (whose  account 
was  published  at  the  time  in  London,  and  is  reprinted  in  Mr.  Drake 's 
publication,  called  the  '  Old  Indian  Chronicle ' )  says :  '  In  the  midst 
of  the  swamp  was  a  Piece  of  Firm  Land  of  about  Three  or  Four 
Acres,  whereon  the  Indians  had  built  a  kind  of  Fort,  being  palasa- 
doed  round,  and  within  that  a  Clay  wall,  as  also  felled  down  abund- 
ance of  Trees  to  lay  quite  round  the  said  Fort,  but  they  had  not 
quite  finished  the  said  work.'  It  is  evident  from  these,  the  only 
detailed  accounts,  and  from  some  casual  references,  that  the  works 
were  rude  and  incomplete,  but  would  have  been  almost  impregnable 
to  our  troops  had  not  the  swamp  been  frozen.  At  the  corners  and 
exposed  portions  rude  block-houses  and  flankers  had  been  built, 
from  which  a  raking  fire  could  be  poured  upon  any  attacking  force. 
Either  by  chance  or  the  skill  of  Peter  (whom  Mosely  had  captured), 
their  Indian  guide,  the  English  seem  to  have  come  upon  a  point 
of  the  fort  where  the  Indians  did  not  expect  them.  Mr.  Church, 
in  relating  the  circumstances  of  Captain  Gardiner's  death,  says 
that  he  was  shot  from  that  side  'next  the  upland  where  the  English 
entered  the  swamp.'  The  place  where  he  fell  was  at  the  'east  end 
of  the  Fort,'    The  tradition  that  the  English  approached  the  swamp 
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by  the  rising  land  in  front  of  the  'Judge  Marchant'  house,  thus 
seems  confirmed.     This  'upland'  lies  about  north  of  the  battlefield. 

"Our  van  pursued  those  of  the  enemy  who  first  met  them  so 
closely  that  they  were  led  straight  to  the  entrance  used  by  the 
Indians  themselves,  perhaps  by  their  design  then  to  attract  attention 
from  an  exposed  part  of  their  works  a  short  distance  away.  The 
passage  left  by  the  Indians  for  their  own  use,  as  before  mentioned, 
was  by  a  long  tree  over  a  'place  of  water,'  'across  which  but  one 
might  pass  at  a  time,'  and  which  was  so  waylaid  that  they  would 
have  been  cut  off  that  had  ventured.  Mr.  Hubbard  counts 
among  the  fortunate  circumstances  of  that  day  that  the  troops  did 
not  attempt  to  carry  this  point,  and  that  they  discovered  the  only 
assailable  point  a  little  farther  on.  This  was  at  a  corner  of  the 
fort  where  was  a  large  unfinished  gap,  where  neither  palisades  nor 
the  abattis  or  'hedge'  had  been  placed,  but  only  a  long  tree  had 
been  laid  across  about  five  feet  from  the  ground,  to  fill  the  gap, 
and  might  be  easily  passed ;  only  that  the  block-house  right  opposite 
this  gap  and  the  flankers  at  the  sides  were  finished,  from  which 
a  galling  fire  might  sweep  and  enfilade  the  passage.  Mr.  Hubbard's 
account  is  very  clear,  yet  several  writers  have  sadly  confused 
matters  and  described  the  first  as  the  point  of  assault. 

"The  companies  of  Captains  Davenport  and  Johnson  came  first 
to  this  place,  and  those  officers  at  once  charged  through  the  gap  and 
over  the  log  at  the  head  of  their  companies,  but  Johnson  fell  dead 
at  the  log,  and  Davenport  a  little  within  the  fort,  and  their  men 
were  met  with  so  fierce  a  fire  that  they  were  forced  to  retire  again 
and  fall  upon  their  faces  to  avoid  the  fury  of  the  musketry  till  it 
should  somewhat  abate.  Mosely  and  Gardiner,  pressing  to  their 
assistance,  met  a  similar  reception,  losing  heavily  till  they  too  fell 
back  with  the  others,  until  Major  Appleton,  coming  up  with  his 
own  and  Capt.  Oliver's  men,  massed  his  entire  force  as  a  storming 
column,  and  it  is  said  that  the  shout  of  one  of  the  commanders  that 
the  Indians  were  running  so  inspired  the  soldiers  that  they  made 
an  impetuous  assault,  carried  the  entrance  amain,  beat  the  enemy 
from  one  of  his  flankers  at  the  left,  which  afforded  them  a  tem- 
porary shelter  from  the  Indians  still  holding  the  block-house  oppo- 
site the  entrance.  In  the  meantime,  the  General,  holding  the  Plym- 
outh forces  in  reserve,  pushed  forward  the  Connecticut  troops, 
who,  not  being  aware  of  the  extent  of  the  danger  from  the  block- 
house, suffered  fearfully  at  their  first  entrance,  but  charged  forward 
gallantly,  though  some  of  their  brave  officers  and  many  of  their 
comrades  lay  dead  behind  them,  and  unknown  dangers  and  numbers 
before.  The  forces  now  joining  beat  the  enemy  step  by  step  and 
with  the  fierce  fighting  out  of  their  block-houses  and  various  forti- 
fications. Many  of  the  Indians,  driven  from  their  works,  fled  out- 
side, some  doubtless  to  the  wigwams  inside,  of  which  there  were 
said  to  be  upward  of  five  hundred,  many  of  them  large  and  rendered 
bullet-proof  by  large  quantities  of  grain  in  tubs  and  bags  placed 
along  the  sides.  In  these  many  of  their  old  people  and  their  women 
and  children  had  gathered  for  safety  and  behind  and  within  these 
as  defences  the  Indians  still  kept  up  a  skulking  fight,  picking  off 
our  men.    After  three  hours'  hard  fighting,  with  many  of  the  officers 
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and  men  wounded  or  dead,  a  treacherous  enemy  of  unknown  num- 
bers and  resources  lurking  in  the  surrounding  forests,  and  the 
night  coming  on,  word  comes  to  fire  the  wigwams,  and  the  battle 
becomes  a  fearful  holocaust,  great  numbers  of  those  who  had  taken 
refuge  therein  being  burned. 

"The  fight  had  now  raged  for  nearly  three  hours,  with  dread- 
ful carnage  in  proportion  to  the  numbers  engaged.  It  is  not  certain 
at  just  what  point  the  Plymouth  forces  were  pushed  forward,  but 
most  likely  after  the  works  were  carried,  and  the  foremost,  ex- 
hausted, retired  for  a  time,  bearing  their  dead  and  wounded  to  the 
rear.  But  we  are  assured  that  all  took  part  in  the  engagement, 
coming  on,  in  turn,  as  needed. 

"The  official  list  of  those  killed  and  wounded  in  the  battle, 
including  three  of  Captain  Gardiner's  men  killed  previous  to  the 
battle,  is  dated  January  6,  1676,  and  entitled : 

"A  List  of  Major  Sam1  Apleton  souldjers  y*  were  slayne  & 
wounded  the  19th  Decemb.  '75  at  the  Indians  Fort  at  Narragansett.

"Of  the  officers,  Capts.  Davenport,  Johnson  and  Gardiner  were 
killed,  and  Lieutenants  Upham,  Savage,  Swain  and  Ting  were 
wounded. 

"Of  the  Connecticut  troops,  seventy-one  were  killed  and 
wounded,  according  to  Hubbard;  and,  according  to  the  eminent 
historian  of  Connecticut,  Dr.  Benjamin  Trumbull,  seventy. 

"Major  Treat,  by  tradition,  is  said  to  have  been  the  last  man 
to  have  left  the  fort,  commanding  the  rear  guard  of  the  army ;  and 
of  his  Captains,  Gallop,  Marshall  and  Seely  were  killed,  and  Captain 
Mason  mortally  wounded. 

"Of  the  Plymouth  forces,  Major  Bradford,  commander,  and 
Benjamin  Church,  of  the  General's  staff,  were  severely  wounded, 
and  of  the  soldiers,  the  killed  and  wounded  in  both  companies  were 
twenty,  by  best  accounts. 

"The  grave  of  the  forty  buried  at  Wickford  was  marked  by  a 
tree,  called  the  'grave  appletree, '  which  was  blown  down  in  the 
gale  of  September,  1815.  The  wounded  were  sent  in  vessels  to 
Rhode  Island  and  well  cared  for. 

"Of  the  losses  of  the  enemy,  there  can  be  no  reliable  account. 
Capt.  Oliver  says:  'By  the  best  intelligence,  we  killed  300  fighting 
men,  and  took  say  350  and  above  300  women  and  children.'  Mr. 
Dudley,  two  days  after  the  fight,  reckons  about  200;  Capt.  Mosely 
counted  64  in  one  corner  of  the  fort;  and  Capt.  Gorham  made  an 
estimate  of  at  least  150.     The  desperate  strait  of  the  Indians  is 
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shown  by  their  leaving  their  dead  in  their  flight.  Indian  prisoners 
afterward  reported  seven  hundred  killed.  The  conduct  of  the 
Indian  Allies  is  represented  by  Capt.  Oliver  as  false,  they  firing 
in  the  air,  but  securing  much  plunder. 

"Massachusetts  afterwards  redeemed  the  promise  made  to  the 
soldiers  at  the  muster  at  Dedham,  December  9,  1675,  and  granted 
to  840  claimants,  including  those  of  Plymouth,  the  seven  Narra- 
gansett  townships."  (12) 

The  right  of  Joseph  Twitchell  to  one  of  these  claims  was 
sustained. 

On  February  10,  1676,  a  large  body  of  Indians  fell  upon 
Lancaster  and  burned  nearly  half  the  town,  consisting  of  about 
fifty  families,  but  succeeded  in  capturing  only  one  of  the 
garrison-houses,  of  which  there  were  several. 

The  garrison-house  captured  was  that  of  Rev.  Joseph  Row- 
landson,  who  wTas  himself  absent  at  the  time,  in  Boston,  seeking 
assistance  from  the  Council  for  the  threatened  towm. 

The  house  was  sufficiently  garrisoned,  but  the  Indians  suc- 
ceeded in  setting  fire  to  the  rear  portion  and  forced  all  within 
to  surrender  or  die,  as  the  house  was  quickly  burned  to  the 
ground.  Forty-two  persons  were  thus  made  prisoners,  most  of 
whom  were  women  and  children.  As  soon  as  the  news  of  the  at- 
tack upon  Lancaster  reached  Marlborough,  Captain  Wadsworth 
mustered  a  company  of  about  40  men  of  his  garrison  and  hast- 
ened to  the  rescue  of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  town.  On  one 
side  the  Indians  had  cut  off  the  approach  of  assistance,  as  they 
supposed,  by  tearing  off  the  planks  from  the  bridge;  but  the 
English  readily  repaired  this  and  by  a  secret  way  were  led  into 
the  town  where  they  succeeded  in  driving  off  the  enemy. 

Joseph  Twitchell  was  in  this  company,  according  to  tradi- 
tion, and  also  took  part  in  the  fight  which  occurred  at  Sudbury, 
April  20th  of  the  same  year,  and  the  tradition  is  wTell  supported 
by  the  archives. 

Joseph  Twitchell  and  at  least  two  of  his  brothers  were  in 
the  expedition  to  Canada  in  1690.  This  statement  is  supported 
by  the  fact  that  the  grant  of  the  township  known  as  ' '  Sudbury- 
Canada"  names  the  heirs  as  having  rights  on  account  of  having 
served  in  that  expedition.

In  Suffolk  County  Becords,  vol  9,  p.  66,  we  find  that  Joseph  Twitchell  was 
administrator  of  his  father,  Benjamin  Twitchell,  the  Letters  of  Administration 
being  granted  to  him,  the  eldest  son,  December  29,  1681. 
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Joseph  Twitchell  died  and  was  buried  at  Sherborn,  Mass. 
Oct.  24,  1710,  leaving  at  least  eight  children  and  possibly  nine, 
as  one,  Edward  Twitchell,  mentioned  in  the  Sudbury-Canada 
grant,  must  have  been  his  son.  There  is  no  other  mention  of  this 
Edward  Twitchell  and  it  must  be  taken  for  granted  that  he  was 
killed  in  the  Indian  wars  or  lost  his  life  in  the  expedition  to 
Canada  in  1690,  and  left  no  issue.

3  ELIZABETH  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1),  daughter  of 
Benjamin  Twitchell  and  Mary  (Riggs)  Twitchell,  was  born,  in  all 
probability,  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  in  1648.  She  removed  with 
her  father  and  others  of  the  family  to  Lancaster,  and  later  to 
Medfield,  Mass.,  where,  in  1688,  she  married  "WILLIAM  ALLEN 
or  ALLYN.  According  to  the  historian  of  Medfield  (U)  her 
father  had  settled  at  the  ' '  Farms ' '  in  that  settlement.  She  died 
in  1717,  and  her  husband  married  Abiel  Barber.  William  Allen 
died  in  1738,  "aged  upwards  of  90  years,"  as  the  Medfield 
records  state.    Their  children  were:

He  married  MARY  WHITE,  daughter  of  John 
White,  the  second  son  of  Captain  Thomas  White,  who  appears, 
in  1659,  as  constable  of  Charlestown,  Mass.,  who  died  in  1664, 
and  whose  wife,  Susanna,  died  March  6,  1686-7.  John  White 
married  Elizabeth  Gobel  and  had:  John,  born  Aug.  8,  1653;

ried  Lodowick  Dowse;  Daniel,  aged  8,  in  1676;  Hannah,  born  in 
1669;  Abigail,  who  married  Peter  Thorp;  Mary,  who  married 
Benjamin  Twitchell ;  Hannah  and  three  others,  who  died  young. 
His  marriage  with  Mary  White  occurred  in  Medfield.  She  was 
born  in  Charlestown,  in  1667. 

Benjamin  Twitchell  drew  a  home-lot  of  fourteen  acres  in 
West  Sherborn,  in  1679,  and  settled  immediately  west  of  his 
older  brother  Joseph.  He  appears  upon  the  Proprietors'  Rec- 
ords, in  1686,  as  having  been  assessed  for  the  extinguishing  of 
the  Indian  title  in  the  sum  of  two  shillings,  six  pence.  He  signed 
the  " Social  Compact"  of  Sherborn  in  1679,  and  was  assessed 
ten  shillings,  two  pence,  for  the  salary  of  the  minister  of  Sher- 
born, in  1721.  He  died  June  29,  1730,  leaving  all  his  real  estate 
in  Sherborn  to  his  son,  Ebenezer.  Inasmuch  as  the  son,  Eben- 
ezer,  had  a  claim  of  right  in  the  Sudbury-Canada  grant,  given 
on  account  of  services  of  his  father  in  the  Indian  Wars,  it  is 
plain  that  Benjamin  Twitchell  participated  in  the  military  ac- 
tivities of  his  time.    There  were  born  of  this  union:  (14)

5  MARY  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1),  daughter  of  Ben- 
jamin Twitchell  and  Mary  (Riggs)  Twitchell,  was  born  in  Dor- 
chester, Mass.,  Sept.  1, 1658.  She  married  JOSIAH  ROCKETT, 
May  9,  1677,  at  Medfield,  Mass.,  and  died  Sept.  15,  1699.  Her 
husband,  Josiah  Rockett,  or  Rockwood,  died  in  1728.  He  was 
the  third  son  of  Nicholas  Rocket,  or  Rockwood,  who  first  located 
at  Braintree  and  afterwards  at  Medfield.  With  his  father, 
Nicholas,  and  others  of  the  family,  he  was  in  the  garrison-house 
at  Bogestow  Pond,  in  1676,  when  King  Philip  and  his  warriors 
met  with  their  "notorious  repulse."  He  served  in  the  war  with 
Philip.  Her  sister,  Abiel,  lived  with  them  at  Medfield.  The

Q  HANNAH  TWITCHELL  {Benjamin1 ) ,  daughter  of  Ben- 
jamin Twitchell  and  Mary  (Riggs)  Twitchell,  was  born  at  Dor- 
chester, Mass.,  Sept.  8,  1660.  She  married  SAMUEL  HILL,  of 
Dorchester,  Nov.  4,  1679.  They  lived  at  Medfield,  where  he  was 
a  farmer.  He  was  a  deacon  in  the  church  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  March  24,  1723.  He  died  intestate  and  his  property  was

7  ABIEL  TWITCHELL  {Benjamin1)  the  son  of  Benjamin 
Twitchell  and  Mary  (Riggs)  Twitchell,  was  born  in  Medfield, 
Mass.,  Nov.  1, 1663.  He  was  a  resident  of  Medfield  twenty  years 
later,  where  his  two  sisters,  Mary  and  Bethia,  both  of  whom  had 
married  Rockets,  or  Rockwoods,  were  then  living.  Whom  he 
married,  or  when  or  where,  the  compiler  has  been  unable  to 
discover. 

In  his  History  of  the  Town  of  Oxford,  Mass.,  1892,  George 
F.  Daniels  says:  "Twitchell,  Benoni — born  about  1684.  Sup- 
posed son  of  Abiel,  of  Dorchester.  Believed  to  have  been  early 
left  an  orphan  and  adopted  by  John  Rocket  of  Medfield,  who 
married  Bethia,  sister  of  Abiel,  Benoni 's  father."  The  Rockets 
at  that  time  were  in  very  poor  circumstances  financially,  and 
inasmuch  as  Benoni  so  soon  after  his  majority  was  able  to  make 
purchase  of  a  large  tract  of  land  (approximately  2,500  acres), 
a  part  of  the  old  Huguenot  holdings  near  Oxford,  and  inasmuch 
as  it  appears  that  Joseph  Twitchell,  eldest  brother  of  Abiel,  was 
instrumental  in  the  purchase  of  these  lands,  it  is  not  at  all  im-

8  BETHIA  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1),  daughter  of  Ben- 
jamin Twitchell  and  Mary  (Riggs)  Twitchell,  was  born  in  Med- 
field, Mass.,  probably  in  1665.  She  married  JOHN  ROCKET, 
or  ROCKWOOD,  grandson  of  Nicholas  Rocket,  July  19,  1688, 
who  inherited  the  homestead,  one-quarter  mile  south  of  the  low- 
est water  privilege  on  Bogestow  Brook  in  East  Medway.  "He 
was  styled  'Rev.,'  "  says  Morse,  "on  the  records,  probably  from 
his  speaking  in  religious  assemblies,  for  I  can  find  no  evidence 
that  he  was  ever  ordained,  or  otherwise  licensed  to  preach,  than 
by  common  consent. ' '  He  is  presumed  to  have  been  a  Separatist, 
and  to  have  contributed  to  the  final  establishment  of  the  Baptist 
church  in  Medfield.  He  was  constable  in  1709  and  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  in  1710.  He  was  the  first  Town  Clerk  of 
Medway.  He  married,  2nd,  in  1710,  Sarah  Adams.  Bethia 
Twitchell  Rocket  died  Jan.  1,  1706,  leaving  eight  children,  who

9  MARIE  or  MARY  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1),  daughter 
of  Benjamin  Twitchell  and  Mary  (Riggs)  Twitchell,  was  born,  in 
all  probability,  at  Medfield,  Mass.,  in  1667.  She  married  SAM- 
UEL MEULS  or  MILLS,  Feb.  3,  1684.  It  is  likely  that  their 
residence  was  in  Boston  after  their  marriage,  as  the  fact  of  her 
marriage  is  noted  in  the  records  of  that  city,  and  it  was  cus- 
tomary to  make  double  records  in  such  cases,  where  the  parties 
were  residents  of  different  towns  or  communities.  If  there  were 
any  children  of  this  union,  the  compiler  has  not  been  able  to 
ascertain,  but  there  probably  were.  (16a)

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10  JOHN  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Joseph2),  son  of 
Joseph  Twitchell  and  Lydia  (Johnson)  Twitchell,  was  born,  prob- 
ably in  Medfield,  Mass.,  possibly  in  Sherborn,  about  1674,  possi- 
bly earlier.  He  removed  to  Derby,  Conn.,  where  relatives  of  his 
grandmother,  Mary  Riggs,  had  been  living  for  a  number  of 
years.  Here,  on  Jan.  26, 1698-9,  he  married  SARAH,  daughter  of 
Stephen  and  Mary  (Tomlinson)  Pierson,  (16b)  who  died  March 
14,  1739.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  expedition  against  Canada  in 
1690,  and  it  was  probably  upon  his  return  that  he  took  up  his 
final  residence  in  Derby,  for,  at  the  time  of  his  marriage  he  had 
already  been  a  resident  of  that  village  three  years  or  more.  (17> 
In  the  records  for  the  year  1696,  the  year  of  his  marriage,  as 
one  of  the  inhabitants,  he  ''agreed  to  give  unto  Josiah  Baldwin 
an  homestead, ' '  the  beneficiary  being  a  physician  who  had  been 
invited  to  come  among  them.  (18>  He  held  the  office  of  Select- 
man in  1712,  prior  to  which  time  he  had  held  several  minor 
offices,  including  that  of  Town  Surveyor,  showing  that  he 
had  (19)  received  some  education.  In  the  formation  of  an  ec- 
clesiastical society,  named  "Oxford,"  his  name  appears  among 
the  signers  of  the  petition  from  the  "North  Farmers."  In  the 
list  of  Estates  in  Derby,  in  1718,  made  by  authority  of  the  town, 
his  name  appears  at  sixty-five  pounds.  He  was  still  living  in 
1756,  as  the  records  recite  that  a  tract  of  about  one  hundred  acres 
of  unassigned  land  was  divided,  March  20th  of  that  year,  among 
the  proprietors,  which  meant  all  who  had  paid  toward  the  origi- 
nal purchases  from  the  Indians,  and  no  others,  except  by  special 
vote  of  the  Town.  This  land  was  parcelled  into  lots  of  about 
one  and  one-half  acres  to  each — to  the  rights  of  *  *  *  John

Twitchell,  etc.  The  date  of  this  partition  demonstrates  that  John 
Twitchell  was  still  living  at  80  years  of  age.  It  is  also  proof 
that  he  could  not  have  been  the  son  of  Joseph  Twitchell,  of 
Dorchester,  for  the  latter  had  died  just  ninety-nine  years  prior 
to  that  date.  It  would  seem,  also,  that  John  Twitchell,  before 
taking  up  his  residence  in  Derby,  had  been  a  resident  for  a  short 
period  in  the  locality  of  what  is  now  Dedham,  Mass.  (2°) 

The  records  of  Derby,  Conn.,  contain  many  items  in  relation 
to  his  children;  deeds,  account  books,  and  other  local  matters.

11  PATIENCE  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Joseph2), 
daughter  of  Joseph  Twitchell  and  Lydia  (Johnson)  Twitchell, 
was  born  in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  Dec.  2, 1678.  She  married  Apr.  21, 
1698,  SAMUEL  EAMES,  born  Jan.  15,  1664,  son  of  Thomas 
Eames  of  Dedham,  who  was  received  as  an  inhabitant  of  Sher- 
born, Jan.  4,  1674.  The  family  of  Thomas  Eames  was  one  of 
the  most  important  in  the  new  settlement,  and,  according  to 
Barry,  the  first  planters  were  very  anxious  to  retain  him  in  the 
community.  He  was  chosen  a  Selectman  in  1678  and  served  as 
one  of  a  Committee  to  build  the  first  meeting-house  in  Sherborn, 
for  which  he  received  pay  in  land  which  was  assigned  to  him. 
On  Feb.  1,  1676,  his  house  was  burned  by  Philip's  warriors,  his 
wife  and  several  children  murdered  and  others  taken  captive, 
but  afterward  released,  among  the  rest,  Samuel  Eames,  whom 
tradition  portrays  as  having  had  a  wonderful  experience  during 
his  captivity  and  final  escape.  The  elder  Eames  died  Jan.  25, 
1680.  There  was  born  of  this  marriage,  so  far  as  the  records 
show,  only  one  son :

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16  JOSEPH  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Joseph2),  son 
of  Joseph  Twitchell  and  Lydia  (Johnson)  Twitchell,  was  born 
in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  Sept.  3,  1688.  He  married  ELIZABETH 
HOLBROOK,  daughter  of  John  and  Silence  (Wood)  Holbrook. 
Silence  Wood  was  the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Wood,  who  was 
massacred  by  the  Indians,  Feb.  21,  1675,  the  day  before  she  was 
born,  and  her  mother  expired  soon  thereafter,  her  confinement 
occurring  in  the  garrison-house  where  she  and  others  had  fled 
for  safety.  Elizabeth  Holbrook  was  born  July  22,  1696,  her 
marriage  with  Joseph  Twitchell  occurring  at  Sherborn,  Mar  27, 
1718.  After  the  death  of  her  husband  Jan.  31, 1728,  she  married 
Deacon  James  Whitney,  and  was  the  mother  of  Hon.  Daniel 
Whitney,  of  Sherborn.  Joseph  Twitchell  was  a  Selectman  of 
Sherborn  in  1726.  It  appears  that  he  was  assessed  14  shillings, 
10  pence  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  minister  at  Sher- 
born, in  1721.

17  EPHRAIM  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Joseph2),  son 
of  Joseph  Twitchell  and  Lydia  (Johnson)  Twitchell,  was  bom 
in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  Oct.  24,  1695.  He  married  SARAH  MIL- 
LEN,  who  died  Aug.  28,  1725.  He  married,  2nd,  HANNAH 
SANGER,  born  in  Sherborn,  Feb.  7,  1697.  His  second  marriage 
occurred  Feb.  9,  1726.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Richard  and 
Elizabeth  Sanger;  he,  having  passed  the  customary  year  of 
probation,  "was  approved  as  a  good  and  wholesome  inhabitant, 
and  presented  by  a  vote  of  the  proprietors  of  Sherborn,  July  1, 
1689,  with  20  acres  of  land  and  town  rights  in  future  with  them- 
selves." To  him  was  committed  the  sacred  charge  of  taking 
care  of  the  meeting-house,  to  which  his  was  much  the  nearest 
dwelling.  The  mother  of  Hannah  Sanger  was  Elizabeth  Morse, 
daughter  of  Daniel  Morse,  and  granddaughter  of  Samuel  Morse, 
of  Medfield,  Mass. 

On  March  19,  1719,  Ephraim  Twitchell,  for  forty-five 
pounds,  purchased  of  Daniel  Morse  seventy-five  acres,  drawn  in 


(22)  Sherborn  Vital  Records.  In  the  Historical  Introduction,  a  fairly  complete 
account  of  the  beginnings  of  Sherborn  is  given.  It  was  in  1674  that  more  land  was 
granted  to  the  proprietors  at  or  near  Bogestow — to  be  called  Sherborne.

with  additions,  his  son,  Timothy  Twitchell,  in  Feb.,  1796,  sold 
to  Major  Jacob  Miller  and  Obed  Miller  for  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars.  <23) 

Ephraim  Twitchell  and  family  lived  at  Holliston,  of  which 
place  he  was  a  Selectman  in  1741.  Along  with  John  Death  and 
Jacob  Foster,  he  served  on  the  Committee  which  built  the  school 
house  in  what  was  known  as  the  "Central  District"  of  Holliston. 
This  building  was  erected  in  the  street  east  of  the  cemetery,  the 
deed  to  the  town  of  three  acres  adjacent  not  allowing  even  a 
school  house  to  be  put  upon  it.  This  building  was  used  for 
school  purposes  until  1805.  (24) 

Hannah  Sanger  Twitchell  died  July  22,  1755.  Ephraim 
Twitchell  died  July  25,  1775.  (25)

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19  JOHN  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Benjamin4),  son  of 
Benjamin  Twitchell  and  Mary  (White)  Twitchell,  was  born  in 
Sherborn,  Mass.,  Jan.  4, 1688.  He  married  ESTHER  SANGER, 
Feb.  2, 1720,  who  died  about  1728.  He  married,  2nd,  HANNAH 
PERRY,  daughter  of  Samuel  Perry  and  Joanna  (Lovet)  Perry, 
born  March  17,  1698.  His  first  wife  was  the  fourth  child  of 
Richard  Sanger,  the  sister  of  Hannah  Sanger,  who  married 
Ephraim  Twitchell.  She  was  born  in  Sherborn,  Oct.  20,  1698, 
and  died  in  1732. 

John  Twitchell  appears  in  the  Minister's  Rate  for  the  year 
1721,  assessed  eight  shillings,  ten  pence,  for  the  support  of  Rev. 
Daniel  Baker.  His  name  also  appears  in  the  town  records  of 
Nov  18,  1723,  as  supporting  a  motion  made  "by  sundry  of  ye 
Principle  Inhabitants  of  ye  said  towne,  Who  are  Dwellers  on  ye 
West  side  of  Dopping  Brook,"  in  which  motion,  as  a  sort  of 
conclusion,  it  is  stated  that : ' '  Then  We  will  Do  All  Publick  Duty 
to  the  town  as  heretofore  till  the  Generall  Court  shall  Set  us  Off 
except  in  ye  Cost  of  Building  or  rebuilding  the  meeting-house, 
as  it  has  been  this  day  voted.  And  if  so,  We'll  ask  for  a  Divid- 
ing line  no  further  Eastward."  It  appears  that  these  indi- 
viduals secured  affirmative  action  because  it  was  for  the  "sake 
of  future  peace  and  good  Neighborhood."  He  was  one  of  the 
selectmen  of  Holliston  in  1735.  He  died  in  Holliston  Dec.  4, 
1770.

He 
married  SARAH  PRATT,  Dec.  3,  1717,  the  daughter  of  Eben- 
ezer  and  Mary  Pratt,  born  in  Sherborn,  Nov.  7,  1693. 

His  name  appears  in  the  Minister's  Rate  of  1721,  where  he 
is  assessed  ten  shillings,  eight  pence  for  the  support  of  the 
minister.  His  wife  was  received  into  the  church,  Apr.  7,  1754. 
Ebenezer  Twitchell  was  owner  of  rights  growing  out  of  his 
ancestors  having  participated  in  the  Narragansett  campaign 
in  the  Sudbury-Canada  Township  grant,  made  by  the  General 
Court ;  he  also  acquired  rights  by  purchase  and  sold  to  Captain

39  BENONI  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  AbieV),  son  of 
Abiel  Twitchell,  was  born  probably  in  Medfield,  Mass.,  about 
1682-3,  the  exact  date  being  unknown.  There  is  no  documentary 
proof  that  he  was  the  son  of  Abiel  Twitchell,  and  he  may  possi- 
bly have  been  the  son  of  Joseph  Twitchell,  Number  2  in  this 
genealogy.  Rev.  Abner  Morse,  and  others  following  him,  have 
stated  that  early  in  life  he  was  left  an  orphan  and  was  adopted 
by  Josiah  Rocket  (Rockwood),  his  relative  by  marriage,  with 
whom,  together  with  his  cousin,  Joseph  Rocket  (Rockwood),  he 
became  a  proprietor  of  Oxford,  Mass.  In  the  records  of  Oxford, 
the  name  is  spelled  Twichel,  and  this  orthography  seems  to  have 
been  adopted  by  almost  all  of  his  descendants. 

He  married  HANNAH  ALLEN,  or  ALLYN,  Apr.  18,  1705. 
Together  with  his  cousin,  Joseph  Rocket  (Rockwood),  he  was 
of  the  number  of  "sundry  goode  famylies  of  Her  Majesty's 
subjecks  within  this  Province  who  offer  themselves  to  go  out 
and  re-settle  ye  sayed  village"  of  Oxford,  Mass.,  which  had  been

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abandoned  by  certain  Huguenots  who  had  settled  there  in  1686. 
Isaac  Bertrand  du  Tuffeau  was  the  director  of  the  Huguenot 
colony,  to  whom,  as  an  encouragement,  the  original  grantees, 
Major  Eobert  Thompson,  William  Stoughton  and  Joseph  Dud- 
ley, had  given  seven  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land.  In  the 
summer  of  1694,  the  hostile  Indians  began  making  raids  and  the 
settlement  declined.  Little  further  is  known  of  it  until  the 
"  Johnson  Massacre"  in  1696,  when  John  Johnson  and  his  chil- 
dren were  murdered  by  the  Indians.  The  settlement  of  the  place 
by  the  English  began  in  1713,  and  in  July  of  that  year,  a  deed 
was  made  to  the  ''representatives"  of  the  thirty  families  by  the 
proprietors  of  the  grant.  The  first  town  meeting  was  held  on 
July  22,  1713,  at  which  the  following  officers  were  chosen:  Se- 
lectmen: John  Town,  Benoni  Twichell,  Joseph  Chamberlain; 
clerk,  John  Town;  constable,  Thomas  Hunkins;  highway  sur- 
veyor, Oliver  Coller ;  tythingman,  Abiel  Lamb. 

Benoni  Twichel  settled  on  the  west  side  of  8-rod  way  be- 
tween the  two  commons ;  sold  1728  100  acres,  bounded  east,  on 
the  8-rod  way;  south  on  a  4-rod  way  (road  over  Camp  Hill) ; 
north  on  John  Wiley  and  Peter  Shumway. 

On  July  29, 1714,  the  town  voted  ' '  to  build  a  meeting-house 
thirty  feet  square  and  eighteen  feet  stud,  and  to  set  the  house 
on  the  west  side  of  the  highway  near  Twichel  Field."  This 
place  was  a  few  rods  northwest  of  the  site  of  an  edifice  later 
erected  by  the  Congregational  Society. 

Benoni  Twichell  was  a  large  land-owner  and  was  engaged 
extensively  in  real  estate  transfers  in  Oxford  and  vicinity.  In 
1727,  he  purchased  of  John  Chandler,  of  Woodstock,  one  hun- 
dred acres,  containing  a  mansion-house  in  Oxford  village,  which 
he  had  previously  owned,  and  which,  on  May  10,  1733,  at  the 
time  living  on  Mauchaug  Farm,  near  Oxford,  he  sold  to  his  son, 
Seth  Twichell,  of  Oxford,  for  forty  pounds,  together  with  two 
lots,  the  one  containing  forty  acres  and  the  other  twelve  acres. 
He  became  the  proprietor  of  lands  at  Pequoig,  now  Athol, 
Mass.,  and  on  July  16, 1740,  "for  the  tender  love  he  bore  toward 
his  son,  Jeremiah,"  he  gave  to  him  a  deed  to  Lot  Number  10  on 
the  East  side  of  the  river  and  west  side  of  a  highway  in  Pequoig. 

On  Mar.  8,  1744,  being  then  "about  60  years  of  age," 
"Benoni  Twichell,  of  Thompson's  Parish,  in  Killingly,  Conn., 
being  by  divine  Providence  engaged  in  the  present  expedition 
against  Cape  Britton,"  deeded  to  his  son,  Seth,  of  Thompson, 
Conn.,  to  his  daughter,  Hannah,  wife  of  Phineas  Dana,  of  Oxford, 
and  Abigail  Buship  (Bishop),  wife  of  John,  of  Attleboro,  in  case 
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he  should  not  return,  as  follows :  to  Seth,  his  husbandry  tools, 
household  goods,  and  notes  and  accounts,  and  to  his  daughters, 
all  his  lands  in  Oxford,  equally.  He  returned  from  the  expedi- 
tion, and,  in  1749,  was  living  in  Oxford,  enjoying  the  entire  con- 
fidence of  the  public,  having  been  employed  by  the  proprietors 
in  the  final  allotment  of  all  the  lands  remaining  undivided  in  the 
town.  On  Sept.  18,  1749,  the  town  voted  six  pounds  to  Captain 
Elijah  Moore,  innkeeper,  for  "dyeting  Benoni  Twichell"  while 
in  this  service. 

The  expedition  referred  to  was  against  Louisburg,  and 
Benoni  Twichell  served  as  commissary.  It  was  very  successful 
and  was  made  during  the  administration  of  William  Shirley,  who 
at  one  time  was  the  commanding  officer  of  the  British  forces  in 
America.  The  expedition  was  under  the  immediate  command 
of  William  Peperell,  a  Maine  soldier. 

Joseph  Twitchell,  uncle  of  Benoni,  and  Thomas  Allerton, 
were  witnesses  to  a  contract  in  writing  between  Gabriel  Bernon, 
of  Newport,  R.  I,  relative  to  a  farm  at  "New  Oxford,  called  ye 
olde  mill,"  and  Oliver  Coller  and  Nathaniel  Coller  also  affixed 
their  signatures.  It  was  upon  this  farm  that  the  town  of  Oxford 
was  built.    It  contained  about  2,500  acres. 

Benoni  Twichell  is  supposed  to  have  died  at  Killingly, 
Conn.,  the  owner  of  large  tracts  of  lands.  In  the  early  history 
of  Oxford,  he  was  much  in  public  life;  in  1713-14,  selectman; 
in  1714,  town-clerk  and  later,  constable,  and  to  1725,  selectman 
and  moderator  repeatedly.  He  was  a  constituent  member  of  the 
church,  "evidently  a  man  of  enterprise  and  character  and  en- 
gaged somewhat  in  land  speculation."

(28)  Medfield  Vital  Records,  -which  show  the  birth  and  death  of  the  first  four 
children;  the  entries  give  the  spelling  of  the  name  as  follows:  Twetchel,  twichell, 
Twitchel,  Twitchell,  Twichel.  Morse  does  not  mention  these  other  than  stating  that 
they  died  in  infancy.  The  2nd  Seth  (82)  was  born  in  Medfield.  See  Vital  Records 
of  Athol  as  to  the  five  children  born  after  Benoni  left  Medfield.  In  his  History  of 
Medfield,  Tilden  gives  two  other  children — John  and  Joseph ;  he  is  in  error,  as  these 
were  descendants  of  John  Twitchell,  of  Derby,  Conn. 
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40  BETHIA  ROCKET  (Benjamin1,  Bethia6),  daughter  of 
John  Eocket  and  Bethia  (Twitchell)  Eocket,  was  born  in  Med- 
field,  Mass.,  Aug.  26,  1689.  On  Aug.  25,  1712,  at  Medfield,  she 
married  WILLIAM  BUEGESS. 

42  JOSEPH  ROCKET  (Benjamin1,  Bethia*),  son  of  John 
Eocket  and  Bethia  (Twitchell)  Eocket,  was  born  in  Medfield, 
Mass.,  Nov.  15, 1692,  and  died  in  October,  1744,  at  Oxford,  Mass. 
Eev.  Abner  Morse  says  of  him : 

"Joseph  Eocket  was  sent  in  early  manhood  to  keep  garrison  at 
Oxford,  became  enamoured  of  the  country  and  resolved  on  settling 
there.  After  the  dispersion  of  the  French  Huguenots  and  the  acqui- 
sition of  a  title  to  Oxford  by  a  second  company  of  settlers,  he  was 
upon  the  ground,  and,  on  the  5th  of  February,  1715,  in  the  first 
division  of  lands,  drew  sixty  acres  where  Oxford  village  now  stands, 
and,  in  1730,  a  twelve-acre  lot  on  the  north  side  of  the  Great  Swamp. 
He  was  unfortunate  in  his  location,  however  rich  might  have  been 
his  soil,  for  the  substratum  was  too  coarse  for  capillary  attraction, 
and  in  seasons  of  infrequent  showers,  he  must  have  lost  his  crops. 
This  was  probably  learned  by  experience,  for  his  sons  settled  in 
other  parts  of  the  town,  and  particularly  in  the  southeastern  part. 
He  must  have  been  an  acquisition  to  the  strength  of  the  settlement, 
for  his  mother  was  a  Twitchell,  and  '  if  a  Twitchell,  strong, '  said  the 
ballad  of  his  day;  and  several  of  his  grand-nephews,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, had  the  strength  of  two  common  laborers,  coupled  with  rare 
activity  and  moderation  of  diet."

The 
youngest  son,  Aaron,  was  a  soldier  in  the  Continental  Army  and 
lost  his  life  at  Ticonderoga.

"Tradition,"  says  Eeverend  Abner  Morse,  "has  brought 
down  a  high  character  for  this  man,  and  the  records  confirm 

it."   (33)

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He  was  Captain  of  the  Sherborn  militia  in  Colonial  days, 
commissary  for  the  army  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  held  many 
offices  of  honor  and  trust,  and  was  the  leading  man  in  Sherborn 
until  succeeded  by  his  junior  half-brother,  Honorable  Daniel 
Whitney.  By  appointment  from  the  General  Court,  he  acted  for 
years  as  associate  guardian  for  the  Natick  Indians.  He  repre- 
sented, as  general  agent,  the  proprietors  of  Dublin,  N.  H.,  and 
was  responsible  for  the  large  number  of  settlers  who  removed 
to  that  place  from  Sherborn  and  other  parts  of  Massachusetts. 

He  married  DEBORAH  FAIRBANKS,  June  28,  1739, 
daughter  of  Joseph  Fairbanks,  of  Sherborn,  and  with  her  was 
received  into  the  church,  July  27,  1740.  Deborah  Fairbanks  was 
descended  from  Jonathan  Fairebanke,  who  came  from  Sowerby, 
in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  England,  to  Boston,  Mass.,  in 
the  year  1633,  and  settled  in  Dedham,  Mass.,  where  he  built  the 
noted  "Olde  Fairbanks  House,"  the  oldest  dwelling  which  is 
still  standing  in  New  England  that  for  the  same  period  of  time 
has  been  continuously  owned  and  occupied  by  the  builder  and 
his  lineal  descendants.  It  is  claimed  that  the  house  was  built 
in  1636.  George  Fairbanks,  second  son  of  Jonathan,  resided  in 
Dedham  until  1657,  when  he  removed  to  Medfield,  now  Medway, 
Mass.  His  dwelling  in  Medfield  was  the  famous  stone  house 
near  the  northern  border  of  Bogestow  Pond,  in  the  eastern  part 
of  the  town,  which  is  now  in  the  place  called  Millis,  incorporated 
in  1885.  It  was  originally  a  garrison-house.  George  Fairbanks 
was  drowned  in  1682,  and  his  son,  Jonathan,  inherited  the  stone 
house.  He  also  was  drowned  in  1719,  while  attempting  to  cross 
the  river  from  Medfield.  The  farm  then  fell  to  his  two  sons, 
Samuel  and  Jonathan,  a  part  of  which  was  sold  to  their  uncle, 
George,  who  occupied  the  S.  W.  portion  of  the  original  home- 
stead, in  recent  years  occupied  by  Frank  E.  Cook.  (34) 

Deborah  (Fairbanks)  Twitchell  died  Sept.  12,  1775.  On 
Jan.  5,  1786,  he  married,  2nd,  DEBORAH  (SANGER)  FAS- 
SETT,  widow  of  Captain  Benjamin  Fassett,  who  died  in  Sher- 
born, June  22,  1785.  (35) 

Captain  Joseph  Twitchell  died  from  the  effects  of  a  stroke 
of  apoplexy  Mar.  12,  1792,  "leaving  his  widow  and  twelve  chil- 
dren, sixty-three  grandchildren,  and  one  great-grandchild. ' ' 

His  home,  in  Sherborn,  was  situated  on  the  east  side  of 
what  was  known  as  "Dirty  Meadow,"  on  the  south  side  of  a 
steep,  rocky  hill.    He  was  the  leading  citizen  of  Sherborn  for  a

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long  period  of  years,  having  served  as  Selectman  almost  con- 
tinuously from  1752  to  1784,  and  during  that  period,  when  not 
acting  as  selectman,  held  the  offices,  either  of  town  clerk  or 
treasurer,  or  representative  to  the  General  Court.  Rev.  Abner 
Morse,  writing  in  1857,  says  ' '  that  his  memory  is  still  cherished 
here  by  the  grandchildren  of  his  contemporaries."  (36) 

Captain  Twitchell,  some  fifteen  years  prior  to  the  Revolu- 
tion, interested  himself  in  the  settlement  of  the  place  known  as 
"Monadnock  No.  3,"  or  Dublin,  N.  EL,  as  the  place  was  known 
by  the  settlers.  Here  he  brought  several  of  his  sons  and  daugh- 
ters, one  of  them,  Samuel  Twitchell,  becoming  one  of  the  leading 
men  of  Dublin.  But  this  was  not  enough  for  Captain  Twitchell's 
adventurous  spirit,  for  it  appears  that  still  further  to  the  north, 
not  only  on  the  Indian  frontier,  but  in  their  very  midst,  he  be- 
came a  proprietor,  with  his  sons,  notably  Eleazar  Twitchell,  who 
was  his  father's  agent  in  this  section  of  the  country,  and  founded 
the  town  or  settlement  of  Bethel,  Maine. 

In  June,  1768,  a  township  of  land,  known  by  the  name  of 
"Sudbury-Canada,"  was  granted  to  certain  individuals,  the 
land  lying  on  both  sides  of  the  Amaroscoggin  river,  in  what  is 
now  Oxford  County,  Maine. 

Meetings  of  the  original  proprietors  seem  to  have  been  held 
at  irregular  intervals,  but  the  records  were  lost,  there  remain- 
ing, however,  of  record,  a  sort  of  tax-deed  from  the  proprietors 
to  Josiah  Richardson  and  others.  This  deed  recites,  among 
other  things: 

"Now  Know  Ye  that  we  the  said  Josiah  Richardson,  Esq.,  Cor- 
nelius Wood  and  Josiah  Stone,  Gentlemen,  all  of  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  and  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England, 
in  our  said  capacity,  for  the  consideration  of  the  sum  of  four  pounds 
and  one  shilling  to  us  in  hand  well  and  truly  paid,  before  the  en- 
sealing and  delivery  hereof,  by  Joseph  Twitchell,  of  Sherborn,  in 
said  county  of  Middlesex,  Gentleman,  the  receipt  whereof  we  do 
hereby  acknowledge,  and  for  that  consideration  do  sell  and  confirm 
unto  him,  the  said  Joseph  Twitchell,  and  to  his  associates  and  assigns 
forever,  two  whole  rights  in  said  township." 

These  ' '  rights ' '  were  Lots  numbered  9  and  13,  and  the  deed 
bears  date  March  21,  1770. 

Captain  Twitchell  was  chosen  president  of  the  proprietors 
and  took  a  great  interest  in  the  Plantation,  later  acquiring,  with 
his  sons,  a  controlling  interest  in  the  tract.

Captain  Twitchell  was  a  surveyor  and  ran  the  lines  of  the 
1 ' Sudbury-Canada "  Township;  he  also  made  a  crude  outline 
map.  He  secured  the  building  of  a  rather  primitive  grist-mill 
on  Mill  Brook,  about  1774,  and  may  have  provided  for  its  main- 
tenance, although  he  was  re-imbursed  for  all  of  his  expend- 
itures. (38) 

In  addition  to  serving  the  proprietors'  organization  as 
president  and  treasurer,  he  was  chosen  chairman  of  the  "Pru- 
dential Committee ' '  for  the  conveyance  of  lots  sold  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes.  The  meetings  of  this  organization  were  held 
in  Sudbury,  Mass.  The  use  of  the  word  "Canada"  was  occa- 
sioned because  of  the  grant  having  been  made  to  the  descend- 
ants of  certain  persons  who  had  rendered  military  service  in  the 
invasion  of  Canada  in  1690,  and  in  1759,  and  this  was  one  of 
what  were  called  "Canada  Townships." 

At  one  of  these  meetings,  held  in  1773,  it  was  voted  to  ad- 
vertise "as  the  law  requires,"  and  then  sell  all  lots  upon  which 
taxes  were  due  and  unpaid. 

On  Apr.  25,  1774,  for  the  sum  of  fifteen*  pounds,  paid  by 
Joseph  Twitchell,  there  was  conveyed  to  him  "five  whole 
rights,"  the  numbers  of  which  are  given,  and  the  names  of  the 
original  owners  being  of  record. 

In  an  entry  of  Apr.  5,  1783,  it  appears  that : 

"The  Proprietors,  at  their  meeting  of  April  6th,  1774,  voted 
to  give  Joseph  Twitchell,  Esquire,  two  hundred  and  forty-two 
dollars  and  the  mill-lot,  so-called,  being  the  twenty-third  lot,  in  the 
fourth  range  of  lots ;  and  Thomas  Parker,  Captain  Joseph  Stone  and 
Mr.  Nathaniel  Sparrok  were  chosen  a  committee  for  the  completion 
of  the  agreement;  and,  at  their  meeting,  on  the  5th  day  of  June, 
1781,  it  was  voted  that  the  said  Joseph  Twitchell,  Esq.,  shall  have 
the  twenty-fourth  lot  in  the  third  range  of  lots  for  fifteen  pounds, 
to  be  paid  in  silver  money ;  and  at  their  meeting,  October  2nd,  1782, 
it  was  voted  that  the  Committee  which  was  chosen  to  complete  the 
agreement  with  Joseph  Twitchell,  Esquire,  be  directed  to  give  the 
said  Twitchell  a  good  deed  of  the  23rd  lot  in  the  4th  range  of  lots, 
and  the  24th  in  the  3rd  range,  agreeable  to  their  former  vote — in 
consideration  of  his  building  mills  in  said  Sudbury-Canada."

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Captain  Peter  Twitchell,  his  youngest  son,  a  widower, 
residing  at  Sherborn,  Mass.,  with  his  father  at  the  time  of  his 
demise,  was  appointed  administrator,  as  appears  from  a  peti- 
tion, which  was  filed  as  follows : 

"The  subscribers,  heirs-at-law  of  Joseph  Twitchell,  late  of 
Sherborn,  Gentleman,  deceased,  would  respectfully  represent  to 
Your  Honor  that  the  deceased  died  suddenly,  left  three  sons,  in- 
habitants of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  three  sons  settled  in 
the  Eastward  country,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland,  and  the  young- 
est son,  named  Peter,  lived  on  the  farm  with  his  father,  and  that 
the  widow,  having  relinquished  her  right  of  administration  of  the 
estate,  we  desire  that  Peter  may  be  appointed  Administrator  of 
the  Estate,  as  he  knoweth  more  of  the  business  and  can  do  it  with 
less  expense,  and,  as  in  duty  bound,  shall  ever  pray. 

April  3rd,  1792." 

' '  Sherborn,  April  2nd,  1792.  This  may  Certify  the  Hon.  Judge 
of  Probate  that  I,  the  widow  of  Captain  Joseph  Twitchell,  late  of 
Sherborn,  deceased,  do  give  up  my  right  of  administration  to  Peter 
Twitchell,  his  youngest  son. 

Deborah  Twitchell." 

For  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  administrator, 
Peter  Twitchell  was  required  to  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  pounds,  a  very  considerable  sum  for  that  period,  which 
was  given,  with  Daniel  Whitney,  half-brother  of  the  deceased, 
and  Elijah  Brick,  another  relative  by  marriage,  as  sureties. 

Appraisers,  in  the  persons  of  Jonathan  Clark,  Gentleman, 
and  John  York,  Yeoman,  and  John  Grover,  Yeoman,  were  duly 
appointed  "to  take  an  inventory  of,  and  according  to  your  best 
skill  and  judgment,  truly  and  justly  appraise  in  lawful  money 
of  this  commonwealth,  all  the  estate  whereof  Joseph  Twitchell, 
Gentleman,  late  of  Sherborn,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  died 
seized,  in  the  aforesaid  County  of  Cumberland." 

These  men  were  residents  of  the  "Plantation  of  Sudbury, 
in  the  County  of  Cumberland."  In  addition  to  a  large  acreage 
of  land,  the  appraisers  state  that  "Joseph  Twitchell  was  the 
owner  of  half  a  saw  mill,  and  half  the  mill  privilege,  with  about 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  adjoining,"  which  property  was  sold 
by  the  administrator,  Peter  Twitchell,  to  his  brothers-in-law, 
Nathan  Bixby  and  Moses  Rider,  of  Dublin,  N.  H.,  for  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  pounds.  This  deed  is  recorded 
in  the  Cumberland  Registry.  Nathan  Bixby  was  the  husband  of 
Captain  Twitchell 's  daughter,  Martha;  and  Moses  Rider  was 
the  husband  of  Molly  Twitchell,  another  daughter.  In  due 
course,  the  report  of  the  administrator  was  finally  approved  and 
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he  was  discharged  of  his  trust,  he  "producing  a  quit-claim  from 
all  the  heirs." 

As  stated  by  the  local  historian :  (39> 

"It  is  doubtful  if  another  case  can  be  found  in  all  New  England 
where  seven  sons  and  a  daughter  left  an  attractive  parental  home  and 
the  pleasures  of  long  established  society,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
abiding  places  in  uninhabited  regions  of  forest,  but  such  was  the 
case  in  the  family  of  Captain  Twitchell,  three  sons  and  a  daughter 
going  to  Dublin,  New  Hampshire,  and  four  to  the  Sudbury-Canada 
region  of  the  District  of  Maine,  all  of  whom  made  life  a  success,  all 
of  whom  were  prominent  in  its  civil,  social  and  military  affairs,  and 
all  leaving  well-tilled  acres  to  numerous  descendants." 

It  may  be  added  that  sons  and  grandsons  of  Captain  Joseph, 
emulating  the  spirit  of  their  ancestors,  later  on  carried  our 
American  civilization  over  and  beyond  the  Alleghenies  into  the 
valleys  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi,  the  Far  West  and  the  Pacific 
Coast,  and  were  always  pioneers  and  leaders  in  the  development 
of  the  nation.

67  BENJAMIN  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Benjamin4, 
Benjamin18),  son  of  Benjamin  Twitchell  and  Mary  (Wallis)  Twit- 
chell, was  born  in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  Dec.  2,  1716.  At  Medway, 
Mass.,  on  Nov.  25, 1740,  he  married  LYDIA  FISK,  (6°)  daughter 
of  John  Fisk,  and  resided  at  Walpole,  Mass.  Lydia  Fisk  was 
a  native  of  Sherborn,  born  Aug.  4,  1720. 

He  was  one  of  the  original  grantees  of  the  town  of  Keene, 
N.  H.,  and,  at  the  first  town  meeting,  held  Mar.  5,  1754,  was 
elected  one  of  the  highway  surveyors.  In  the  month  of  June 
following,  he  was  captured  by  the  Indians  in  the  great  raid  of 
that  year  and  carried  off  to  Canada.  (61) 

The  local  historian,  in  recording  the  early  history  of  Keene, 
says,  relative  to  the  events  of  the  period : 

"In  June,  the  people  of  Westmoreland,  discovering  traces  of 
Indians,  fired  an  alarm — three  guns  in  regular  and  quick  succes- 
sion— which  was  heard  at  Keene.  A  body  of  men  was  immediately 
sent  to  their  relief,  but  they  returned  without  discovering  the 
enemy.  That  they  were  lurking  in  the  vicinity  and  that  they  fol- 
lowed home  the  party  from  Keene  is  probable,  as  the  next  day  they 
captured  Benjamin  Twitchell.  He  had  been  to  Ash  Swamp,  and, 
on  his  return,  he  took  with  him  a  tub,  which,  it  is  supposed,  he 
carried  on  his  head.  This  tub  was  afterwards  found  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  river,  near  where  the  Mills  now  stand;  and  there  the 
Indians  probably  seized  him.  He  was  conducted  up  the  river;  in 
the  meadows  west  and  north  of  Deacon  Wilder 's,  the  Indians  killed 
several  oxen,  a  horse  and  a  colt;  the  colt  was  cut  up  and  the  best 
pieces  of  meat  carried  off.  In  this  meadow,  they  left  a  bow  made 
of  lever  wood  and  several  arrows.  They  encamped  for  the  night  in 
McCurdy's  meadow,   in  Surrey,   where  four  crotched  sticks  were

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discovered,  driven  into  the  ground  in  such  positions  as  led  to  the 
belief  that  to  each  was  confined  one  of  the  limbs  of  the  prisoner. 
The  party  then  proceeded  to  Quebec,  where  Twitchell  met  with 
Josiah  Foster  and  his  family,  who  were  captured  at  Winchester. 
For  the  honor  of  Foster,  the  particulars  of  his  capture  should  be 
recorded.  Returning  home  one  evening,  he  found  his  house  in 
possession  of  the  Indians,  who  had  captured  his  wife  and  children. 
He  could  have  escaped,  but  he  determined  to  give  himself  up  that 
he  might  share  their  fate  and  have  an  opportunity  to  alleviate  their 
sufferings.  He  accompanied  them  to  Quebec,  carrying  his  wife  on 
his  back  a  great  part  of  the  way.  There  they  remained  until, 
being  ransomed,  they  were  sent  by  water  to  Boston.  Benjamin 
Twitchell  was  put  on  board  the  same  vessel,  but,  being  taken  sick, 
he  was  set  ashore  and  died  in  a  few  days. ' '

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In  1760,  he  was  a  resident  of  the  Casco  Bay  region,  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Maine,  as  appears  from  a  petition  addressed  to  "His 
Excellency  Francis  Bernard,  Governor  in  and  over  the  Province 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  the  HonbIe  his  Majesty's  Council  & 
House  of  Representatives  in  Gen1  Court  assembled,  November 
1760,"  which  petition  was  signed  by  Moses  Twitchell  and  others, 
and  is  as  follows : 

"That  due  the  devastation  made  by  the  Indian  Wars,  Loss  of 
Records  &ca  in  times  past,  Titles  are  very  precarious  here.  Some 
of  Your  Petitioners,  many  years  ago,  have  with  great  care  and 
circumspection  made  purchases  and  large  improvements  on  the  same, 
notwithstanding  which  some  old  claim  frequently  appears  and 
they  have  been  from  time  to  time  ousted.  Others,  seeing  their  fate, 
have  refrained  purchasing  so  that  at  present  most  of  your  Petitioners 
have  but  very  little  land  &  some  not  at  all.  Your  Petitioners  have 
many,  yea,  most  of  them,  a  number  of  sons  who  are  inured  to 
Labour  and  would  be  very  glad  to  cultivate  and  improve  land,  pro- 
vided they  might  have  a  Grant  on  a  sure  footing;  and  as  Your 
Petitioners  are  well  knowing  that  there  is  a  Large  Quantity  of  Good 
land  uncultivated  and  unimproved  on  the  Northern  and  Western 
side  of  the  Island  of  Mount  Desert  and  next  adjoining  the  same 
on  the  Main,  they  humbly  beseech  Your  Excellency  and  Honours 
that  they  may  have  a  Township  or  Townships  granted  to  them,  their 
Heirs  and  assigns  at  that  Place,  together  with  the  islands  that  may 
lay  between  said  Township  or  Townships  and  the  Sea,  and  Your 
Petitioners  are  willing  to  Give  Bond  to  Settle  there,  with  their 
families  in  any  convenient  time  allowed  by  the  Court,  and  Will, 
as  in  duty  bound,  ever  Pray.

In  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Court,  on 
Feb.  23,  1762,  acting  upon  this  Petition,  it  was  voted : 

"That  the  Petition  of  Moses  Twitchell  and  one  Hundred  and 
Eighty  others,  His  Associates,  be  so  far  granted  unto  Him,  the  said 
Moses  Twitchell  &  His  Associates  herein  named,  viz:  their  Heirs 
and  Assigns,  forever  as  Tenants  in  common,  three  Townships  of 
Land,  each  to  consist  of  the  Quantity  of  six  miles  Square,  of  the 
unappropriated  Lands  of  this  Province  between  the  River  Penobscot 
and  the  River  S*  Croix ;  to  be  laid  out  in  as  regular  and  contiguous 
a  manner  as  the  Land  will  admit  of;  That  no  Township  be  more 
than  six  miles  on  the  Sea  Coast,  or  on  Penobscot  or  other  Rivers; 
That  they  return  a  Plan  or  Plans  of  the  same  (taken  by  a  Surveyor 
and  Chainman  on  Oath)  to  this  Court  for  further  confirmation  on 
or  before  the  Last  Day  of  July  next;  That  they  within  six  years 
after  they  shall  obtain  his  Majesty's  approbation  of  this  Grant 
(unless  prevented  by  war)  settle  each  Township  with  Sixty  Good 
Protestant  Families,  and  build  sixty  Houses;  none  to  be  less  than 
eighteen  feet  square  and  seven  feet  stud;  and  clear  and  cultivate 
five  acres  of  land  on  each  share,  fit  for  tillage  or  mowing ;  and  that 
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they  build  in  each  Township  a  suitable  Meeting-house  for  the  Pub- 
lick  worship  of  God,  and  settle  a  Learned  Protestant  Minister  and 
Make  Provision  for  his  comfortable  and  honourable  support;  And 
that  in  each  Township  there  be  reserved  and  appropriated  four 
whole  rights  or  Shares  in  the  Division  of  the  same  (accounting  one 
sixty -fourth  Part  a  Share)  for  the  following  purposes,  viz*:  one 
for  the  first  settled  or  Ordained  Minister,  His  Heirs  and  Assigns 
forever ;  one  for  the  use  of  the  Ministry,  One  to  and  for  the  use  of 
Harvard  College  in  Cambridge,  and  one  for  the  use  of  a  School 
forever;  and  if  any  of  the  Grantees  or  Proprietors  of  any  or  each 
of  said  Townships,  respectively  shall  neglect  within  the  term  of 
six  years  as  above  mentioned  to  do  and  perform  according  to  the 
several  articles  respecting  the  settlement  of  his  Right  or  Share,  as 
hereby  enjoined,  it  shall  be  entirely  forfeited  and  enure  to  the  use  of 
this  Province. 

"And  Be  it  further  Ordered  as  a  Condition  of  the  Grant  afore- 
said ;  That  each  Grantee  give  Bond  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Province 
for  the  Time  being,  and  to  his  Successors  in  said  Office,  for  the  sum 
of  Fifty  Pounds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  Duties  required 
according  to  the  Tenor  of  the  Grant  aforesaid;  and  that  a  com- 
mittee or  committees  be  appointed  by  this  Court  to  take  said  Bonds 
accordingly ; 

"And  further  y1  sd  Comme  be  impowered  to  admit  others  as 
Grantees  in  ye  Room  of  such  Persons  contained  in  ye  List  aforesaid 
who  shall  neglect  to  appear  by  themselves  or  others  in  their  Behalf, 
to  give  bonds  at  such  time  as  the  Committee  shall  appoint : —

Moses  Twitchell  and  his  family  removed  to  the  region  of 
country  described  in  the  foregoing  grant,  in  1765,  and  ten  years 
later,  at  the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  enlisted  in  a  company  from 
the  town  or  settlement  of  Gray,  in  the  District  of  Maine,  and 
served  in  Col.  Phinney's  regiment;  his  full  record  of  service  is 
found  in  the  Historical  Introduction  to  this  work.

He  married  HANNAH  SAWIN, 
of  Watertown,  Mass.  He  was  received  into  the  church  of  Sher- 
born in  1748.  Along  with  other  members  of  the  family,  he 
removed  to  Dublin,  N.  H.,  under  inducements  offered  by  Captain 
Joseph  Twitchell,  of  Sherborn,  who  was  general  agent  for  the 
proprietors  of  "Monadnock  No.  3,"  or  Dublin.  Hannah  Sawin 
Twitchell  died  before  or  very  soon  after  his  removal  to 
Dublin.  (™) 

On  Oct.  2,  1779,  at  Dublin,  he  married  PRISCILLA  HOLT. 
His  name  first  appears  in  the  town  records  of  Dublin  in  the 
"tax  invoice"  for  1774,  at  which  time  also  appear  the  names  of 
Samuel,  Joseph,  Jr.,  Ebenezer  and  Ezra  Twitchell,  and  Eleazar

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Twitchell,  all  of  whom  were  taxed  as  owners  of  lands,  Eleazar 
being  taxed  as  owner  of  live  stock  as  well.  In  1774,  this  tax  list 
shows  the  addition  of  others  of  the  Twitchell  family,  all  of  whom 
removed  from  Sherborn  and  vicinity,  to  wit:  Abel  Twitchell, 
Stephen  Twitchell,  Gershom  Twitchell,  Jr.,  Abrjah  Twitchell 
and  Captain  Joseph  Twitchell,  the  last  named,  as  stated,  being 
a  sort  of  general  colonization  agent  for  the  proprietors  and  who 
seems  to  have  been  very  active  and  instrumental  in  securing  a 
large  number  of  settlers  from  Sherborn  and  near-by  towns. 

In  1775,  Gershom  Twitchell,  and  Gershom  Twitchell,  Jr., 
signed  the  declaration  in  relation  to  the  independence  of  the 
Colonies,  which  was  circulated  by  a  ' '  Committee  of  Inspection, ' ' 
chosen  Mar.  7, 1775,  "to  see  than  the  Resolves  of  the  Continental 
Congress  be  observed,"  and  of  which  Committee  Captain  Sam- 
uel Twitchell,  cousin  of  Gershom  Twitchell,  was  a  member. 

Gershom  Twitchell  served  in  the  4th  Company  of  Mendon 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  in  Captain  Gershom  Nelson's  com- 
pany, on  the  alarm  of  April  19,  1775,  and  later  with  the  organ- 
izations in  the  patriot  forces ;  he  went  on  the  expedition  to  Rhode 
Island. 

From  the  records  of  the  church  at  Dublin,  at  the  time  of 
the  ordination  of  Rev.  Edward  Sprague,  in  1777,  Gershom  Twit- 
chell appears  as  a  member,  as  do  also  Gershom  Twitchell,  Jr., 
and  his  wife,  from  which  we  are  led  to  believe  that  Gershom 
Sr.'s  wife  died  about  this  time.  He  was  a  merchant  and  trader 
and  maintained  his  place  of  business  on  Lot  13,  Range  9,  in 
Dublin.  (8°) 

It  is  interesting  to  know  just  how  these  early  ancestors  lived 
in  the  places  where  they  were  "subdueing  the  wilderness." 
The  first  log  cabins,  as  they  have  been  described  to  us,  were 
rude  structures.  Neither  bricks,  nails  nor  boards  were  accessi- 
ble; and,  for  dwelling-places,  the  pioneers  in  the  settlement 
built  with  logs  what  would  now  be  called  a  pen,  in  dimensions 
about  fifteen  by  twelve  feet,  having  two  doors,  one  on  the  south 
side  and  the  other  on  the  east.  For  a  roof  they  used  spruce 
bark  and  tied  it  to  poles  by  means  of  wythes  or  twisted  twigs. 
For  a  cellar,  they  dug  the  loose  earth  from  the  top  of  the  ground, 
piled  up  logs  on  three  sides,  then,  with  bark  and  earth,  the  whole 
was  covered  so  as  to  exclude  the  frosts  of  winter.  For  a  floor, 
they  split  white  ash  into  planks  and  smoothed  them  with  a 
narrow  hand-axe.  One  man,  it  is  said,  was  at  great  expense  to 
procure  boards  for  a  roof ;  but,  having  made  shingles,  he  f ast-

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ened  them  to  the  boards  by  wooden  pegs.  For  a  chimney,  they 
laid  stone  up  to  the  mantel-tree,  and  then  split  laths,  built  them 
up  cob-house  fashion  and  plastered  inside  and  out  with  clay 
mortar.  If  a  few  bricks  were  obtainable,  they  would  lay  up  a 
pile  of  flat  stones  two  or  three  rods  from  the  house  and  construct 
an  oven  on  the  top  of  the  pile,  using  clay  for  mortar.  New- 
comers were  in  the  practice  of  taking  their  dough  to  their 
neighbor's  oven,  when  one  was  near  enough;  otherwise,  it  was 
baked  on  the  stone  hearth  by  their  own  fires. 

For  many  years  after  the  first  settlement  of  Dublin  there 
were  but  few  sleighs.  The  traveling  was  all  on  foot  or  on  horse- 
back. The  practice,  from  the  south  part  of  the  town  to  the 
" great  road"  was,  when  the  snow  was  deep,  to  begin  at  " Twit- 
chell 's  Mills"  and  proceed  to  Moses  Greenwood's  in  the  follow- 
ing manner :  The  oxen  and  young  cattle  were  turned  un-yoked 
into  the  road  and  one  person  went  before  them  to  commence  a 
track,  and  he  was  followed  by  the  cattle.  When  the  man  on  the 
lead  tired,  his  place  was  taken  by  another  and  at  each  settlement 
the  fresh  cattle  were  put  forward,  and  by  being  thus  driven  in 
Indian  file,  a  good  horse-path  was  made. 

The  food  of  the  first  settlers  was  of  the  plainest  kind.  It 
is  recorded  by  a  man  named  Belknap  that,  while  clearing  his 
own  farm,  he  boarded  at  Samuel  Twitchell 's  during  the  season 
for  work  out  of  doors.  His  food  for  a  certain  day,  as  he  de- 
scribed it,  would  not  seem  at  all  suitable  for  a  laboring  man  in 
modern  times.  His  breakfast  was  bean-porridge ;  his  dinner,  a 
piece  of  baked  pumpkin,  with  a  thin  slice  of  pork  baked  upon  it ; 
and  his  supper  bean-porridge.  Mr.  Belknap  is  declared  to  have 
said  that  during  his  stay  at  the  Twitchells,  he  had  eaten  "a  well 
full  of  bean-porridge,"  and  Samuel  Twitchell  was  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  men  of  the  entire  settlement.  (81) 

In  those  days — 1768 — corn  was  worth  forty-five  cents  per 
bushel,  and  beef  two  and  one-half  cents  per  pound;  and,  in 
December,  1781,  Ebenezer  Twitchell  paid  fifty-one  cents  for  two 
bushels  of  potatoes  and  a  "crowing  Bidde."

He  is  the  first  one  of  the  name  and  family  to  spell  his 
name  with  only  one  ' '  t, "  although,  in  the  vital  records  of  Med- 
field, his  name  appears  with  two.  (87)  In  the  same  records  the 
spelling  occurs  in  three  or  four  different  styles.  The  orthog- 
raphy of  the  name,  then,  is  entirely  as  any  one  of  the  family 
may  care  to  have  it,  and  is  not  based  upon  any  ancient  spelling 
or  for  any  other  reason,  other  than  the  errors  committed  by 
some  clerk  or  registry. 

As  a  child,  he  accompanied  his  father  and  mother  to  Oxford, 
Mass.,  where  the  family  lived  when  that  village  was  first  settled 
by  the  English,  after  the  dispersion  of  the  Huguenot  colony, 
owing  to  continued  raids  by  hostile  Indians.  (88) 

He  was  a  husbandman  of  Thompson  Parish,  Killingly, 
Conn.,  in  1747,  where  he  purchased,  for  seven  pounds,  of  Richard 
Morton,  Lot  Number  25,  at  Lyon's  Hill,  in  the  new  town  of 
Pequoig,  now  Athol,  Mass.,  on  Miller's  River.  On  Aug.  26, 1748, 
he  bought,  for  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  pounds — old

Upon  the  suggestion  of  his  father,  while  still  under  age  and 
unmarried,  he  removed  to  the  new  settlement  at  Dublin,  N.  H., 
which  at  that  time  was  known  as  " North  Monadnock  Township," 
of  which  Matthew  Thornton  and  associates  were  the  original 
proprietors,  who  had  agreed,  among  other  things,  as  appears 
from  the  grant  by  John  Tuf ton  Mason  in  1749,  that : 

"All  the  Lotts  to  be  Layed  out  at  the  Grantees'  expence;  that 
all  the  Lotts  in  said  township  be  subjected  to  have  all  necessary 
Roads  layed  out  through  them  free  of  charge,  as  hereafter  there 
shall  be  Occasion;  that  within  four  yeares  from  the  date  hereof 
Fourty  of  the  sayd  rights  or  Shares  belonging  to  the  aforesaid 
Grantees  *  *  *  Be  Entered  upon  &  three  acres  of  Land  at  the 
least  cleared  and  Included  &  fitted  for  mowing  or  tillage  &  that 
within  six  months  then  next  coming  there  be  on  each  of  the  said 
forty  settling  Shares  a  House  built  the  Room  Sixteen  feet  square 
at  the  Least  fitted  &  finished  for  Comfortable  Dwelling  therein  & 
some  Person  resident  therein  &  continue  habitancy  or  Residence 
three  Yeares  then  next  coming,  with  the  additional  improvements 
of  Two  Acres  Each  Year  for  Each  Settler;  that  each  of  the  said 
Grantees  at  the  Executing  of  this  Instrum*  pay  twenty  pounds,  old 
tenor,  to  Defray  the  Necessary  charges  Risen  &  Arising  in  said 
Township  to  be  deposited  in  the  hand  of  such  person  as  the  Grantees 
shall  chuse,  being  a  Freeholder  &  Resident  in  the  Province  of  New 
Hampshire.  That  a  good  Convenient  Meeting-house  be  built  in  sd 
Township  as  near  the  centr  of  the  Town  as  may  be  with  convenience 
within  six  yeares  from  this  Date  &  Ten  Acres  of  Land  Reserved 
there  for  Publick  use  *  *  *" 

There  is  a  reservation  in  the  grant 

"of  all  White  Pine  Trees  fit  for  Masting  his  Majestyes  Royal  Navy," 
and  in  any  event  if  there  should  happen  to  be  "Indian  Wars" 
interfering  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  grant — 
"some  time  to  be  allowed  for  the  Respective  Matters  aforesd  after 
Such  Impedim*  Shall  be  Removed." 

This  settlement,  as  made  by  those  named  in  the  purchase 
from  Mason,  was  broken  up  during  the  war  between  the  French 
and  English  resulting  in  the  conquest  of  Canada.    It  was  always

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the  plan  of  the  Indians,  when  there  was  war  between  the  French 
and  the  English,  to  commence  their  attacks  upon  the  New  Hamp- 
shire frontiers.  (116) 

The  next  settlement,  or  attempted  settlement,  occurred  a 
few  years  later,  but  the  first  permanent  English  settler  in  Dublin 
is  believed  to  have  been  Thomas  Morse,  who  came  from  Sher- 
born  in  the  fall  of  1762,  a  man  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  Sher- 
born,  and  who  had  been  a  selectman  of  that  place  since  1745. 
He  was  the  son  of  James  Morse  and  Ruth  Sawin  Morse,  born 
December  5, 1709,  and  married  Mary  Treadway.  He  was  related 
by  marriage  with  at  least  two  branches  of  the  Twitchells  of 
Sherborn. 

It  was  through  the  agency  of  his  father  that  Captain  Samuel 
Twitchell  and  his  brothers,  sisters  and  cousins  removed  from 
Sherborn  to  Dublin.  In  1820,  Samuel  Twitchell  declared  that 
he  was  the  third  person  who  became  a  settler  and  remained 
permanently  in  Dublin.  He  and  his  brother,  Joseph,  Jr.,  appear 
on  the  records  of  1762  as  having  performed  work  upon  the  roads 
in  the  township,  and  in  the  following  years  others  of  the  Twit- 
chell name,  who  had  removed  from  Sherborn,  were  engaged  in 
the  same  laudable  enterprise  of  building  roads  in  the  wilderness. 

From  this  time  on,  Captain  Samuel  Twitchell  was  prom- 
inently identified  with  the  affairs  of  the  new  settlement,  serving 
the  people  for  many  years  as  moderator,  selectman,  representa- 
tive and  magistrate,  his  last  office  in  connection  with  the  town 
government  being  moderator  and  representative  in  1794.  (117) 

He  built  what  was  known  as  " Twitchell 's  Mills."  He  held 
the  grade  of  Captain  in  the  colonial  militia  at  the  time  of  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Revolution,  and  served  in  that  grade  in  the 
patriot  armies.  (118)  The  many  public  offices  which  he  held  show 
him  to  have  been  a  man  in  whom  his  fellow  citizens  had  implicit 
confidence  and  one  who  was  able  and  faithful  in  the  direction 
of  all  community  affairs. 

It  may  be  added  that  during  all  the  years  in  which  he  served 
as  moderator,  or  as  selectman,  in  every  instance  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  board  were  his  close  relatives,  either  Morses,  Green- 
woods, Adamses,  Bullards  or  Masons,  which  will  permit  the 
conjecture  that  the  early  government  of  Dublin  was  quite  a 
"family  arrangement,"  endorsed,  however,  by  the  voters  at 
each  consecutive  election.

Twitchell  married,  in  Sherborn,  Feb.  2,  1766,  ALICE  WILL-

very  distinguished  New  England  lineage.  Her  father  died  in 
Sherborn  in  1756,  in  the  forty-fifth  year  of  his  age.  She  died  in 
1805  (119>  and  Capt.  Twitchell  married,  2nd,  on  Nov.  2,  1807,  the 
widow  of  Dr.  Young,  of  Peterborough.  He  died  in  Dublin,  Apr. 
16,  1820,  in  the  eightieth  year  of  his  age.

112  JOSEPH  TWITCHEL,  JR.  (Benjamin1,  Joseph2,  Jo- 
seph16, Joseph*7'),  son  of  Joseph  Twitchell  and  Deborah  (Fair- 
banks) Twitchell,  was  born  in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  Nov.  27,  1741. 
He  married  MARCY  HOLBROOK,  Nov.  13,  1766,  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  and  Sarah  (Sanger)  Holbrook,  of  Sherborn,  born  Oct. 
3,  1743.  (121> 

Upon  the  solicitation  of  his  father,  Captain  Joseph  Twit- 
chell, acting  as  agent  for  the  proprietors,  he  removed  to  "Mo- 
nadnock  No.  3  Township,"  afterwards  called  Dublin,  N.  H.,  in 
1761,  and  settled  on  Lot  9,  Range  3.  He  was  prominent  in  the 
early  affairs  of  the  settlement  and  served  on  committees  look- 
ing to  road  development  and  construction,  the  building  of  the 
meeting-house  and  in  the  employment  of  the  first  minister.  In 
the  organization  of  the  first  church,  he  served  on  a  committee 
with  Eli  Morse,  Moses  Adams  and  William  Greenwood  ' '  to  treat 
with  Mr.  Farrar" — Rev.  Joseph  Farrar — the  first  minister  of 
the  settlement.     This  was  in  1771.     He  was  a  patriot  and  his

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name  appears  on  the  " Declaration"  in  support  of  the  ^Re- 
solves" of  the  Continental  Congress,  and  with  all  the  others  was 
active  in  support  of  the  revolutionary  forces. 

He  was  also  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812,  and  marched  with 
an  expedition  to  Portsmouth.  Public  sentiment  in  Dublin  was 
very  much  opposed  to  the  second  war  with  Great  Britain.  (122) 

The  experiences  of  this  community,  made  up  almost  entire- 
ly of  the  descendants  of  Puritans,  with  their  first  minister,  Rev. 
Joseph  Farrar,  are  very  entertaining.  From  what  is  known  of 
his  ministry,  he  was  considered  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary 
talents  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  minis- 
terial office.  But,  after  a  few  years,  his  health  became  poor  and 
he  began  to  entertain  strange  fancies.  He  imagined  that  he  had 
persons  in  his  flock,  certain  women  in  particular,  who  were  plot- 
ting against  him,  or  striving  by  improper  means  to  monopolize 
his  favorable  regard.  To  guard  against  these,  he  erected  a 
small  house  on  his  lot  of  land,  and  for  a  time  lived  there  practi- 
cally a  hermit.  His  mind,  however,  became  so  impressed  with 
the  reality  of  his  imaginings  that  he  introduced  the  subject  into 
his  public  praying  on  the  Sabbath,  in  language  and  by  references 
which  were  pointed  and  unmistakable.  This  could  not  be  borne 
without  remonstrance  from  some  of  his  people,  and  the  dissatis- 
faction soon  became  general.  Several  town  meetings  were  held, 
and  the  church  took  up  the  subject,  and,  at  a  meeting  in  1775, 
with  Deacon  Eli  Morse  as  moderator,  it  was  voted  to  call  a  coun- 
cil of  the  churches  to  hear  the  difficulties  existing  in  the  church, 
and  the  ministers  summoned  with  others  were  from  the  churches 
of  Sherborn,  Swanzey,  New  Ipswich,  Fitzwilliam  and  Temple. 
A  committee,  made  up  entirely  of  men  who  were  related  by  blood 
or  marriage,  Deacon  Eli  Morse,  Deacon  Benjamin  Learned, 
Joseph  Greenwood,  William  Greenwood  and  Joseph  Twitchell, 
was  named  to  "send  letters  missive  to  these  churches,  to  provide 
entertainment  for  the  council  and  to  lay  their  difficulties  before 
the  council."  Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Stephen  Farrar,  of  New 
Ipswich,  acting  as  moderator,  and  "after  solemn  and  fervent 
prayer  to  the  Father  of  Lights  and  Head  of  all  gracious  in- 
fluences for  light  and  direction,"  the  council  "took  into  serious 
consideration  the  unhappy  uneasiness  existing  between  the  rev- 
erend pastor  and  his  flock,  and,  after  a  full  hearing  and  careful 
examination,"  resolved:  "That  the  Rev.  Mr.  Farrar  has  given 
the  church  real  cause  for  uneasiness ;  but  it  had  proceeded  from 
bodily  disorders  which  have  greatly  affected  his  mind,  and  not

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from  any  moral  cause."  In  short,  lie  was  crazy.  It  was  also 
concluded  "that  although  the  brethren  of  the  church  may  not, 
in  this  time  of  difficulty  and  temptation  in  the  particular  instance 
of  calling  this  council,  have  acted  with  so  much  prudence  and 
caution  as  we  could  have  wished;  yet,  it  is  our  opinion  that, 
making  proper  allowances  for  infirmities  and  temptations,  and 
duly  exercising  Christian  charity,  there  is  nothing  but  what  may 
be  mutually  overlooked  and  forgiven  both  by  the  pastor  and  his 
people."  In  conclusion,  with  an  admonition  to  Rev.  Farrar 
that  he  consult  a  doctor,  it  was  further  resolved  that  "Although 
under  present  circumstances  we  cannot  think  it  would  be  either 
for  the  Glory  of  God  or  for  the  comfort  and  edification  either 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Farrar  or  the  people  of  God  in  this  place  for  him 
to  proceed  in  his  administration  unto  them  at  present ;  yet,  con- 
sidering the  sacredness  and  importance  of  the  relation  between 
a  minister  of  Christ  and  his  people,  we  cannot  think  that  the 
relation  ought  ever  to  be  rashly  and  hastily  dissolved ;  and  con- 
sidering the  cause  from  which  we  apprehend  the  uneasiness  has 
arisen,  we  cannot  but  hope  that  by  the  blessing  of  God  in  the 
proper  use  of  medicines,  Mr.  Farrar  may  be  restored  to  health 
and  usefulness  and  he  and  this  people  be  mutually  happy  in 
their  present  relation."  (123) 

Joseph  Twitchell,  Jr.,  died  and  his  remains  rest  in  the  cem- 
etery at  Dublin.

He  married  MARTHA  MASON  in  Dublin,  N.  H.,  two  years 
subsequent  to  his  removal  to  that  place  in  1764.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Moses  Mason,  Sr. 

Eleazar  Twitchell  first  settled  in  Dublin  on  what  is  known 
as  the  "Yeardly  Place,"  and  afterward  on  the  "Scripture 
Place,"  in  Nelson.  Here  he  remained  until  1780,  when  he  removed 
with  his  family  to  Bethel,  Me.,  where,  as  the  agent  of  his  father, 
Captain  Joseph  Twitchell,  and  for  himself,  he  built  mills.  He 
owned  the  land  where  the  village  of  Bethel  Hill  now  stands,  and 
gave  to  the  town  its  Commons.    He  died  June  23,  1819.  (127) 

At  the  period  of  his  settling  in  Bethel,  the  wilderness  teemed 
with  Indians,  many  of  whom  were  hostile  to  the  settlers  and  to 
the  cause  of  the  Colonies,  then  struggling  for  independence. 
This  rendered  the  situation  of  Eleazar  Twitchell  and  his  com- 
panions peculiarly  dangerous  and  required  great  caution  and 
forbearance  on  their  part.  He  was  captured  by  the  Indians 
while  at  the  house  of  one  of  his  neighbors,  Captain  Clark,  on  an 
afternoon  when  he  happened  to  be  visiting  there.  Quite  a  num- 
ber of  Indians  came  suddenly  upon  the  house,  entered,  took 
Clark  and  Twitchell  captive,  bound  their  hands  behind  them  and 
set  one  of  their  number  as  guard,  while  the  others  went  into  the 
cellar  to  regale  themselves  with  the  contents  of  a  barrel  of  rum. 
Having  partaken  very  freely,  they  called  to  the  guard  to  come 
and  take  his  turn.  Mr.  Twitchell,  in  anticipation  of  what  might 
happen,  had  prepared  himself  for  escape,  and  at  the  moment 
the  guard  left  him,  sprang  out  of  the  house,  ran  a  short  distance, 
jumped  over  a  brush  fence  and  curled  down.  In  a  few  moments 
he  heard  the  Indians  give  the  alarm  that  he  had  made  his  escape. 
They  ran  to  the  woods  in  search,  mistaking  the  noise  of  some 
cattle  in  the  brush  for  their  captive.  He  embraced  the  oppor- 
tunity to  run  into  an  adjacent  cornfield,  where  he  secreted  him-

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self  for  the  night,  and  in  the  morning  found,  only  a  few  rods 
from  himself,  Mrs.  Clark,  who,  on  the  approach  of  the  Indians, 
had  fled  there  for  safety,  neither  having  been  aware  of  the  pres- 
ence of  the  other.  Captain  Clark  was  carried  off  to  Canada. 
Jonas  Clark,  of  Dublin,  while  in  Canada,  became  acquainted 
with  the  Indian  who  took  him  and  received  from  him  an  account 
of  the  adventure.  With  this  exception,  Eleazar  Twitchell  lived 
at  peace  with  his  Indian  neighbors.  (128) 

Martha  Mason  Twitchell  was  born  May  28,  1751.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Moses  Mason,  Sr.,  of  Dublin,  whose  wife  was 
Lydia  Knap,  daughter  of  Jesse  Knap,  of  Boston,  Mass.  Her 
father  was  the  great-grandson  of  Captain  Hugh  Mason,  who, 
with  his  wife,  Esther,  came  to  America  in  1634,  and  settled  at 
Watertown,  Mass.  He  was  a  tanner  by  trade,  and  was  much 
employed  in  town  affairs.  He  was  a  captain  of  colonial  militia 
in  1653,  representative  in  the  General  Court  for  ten  years,  and 
died,  Oct.  10, 1678,  in  his  seventy-third  year.  His  wife  died  May 
21, 1692,  aged  eighty-two  years. 

As  noted  elsewhere,  although  it  was  Captain  Joseph  Twit- 
chell, father  of  Eleazar,  who  first  built  the  mills  at  Bethel,  it  was 
in  1779  that  the  elder  Twitchell  persuaded  the  son,  then  living 
in  Dublin,  to  move  with  his  family  to  Bethel  and  take  charge  of 
the  property.  Accordingly,  Eleazar  Twitchell,  his  wife  and  his 
wife's  sister,  Betsey  Mason,  five  children  and  six  men,  employes 
of  Eleazar,  viz :  John  Grover,  Jeremiah  Andrews,  Gideon  Paul, 
Silas  Powers,  and  a  man  named  Fisk,  left  Dublin  and  came  as 
far  as  Fryeburg,  Me.,  in  the  winter  of  1780,  and  in  the  following 
spring  reached  ' '  Sudbury-Canada, "  as  the  place  was  called. 
Captain  Eleazar  sent  his  men  through  the  woods  from  Frye- 
burg to  Sudbury  to  beat  a  path  through  the  snow,  using  snow- 
shoes.  Returning  to  Fryeburg,  with  their  baggage  packed  on 
hand-sleds,  they  started  for  Bethel,  the  women  following  in  the 
rear.  On  arrival,  they  occupied  the  house  which  had  been  built 
by  Captain  Joseph  Twitchell  on  an  island  near  the  gristmill. 
This  mill  was  put  in  order  by  suitable  repairs,  and  Eleazar,  who 
was  a  famous  hunter  and  scout,  killed  moose  on  the  neighboring 
hills,  which  served  the  settlers  as  meat.  Four  years  after  Cap- 
tain Eleazar  had  located  at  this  point,  a  great  rise  occurred  in 
the  Androscoggin  river.  His  house,  on  the  island,  was  sur- 
rounded by  water  and  he,  with  his  family,  escaped  on  a  raft. 

These  pioneers  were  never  discouraged,  although  the  coun- 
try was  a  wilderness.     Their  most  frequent  visitors  were  the

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Indians,  who  still  hunted  over  this  region  and  claimed  it  as  their 
own.  There  were  no  roads;  spotted  trees  served  as  guide- 
boards,  and  yet  to  them  there  were  what  they  deemed  luxuries. 
In  the  spring  months  they  made  maple  syrup  and  sugar;  the 
new  farms  produced  marvelous  crops.  A  local  historian  has 
described  their  mode  of  living :  (129) 

' '  Breakfast  was  had  by  candle-light  in  winter,  so  the  men  could 
go  to  the  woods  by  daylight ;  dinner  was  had  at  twelve  o  'clock,  and 
was  summoned  and  announced  by  the  dinner-horn  or  by  a  halloa 
from  the  mother  of  the  family;  supper,  in  the  evening,  by  candle- 
light. 

"The  evenings,  in  autumn  and  winter,  were  largely  spent  by 
the  men  in  husking  and  shelling  corn,  making  shoes,  baskets,  axe- 
handles,  and  occasionally  ox-yokes.  The  women  worked  even  later 
at  night  than  the  men.  Sometimes  twelve  or  one  o'clock  would 
find  the  mother  busy  with  her  needle,  preparing  for  the  wants  of 
the  family.  The  'hired  men'  were  out  of  bed  by  daylight  in  summer 
and  worked  until  dark,  with  time  only  for  meals,  and,  if  a  young 
man,  he  was  expected  to  show  how  fast  he  could  work." 

Marvelous  stories  have  come  down  to  us  from  our  great- 
grandparents  as  to  how  much  a  man  could  do  in  a  single  day. 
In  those  days  it  was  the  best  man  in  town  who  could  receive  ten 
dollars  a  month  for  his  pay.  For  amusements,  they  had  apple- 
parings,  huskings,  raisings  and  quilting-bees.  Cider  and  apples 
were  the  refreshments  for  evening  company.  The  family  kitchen 
was  the  common  reception  room  for  everything.  The  old  musket 
which  had  served  in  the  Revolution,  and  in  the  Indian  Wars, 
hung  on  a  beam  near  the  fire-place.  Evening  visits  in  the  winter 
time  were  common,  and  a  bowl  of  apples  and  a  mug  of  cider  were 
always  in  evidence ;  and  their  talk  was  of  pirates  and  witches,  or 
of  personal  adventures  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  or  of  some 
problem  or  subject  in  theology.  Today,  we  smile  at  these  things, 
but  they  were  entirely  in  vogue  in  those  times.  (13°) 

As  stated,  Captain  Eleazar  was  the  founder  of  Bethel  Hill. 
He  built  a  very  large  house,  which,  up  to  1797,  was  known  as 
"the  castle."    This  stood  on  what  is  today  the  Commons. 

From  the  Captain's  account  book,  we  secure  a  very  fair 
estimate  of  the  habits  of  some  of  the  people  in  those  days :

In  1799,  the  first  regular  store  in  the  settlement  was  opened, 
although  Captain  Eleazar  Twitchell,  and  his  brother,  Eli,  kept 
some  goods  for  the  accommodation  of  the  people.  In  1833,  Cap- 
tain Eleazar  sold  his  " castle"  to  Jedediah  Burbank,  who  erected 
a  modern  hotel.  His  daughter  married  Nathan  F.  Twitchell. 
Mr.  Burbank  died  in  1860. 

The  first  Congregational  church  was  organized  by  Eleazar 
Twitchell  and  his  relatives  at  Bethel,  Oct.  7,  1799,  those  consti- 
tuting the  organization  consisting  of  Eleazar  Twitchell,  Ezra 
Twitchell,  Joseph  Greenwood,  James  Grover,  Zela  Holt,  Asa 
Kimball,  Benjamin  Russell,  Sarah  Greenwood,  Susanna  Twit- 
chell, Mary  Greenwood  and  Mary  Eussell,  and  of  this  organiza- 
tion, Ezra  Twitchell  was  chosen  one  of  the  deacons. 

The  black  bear  was  one  of  the  greatest  pests  of  the  early 
settlers.  This  animal  destroyed  much  of  the  corn  when  it  was 
"in  the  milk,"  and  later  was  a  terror  to  the  flocks  of  sheep.  The 
story  is  related  that  Captain  Eleazar  once  placed  a  tub  contain- 
ing new  rum  and  molasses  in  his  corn  field,  and,  going  out  early 
in  the  morning,  found  his  bear  in  a  state  of  beastly  intoxication, 
not  waking  up  to  his  predicament  until  he  had  been  securely 
chained. 

Mrs.  Twitchell  was  a  famous  cook.  Once,  the  Rev.  Caleb 
Bradley  preached  for  a  short  time  in  Bethel.  He  also  taught 
school  in  the  settlement  until  1798.  In  that  year  he  preached 
a  "Thanksgiving  sermon,"  the  first  of  the  kind  ever  delivered 
in  the  town.  In  the  evening  of  that  day,  Rev.  Bradley  and  Dr. 
Brickett  spent  the  evening  at  Eleazar  Twitchell 's.  They  were 
invited  to  go  down  cellar  to  see  the  "arch"  where  Mrs.  Twit- 
chell had  some  mince  pies.  Mr.  Bradley  succeeded  in  cleverly 
purloining  one  of  the  pies  and  secreted  it  in  his  overcoat  pocket. 
When  supper  was  served,  there  was  a  general  laudation  of  Mrs. 
Twitchell 's  pies,  when  Mr.  Bradley  declared  that  he  could 
furnish  a  better  one  than  any  on  the  table.  The  challenge  was 
accepted,  but,  looking  for  his  pie,  what  was  his  surprise  when

he  found  a  choice  collection  of  dinner  turkey  bones  in  its  place. 
Mrs.  Twitchell  had  cleverly  outwitted  the  parson. 

In  addition  to  running  the  grist-mill  and  the  lumber  mill, 
Captain  Twitchell  owned  and  operated  a  wool-carding  and 
cloth-pressing  mill. 

The  fortress  or  garrison  of  this  settlement,  built  as  a  pro- 
tection against  the  Indians  shortly  after  the  close  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  adjoined  Captain  Eleazar  TwitchelPs  house  on  the 
island  before  mentioned.  Mrs.  Martha  Rowe,  wife  of  Ephraim 
Rowe  and  daughter  of  Captain  Eleazar  Twitchell,  who  lived  to 
a  great  age,  stated  before  her  death,  that  her  father's  house  was 
on  an  island  and  consisted  of  two  rooms,  and  that  the  garrison 
was  built  against  one  end  of  the  house.  It  was  a  breastwork, 
made  of  hewn  timbers,  with  portholes,  and  of  such  a  height  as 
to  prevent  a  man  climbing  upon  it.  Inside  of  these  walls  were 
the  cabins  of  the  soldiers,  the  officers  occupying  one  of  the  rooms 
in  Captain  TwitchelPs  house.  The  cost  of  the  construction  of 
this  fortress  of  which  Captain  Twitchell  was  the  commander 
is  found  in  the  Historical  Introduction  to  this  work.  The  follow- 
ing is  the  roll  of  the  first  company  which  occupied  this  fort :

These  men  received  pay  from  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Moses  Mason,  father  of  Martha  Mason  Twitchell,  was  the 
youngest  son  of  Daniel  Mason,  who  removed  from  Newton  to 
Sherborn,  Mass.,  in  1757.  Ten  years  later  he  sold  his  lands  in 
Sherborn  and  removed  to  Dublin,  settling  on  Lot  10,  Range  1. 
He  died  Oct.  1,  1775.  His  widow  removed  with  the  family  to 
Bethel  in  1798,  where  she  died,  July  2,  1802,  aged  seventy-three 
years. 

Martha  Mason  was  born  in  Newton.  Her  younger  brother, 
Moses,  born  Apr.  26,  1757,  served  in  the  Revolutionary  Army 
and  fought  under  General  Stark  in  the  battle  of  Bennington. 
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The  day  after  the  battle  he  picked,  up  a  beautiful  sword  and  a 
powder-horn  which  he  brought  with  him  to  Bethel,  which  are 
still  preserved  in  the  family.  An  incident  in  the  battle  was 
related  by  him.  While  they  were  pressing  upon  the  enemy  in 
retreat,  his  comrade,  Absalom  Farwell,  who  had  served  as  boat- 
swain on  a  man-of-war,  threw  his  gun  with  the  bayonet  forward, 
which  stuck  into  the  back  of  a  retreating  soldier  and  bent  for- 
ward over  his  head.  The  gun  is  also  in  the  possession  of  a 
member  of  the  family.  His  son,  Moses  Mason,  born  June  2, 
1789,  was  a  physician  and  surgeon  at  Bethel,  and  represented 
the  district  in  the  23rd  and  24th  congresses — 1829-37. 

Martha  Mason  was  a  very  notable  woman,  in  every  way 
qualified  to  counsel,  aid  and  encourage  her  husband  in  all  the 
trying  scenes  and  experiences  of  pioneer  life.  It  is  said  that 
"her  generosity,  kindness  and  affability  secured  the  esteem  and 
friendship  of  her  Indian  neighbors  and  contributed  much  to  the 
good  understanding  between  the  struggling  settlement  and  those 
with  whom  they  mingled. ' ' 

Captain  Eleazar  Twitchell  gave  the  "Commons"  to  the 
West  Parish  of  Bethel  on  condition  that  the  parish  should  clear 
the  land  and  build  a  church  edifice  upon  it.  The  land  was  cleared 
and  the  meeting-house  lot  staked  out,  and  a  portion  of  the  lumber 
hauled  for  its  construction,  while  subscriptions  were  solicited 
to  aid  in  the  building.  At  the  same  time,  Captain  Eli  Twitchell 
was  making  an  effort  to  have  the  meeting-house  built  on  the 
banks  of  the  river  near  the  ferry  and  between  that  and  the  mouth 
of  Mill  Brook.  Both  sides  made  a  sharp  canvass  and  there  was 
the  usual  excitement  attending  it.  Parties  living  on  the  north 
side  of  the  river  were  particularly  anxious  to  have  the  meeting- 
house nearer  to  them  than  at  the  common,  and  they  were  suc- 
cessful. Years  afterward,  nearly  half  a  century,  when  the  old 
church  was  dismantled  and  a  new  one  built  on  the  Hill,  there 
was  the  same  feeling,  and  a  second  church  was  organized  on  the 
north  side.  Captain  Eleazar  Twitchell,  being  much  dissatisfied 
over  the  course  pursued,  fenced  the  common  into  a  field  and 
raised  wheat  and  potatoes  for  several  years.  The  Captain  de- 
signed it  not  only  as  a  location  for  the  church  but  also  as  a  place 
for  regimental  parades,  and  after  a  few  years,  still  desirous 
that  there  should  be  a  common,  removed  the  fences.  As  he  had 
given  no  deed  to  the  land,  after  his  death,  his  heirs,  Joseph  Twit- 
chell and  Jacob  Ellingwood,  all  honor  to  them,  generously 
deeded  the  land  to  the  parish  on  condition  that  the  stumps  and 
rocks  should  be  removed.    This  was  done  in  1829  and  the  rocks 
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on  the  common  and  on  what  is  now  Broad  street  were  removed 
so  that  a  regiment  could  and  frequently  did  parade  up  the  street 
and  march  down  to  the  commons.  (131) 

Captain  Twitchell  was  generous  in  his  impulses  and  many 
poor  families  who  came  into  the  town  received  assistance  from 
him  until  they  could  get  well  started.  When  new  families  were 
coming,  he  would  send  a  team  to  meet  them  and  help  them  along, 
and  opened  his  house  to  them  until  they  could  get  into  their  own 
quarters.  He  did  a  large  business  in  farming  and  lumbering 
and  employed  much  help.  In  the  winter  he  cut  the  large  white 
pine  trees  growing  in  the  bottom  lands  on  both  sides  of  the 
Androscoggin  and,  cutting  them  into  suitable  lengths,  hauled 
them  on  the  river  when  covered  with  ice.  After  the  ice  broke 
in  the  spring,  the  logs  were  driven  to  Brunswick  and  sold  to 
dealers  there,  who  had  them  converted  into  boards  and  planks 
which  they  shipped  to  the  West  Indies  and  to  other  foreign 
markets.  The  pay  was  part  cash  and  part  West  India  goods, 
including  molasses,  sugar  and  rum.  About  two  cuts  were  usually 
taken  from  each  log,  just  so  much  as  was  free  from  knots,  and 
the  remainder  was  allowed  to  rot  on  the  ground.  The  price 
paid,  landed  upon  the  river,  was  from  two  to  three  dollars  per 
thousand  feet. 

Captain  Twitchell  not  only  cut  timber  on  his  own  land,  but 
he  purchased  large  quantities  cut  by  others  and  had  it  driven 
to  Brunswick  with  his  own.  He  paid  for  the  timber  bought  from 
the  settlers  largely  in  goods  which  he  hauled  from  Brunswick 
and  which  he  disposed  of  from  his  own  house.  West  India  rum 
was  the  leading  article  in  his  trade  with  the  settlers  and  each 
family  consumed  more  or  less  of  it. 

After  failing  to  obtain  a  grant  of  a  portion  of  the  town  of 
Greenwood,  Captain  Twitchell  and  an  associate  purchased  quite 
a  large  part  of  it,  but  it  proved  a  losing  investment. 

A  copy  of  Captain  Twitchell's  will  is  in  existence,  a  very 
interesting  document.  It  is  in  the  possession,  or  was,  of  Leonard 
B.  Chapman,  an  historical  writer,  in  Maine.  He  died,  accord- 
ing to  the  grave-stone  record,  June  23,  1818,  aged  seventy-four 
years.  His  widow  lived  to  be  eighty-seven  years  and  ten  months, 
departing  this  life  July  8,  1839.

115  EZRA  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Joseph2,  Joseph19, 
Joseph™),  son  of  Joseph  Twitchell  and  Deborah  (Fairbanks) 
Twitchell  was  born  in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  June  23,  1746.  (133) 

He  married  SUSANNA  RICE,  of  Framingham,  Mass., 
where  he  lived  subsequent  to  his  marriage  and  prior  to  his 
removal  to  Dublin,  N.  H.,  in  1768.  Their  first  three  children, 
and  possibly  four  children,  were  born  in  Sherborn  and  died  in 
Framingham,  of  diphtheria.  They  resided  on  Lot  12,  Eange  9, 
while  in  Dublin. 

With  his  brother  and  their  families,  he  removed  to  Bethel, 
Me.,  where  he  helped  organize  the  First  Congregational  church, 
of  which  he  was  one  of  the  deacons  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
The  oldest  children  are  buried  in  Framingham.  So  stupefied 
were  the  parents  at  the  terrible  stroke,  all  four  dying  in  two 
days,  that  they  could  not  shed  a  tear  at  the  time. 

Ezra  Twitchell  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  Army; 
he  served  in  Captain  Nathan  Watkins'  company,  Colonel  Ed- 
mund Phinney's  18th  Massachusetts  Regiment;  was  at  Rutland, 
Vt.,  Aug.  26,  1776,  and-  at  Lake  George  during  the  remainder 
of  that  year.  He  was  in  the  battle  of  Saratoga  and  several 
other  important  engagements.  He  was  promoted  successively 
Sergeant  and  1st  Lieutenant.  (134)

Along  with 
his  brothers,  he  removed  to  Dublin,  N.  H.,  and  settled  on  what 
was  known  as  the  " Captain  Joseph  Howard  Place,"  his  home 
being  where  the  "old  curry-shop"  stood.  (136) 

At  the  call  to  arms,  in  1775,  he  returned  to  Sherborn, 
responded  to  the  alarm  of  April  19,  1775;  later  entered  the 
Revolutionary  Army,  participated  in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill 
and  served  at  the  siege  of  Boston.  After  the  war,  he  returned 
to  Dublin  and  settled  on  his  place  in  Harrisville,  which  was 
partly  in  Nelson  and  partly  in  Dublin,  on  Lot  13,  Range  10.  It 
was  first  settled  by  him  in  1774.  Here  he  built  a  grist-mill  and 
also  a  saw-mill,  both  under  the  same  roof.  Later  the  building 
was  destroyed  by  fire,  but  the  exact  date  is  unknown.  It  was  soon 
re-built.  A  machine  for  carding  wool  was  set  up  in  the  grist- 
mill by  him,  the  second  one  installed  in  the  United  States.  He 
had  a  partner  named  Bethuel  Harris,  from  whom  Harrisville 
received  its  name.    The  firm  combined  the  business  of  carding

At  the  call  to  arms,  he  served  as  a  private  in  Captain  Henry 
Lealand's  company,  Col.  Samuel  Bullard's  regiment,  and 
marched  on  the  alarm  of  April  19,  1775.  He  was  at  the  battle 
of  Bunker  Hill,  in  Col.  Brewer's  regiment,  where  he  fought 
with  his  company  ' '  on  the  diagonal  line  between  the  breastwork 
and  the  rail  fence."  On  Jan.  1,  1776,  he  enlisted  in  Captain 
Aaron  Haynes'  company,  Colonel  Asa  Whitcomb's  regiment. 
He  died  and  was  buried  on  the  battlefield  of  Ticonderoga.  He 
was  unmarried.

He  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and,  like  hundreds  of  others 
living  in  the  neighborhood,  responded  to  the  call  of  April  19, 
1775,  and  marched  and  participated  in  several  engagements 
until  shortly  prior  to  1782.  During  his  service  in  the  army,  by 
carrying  a  very  heavy  gun,  he  contracted  an  incurable  disease 
of  the  bone  of  the  arm,  a  portion  of  which  was  finally  removed. 
On  account  of  this  infirmity,  he  was  unfitted  for  service  or  for 
severe  physical  labor.  He  was  honorably  discharged  on  account 
of  disability.  In  1782,  he  removed  to  Bethel  Me.,  where  his 
brother,  Captain  Eleazar  Twitchell,  represented  his  father  in 
lands  which  were  under  the  proprietorship  of  his  father,  Joseph 
Twitchell.  The  country  round  about  was  still  infested  with 
Indians,  nearly  all  of  whom  had  been  or  were  allies  of  the 
British. 

Captain  Eli  Twitchell  was  a  man  of  great  mechanical  skill, 
and  the  needs  of  the  frontier  settlement  gave  abundant  oppor- 
tunity for  its  exercise.  He  acted  as  blacksmith,  carpenter, 
cooper,  watch  and  clock-maker,  and  manufactured  all  of  his 
own  tools  and  every  article  required  by  the  farmer,  mechanic  or 
tradesman.  There  are  still  preserved  in  the  family  many  relics 
of  his  workmanship,  among  which  are  a  compass  and  chain. 

Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  Bethel,  he  began  operations  on 
the  farm  afterward  owned  by  his  grandson,  Curatio  Bartlett. 
He  came  on  foot  to  Bethel,  in  the  winter,  and  was  so  chilled  and 
exhausted  that  he  was  compelled  to  crawl  on  his  hands  and

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knees  for  the  last  two  miles  before  reaching  the  house  of  his 
brother,  Eleazar. 

He  built  a  comfortable  farm-house  on  the  borders  of  the 
"intervale"  below  Mr.  Bartlett's  house.  He  kept  bachelor's 
fare  for  some  time,  although  it  is  said  that  the  young  ladies  of 
the  day  were  fond  of  visiting  him  every  week  and  cooking  a 
supply  of  food  for  him,  and  receiving  in  return  some  of  the  West 
Indian  goods  which  he  kept  for  sale.  He  was  the  first  person 
in  Bethel  to  deal  in  this  class  of  merchandise.  He  made  guns 
and  repaired  watches  and  jewelry,  the  Indians  from  Canada 
visiting  him  for  the  purchase  and  repair  of  articles  of  this  sort. 
It  is  said  that  during  a  great  freshet  in  1785,  he  stepped  from 
his  door  into  a  boat  and  went  over  the  spot  where  the  Ayers 
Mason  house  stands. 

At  the  organization  of  the  town,  he  was  chosen  captain  of 
the  militia.  He  built  a  large  house  on  the  spot  where  Mr.  Bart- 
lett's residence  now  stands,  which  was  burned  in  later  years. (144) 

Rev.  Abner  Morse  says  that  he  was  wounded  in  the  battle 
of  Bunker  Hill.  He  became  a  member  of  the  first  Court  of  Ses- 
sions of  Oxford  County,  and  represented  Bethel  in  the  House 
and  Oxford  County  in  the  state  senate.  He  was  of  a  kind,  gen- 
erous, charitable  and  forgiving  spirit;  a  man  of  daily  prayer, 
an  efficient  supporter  of  an  evangelical  ministry,  and  one  of  the 
pioneers  in  the  cause  of  temperance.  He  inherited  a  strong 
constitution,  which,  by  regular  industry  and  strict  temperance, 
he  preserved  to  the  age  of  almost  eighty-seven  years.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  county  and  state  offices  which  he  held,  he  also  served 
as  treasurer,  clerk  and  selectman,  and,  among  other  vocations, 
did  service  as  a  land  surveyor.    He  died  in  November,  1845. 

He  married,  in  1785,  RHODA  LELAND,  born  May  13, 1758, 
daughter  of  William  and  Jemima  (Daniels)  Leland;  granddaugh-

123  PETER  TWITCHELL  (Benjamin1,  Joseph2,  Joseph16, 
Joseph55),  son  of  Joseph  Twitchell  and  Deborah  (Fairbanks) 
Twitchell,  was  born  in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  July  13,  1761.  (147) 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  visited  Bethel,  Me.,  having  just 
served  an  enlistment  in  the  Revolutionary  Army,  in  Capt.  John 
Homes'  company,  Col.  Jonathan  Read's  regiment,  which  was 
stationed  during  the  summer  of  1778  around  Cambridge.  After 
his  visit  to  Bethel,  he  re-enlisted  and  was  in  the  service  several 
years.  He  again  visited  the  town  in  1782.  He  was  a  man  of 
uncommon  strength.  He  was  accustomed  to  relate  an  anecdote 
of  his  second  visit.  There  was  a  man  at  his  brother  Eleazar's 
who  boasted  of  his  skill  and  prowess  as  a  wrestler.  Captain 
Twitchell  told  him  that  he  could  throw  him  over  a  house.  The 
man  rather  jeered  him,  when  the  Captain  grappling  with  him, 
seized  him  around  the  waist,  and  running  up  the  shed  roof  of 
his  brother's  house,  was  about  to  throw  him  over,  when  he  cried 
"Enough." 

In  the  year  1784,  he  returned  to  Bethel  and  began  clearing 
land  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  on  the  farm  afterward  occu- 
pied by  Alphin  Twitchell.  He  cleared  several  acres  of  ".inter- 
vale" and  the  next  year  secured  a  "burn"  and  sowed  it  with 
winter  rye,  but  the  great  freshet  that  year  carried  its  drift  upon 
the  land  in  such  immense  quantities  that  he  lost  one-half  of  his 
ground  that  year,  but  the  remainder  bore  a  prodigious  crop. 

About  this  time,  and  owing  to  his  father's  age,  being  the 
youngest  son,  he  returned  to  Sherborn  and  assumed  charge  of

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the  old  homestead.  He  married,  May  8,  1783,  SARAH  BUL- 
LARD,  who  died  Sept,  20,  1791.  (i*8> 

He  married,  second,  AMY  PERRY,  daughter  of  Edward 
West  Perry,  born  Jan.  10,  1774,  the  ceremony  occurring  June 
10,  1793.  He  had  eight  children,  three  by  his  first  wife,  and  five 
by  the  second,  all  of  whom  settled  in  Bethel,  except  the  two 
eldest,  who  died  in  infancy. 

Captain  Twitchell  kept  a  tavern  in  Natick,  a  business  in 
those  days  of  no  small  importance.  He  was  assessor  of  the  town 
at  the  time  the  Federal  currency  was  introduced  and  had  quite 
a  task  in  teaching  the  taxpayers  how  to  reckon  in  dollars  and 
cents  instead  of  pounds,  shillings  and  pence. 

In  addition  to  his  three  enlistments  in  the  Revolutionary 
armies,  two  of  which  were  before  he  was  seventeen  years  of  age, 
he  served  under  General  Lincoln  and  marched  to  quell  the  re- 
bellion begun  by  Daniel  Shays  in  western  Massachusetts  after 
the  Revolution.  He  was  chosen  captain  of  the  Sherborn  militia 
and  did  military  honors  on  the  death  of  General  Washington. 

In  the  spring  of  1810,  he  again  came  to  Bethel  and  com- 
menced a  farm  on  the  flat  on  Pleasant  river,  at  the  place  occupied 
by  his  son,  Colonel  Eli  Twitchell.  In  1816,  he  made  public  pro- 
fession of  religion  and  united  with  the  Congregational  church 
of  Bethel,  and,  until  his  death,  was  a  constant  member.  For 
thirty-five  years  of  his  life,  he  was  a  vegetarian.  Meat,  tea  and 
coffee  were  forbidden  articles  of  diet  and  to  this  habit  he  attrib- 
uted his  long  life.  When  over  ninety  years  of  age,  he  walked 
four  miles  to  church,  standing  in  front  of  the  desk,  leaning  on 
his  long  cane  during  the  prayers  and  sermons  at  both  parts  of 
the  day,  and  then  walked  home  after  service.  This  he  did 
through  choice  of  exercise,  a  practice  which  he  was  accustomed 
to  follow  until  a  short  time  before  he  passed  away. 

Captain  Twitchell  was  a  man  of  strong  intellectuality  and 
of  reflective  and  philosophic  turn  of  mind.  He  prepared  a  man- 
uscript on  natural  philosophy.  A  favorite  problem,  which  he 
would  propose  to  every  educated  man  whom  he  met,  and  which 
he  seemed  to  meditate  upon  much  of  his  time,  was  what  he  used 
to  call  his  philosophical  riddle,  which  was :  The  earth  and  the 
moon  travel  around  the  sun ;  if  they  travel  one  way  every  time 
they  go  around  the  sun  there  will  be  one  day  more  than  the  earth 
revolves  on  its  axis,  and  one  more  than  the  moon  travels  around 
the  earth.  If  they  travel  the  other  way,  the  earth  will  revolve 
on  its  axis  once  more  than  we  have  days,  and  the  moon  will

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travel  around  the  earth  once  more  than  we  have  moons.  Query : 
Which  way  should  they  travel  to  have  the  extra  day  and  extra 
moon? 

It  gratified  him  very  much  to  have  anyone  acknowledge  that 
he  could  not  solve  the  riddle. 

He  drew  a  small  pension  from  the  government.  He  received 
an  injury  by  being  struck  with  a  carriage  while  out  on  one  of 
his  daily  walks,  and  died  Nov.  18,  1854,  aged  ninety-four  years 
and  five  months.

With  his  father's  family,  he  removed  to  Westborough, 
Mass.,  where  he  was  living  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary 
War.  On  the  alarm  of  April  19,  1775,  when  twenty-four  years 
of  age,  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Captain  Seth  Morse's  company 
of  militia,  in  Colonel  Ward's  regiment.  His  record  also  shows 
that  he  served  in  Captain  Moses  Wheelock's  company,  in  the 
same  regiment.  His  first  enlistment  is  dated  Apr.  24,  1775, 
serving  three  months  and  fifteen  days.  His  name  also  appears 
in  the  "Descriptive  List"  of  men  raised  in  Worcester  County 
for  the  term  of  nine  months,  "from  the  time  of  their  arrival  at 
Fishkill";  Captain  Brigham's  company,  Colonel  Cushing's  regi- 
ment. His  age  is  given  at  twenty-four  years ;  stature,  five  feet 
five  inches,  with  light  complexion.  With  the  command,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  Fishkill,  June  7, 1778,  and  served  during  the  remainder 
of  the  war.  It  is  stated  by  his  descendants  that  he  was  at  the 
battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  of  which  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt. 

His  brother,  Thomas  Twitchell,  also  served  in  the  war  and 
was  a  private  soldier  in  the  same  company,  commanded  by 
Captain  Seth  Morse.

They  passed  two  seasons  in  Middlebury,  where  he  concluded 
to  abandon  his  vocation  of  saddler  and,  with  his  family,  removed 
to  Weybridge,  Vt.,  in  1793-4,  where  he  engaged  in  farming  and 
1  'worked  a  potash. ' '  Almost  at  the  outset  of  his  farming  career, 
he  was  injured  in  the  woods  by  the  fall  of  a  huge  elm  limb 
athwart  the  left  side  of  his  head,  which  injured  the  skull,  de- 
stroyed one  eye,  suspended  speech  for  six  weeks,  broke  the  force 
of  his  health,  and  partially  crushed  his  enterprising  spirit. 
After  this  accident,  three  children  were  born  to  them,  but  he 
was  less  prosperous,  sold  his  farm  and  purchased  another,  of 
wild  land  with  only  a  log  cabin,  in  New  Haven,  Vt.  The  follow- 
ing year,  in  July,  1800,  tuberculosis  closed  his  life,  and  his  seven 
children  were  left  to  struggle  into  manhood  and  womanhood  as 
his  father's  children  had  done  before  them.  His  posterity  are 
characterized  as  very  large  and  muscular;  prosperous  and  in 
comfort;  sober  and  discreet;  and  nearly  all  singers,  and  many 
of  them  pious.

After  the  death  of  her  husband,  Eunice  Child  Twitchell,  (229> 
being  a  woman  of  great  energy  of  body  and  mind,  was  equal  to 
the  great  burden  which  had  fallen  upon  her  shoulders.  She 
cleared  the  farm  of  debt  and  her  children  were  brought  up  to 
become  self-reliant,  upright,  honest,  honorable  and  successful 
members  of  society.  She  was  descended  from  Mary  Warren 
Child,  wife  of  John  Child,  who  was  the  granddaughter  of  John 
Warren,  who  came  to  America  with  Governor  Winthrop,  in  1630, 
in  the  ship  Arabella.

He 
was  selectman  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  Watertown. 

Mary  Warren's  mother  was  Mary  Barron,  dau.  of  Ellis  Barron,  said  to  have 
come  from  County  Waterf ord,  Ireland,  about  1640 ;  freeman,  Watertown,  Mass.,  1641. 

The  Warrens  were  from  Nayland,  Suffolk  Co.,  Eng.,  and  have  been  traced  back 
four  generations.

He  was  an  eminent  physician  and  surgeon.  "Puny  at  his 
birth  and  fragile  during  infancy,"  is  the  physical  description 
which  has  come  down  to  us  of  this  distinguished  surgeon.  His 
father,  a  farmer  and  a  miller,  was  very  prominent  in  the  affairs 
of  Dublin ;  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  and,  in  civil  life,  a  magis- 
trate and  representative,  besides  holding  many  local  offices,  all 
of  which  he  filled  with  great  credit.  His  mother  was  a  lineal 
descendant  of  the  distinguished  John  Willson,  whom  Cotton 
Mather  described  as  "the  father  of  the  infant  colonies  of  New 
England. ' ' 

In  early  youth  Amos  Twitchell  developed  a  fondness  for 
books  and  study,  and,  through  his  mother's  influence,  was  sent 
to  the  academy  at  New  Ipswich.  He  graduated  at  Dartmouth 
in  1802,  teaching  school  during  the  winters  to  enable  a  continua- 
tion of  his  college  course.  He  took  high  rank  in  college,  and 
immediately  began  the  study  of  medicine  and  surgery  under  the 
eminent  Dr.  Smith,  proprietor  and  head  of  the  medical  school 
at  Dartmouth,  and  afterward  professor  of  surgery  at  Yale.  He 
was  an  apt  pupil,  particularly  fond  of  the  study  of  anatomy 
and  surgery,  and  soon  become  the  assistant  to  Dr.  Smith  in  his

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college  work,  and  was  the  professor's  chief  dependence  in  pro- 
curing subjects  for  dissection,  in  which  his  energy  and  courage 
were  brought  into  full  play.  (341) 

In  1808,  he  began  to  practice  with  his  brother-in-law,  Dr. 
David  Carter,  of  Marlboro,  taking  the  surgical  part  of  the 
clientele. 

Sir  Astley  Cooper,  of  London,  has  the  credit  of  first  taking 
up  the  carotid  artery,  but  Dr.  Twitchell  had  performed  that 
delicate  and  dangerous  operation  in  1807,  nearly  a  year  before 
Sir  Astley  Cooper's  case,  and  saved  his  patient,  performing  the 
act  by  his  own  skill  and  knowledge,  with  only  the  help  of  a 
woman  to  tie  the  thread,  without  precedent  or  example  from  any 
learned  authority.  That  operation,  with  other  skillful  and  in- 
ventive achievements,  gave  him  a  wide  reputation  and  placed 
him  in  the  front  rank  of  surgeons. 

In  1810,  he  removed  to  Keene,  N.  H.,  where  he  quickly  rose 
to  the  head  of  the  profession  and  continued  his  practice  for 
forty  years,  greatly  loved  and  respected. 

He  was  tendered  the  professorships :  at  Dartmouth,  in  1824; 
at  the  Vermont  Academy  of  Medicine,  in  1826 ;  at  Castleton  and 
at  Bowdoin  College,  each  of  which  offers  he  declined.  He  was 
for  several  years  president  of  the  New  Hampshire  Medical 
Society,  was  first  president  of  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for 
the  Insane,  and  held  many  other  important  positions  and  re- 
ceived many  honorary  degrees. 

In  1815,  he  married  ELIZABETH  GOODHUE,  daughter  of 
Dr.  Josiah  Goodhue,  of  Hanover,  who,  as  Dr.  Bowditch  says, 
"became  the  model  of  a  physician's  wife."  They  had  no  chil- 
dren. He  was  genial  and  cordial,  quick  at  repartee,  and  was 
one  of  the  great  wits  and  brilliant  social  leaders  of  the  times. 

In  politics,  Dr.  Twitchell  was  a  Whig,  and  took  a  great 
interest  in  the  political  and  economic  questions  of  his  day.  In 
the  year  of  1840,  that  of  the  "hard  cider"  and  "log-cabin" 
campaign,  he  took  a  prominent  part.  He  entertained  Daniel 
Webster  and  other  notables  and  was  a  controlling  influence  in 
the  circles  in  which  he  moved.  The  local  printing  office  in  Keene 
was  Whig  headquarters,  and  was  a  lively  and  fascinating  place 
where  the  local  wits,  Dr.  Twitchell,  Salma  Hale,  General  Wilson, 
Phineas  Henderson,  Levi  Chamberlain,  B.  F.  Adams,  Henry 
Dorr,  Elijah  Parker,  Aaron  and  Timothy  Hall,  T.  M.  Edwards

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and  others  met,  cracked  their  jokes,  held  friendly  discourse,  and 
"saved  the  country." 

Dr.  Twitchell  was  an  earnest  advocate  of  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance and  strongly  opposed  to  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  form. 

From  its  incorporation,  in  1833,  to  the  close  of  his  career, 
he  was  president  of  the  Cheshire  Provident  Institution  for 
Savings.  He  was  a  trustee  of  the  Keene  Academy.  His  portrait, 
which  hangs  in  the  City  Hall  of  Keene,  was  painted  from  an  old 
daguerreotype,  by  Wallace,  of  Boston,  and  presented  to  the  city 
by  fifty  subscribers,  headed  by  Messrs  J.  F.  and  F.  H.  Whitcomb. 

At  the  Centennial  celebration  held  in  Dublin,  June  17,  1852, 
Dr.  Albert  Smith,  of  Peterborough,  N.  H.,  speaking  to  the  sen- 
timent: "The  late  Amos  Twitchell,  M.D.,  of  Keene,  pre-eminent 
in  his  profession ;  a  man  whom  this  or  any  other  town  might  be 
proud  to  own  as  a  son,"  said: 

"Well  may  this  town  be  proud  of  such  a  son  as  Dr.  Twitchell; 
such  descendants  always  bring  honor  to  the  domestic  hearth,  and 
no  less  to  the  place  of  their  birth.  Never  was  there  a  better  specimen 
of  our  race  physically,  his  exterior,  large,  stately,  commanding; 
his  head,  massive,  with  a  high  intellectual  forehead;  piercing  eyes, 
that  looked  keenly  enough  on  some  occasions ;  a  countenance  strongly 
exhibiting  confidence  and  self-reliance— enough  truly  in  physical 
conformation  to  make  a  man  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word.  And 
such  he  was.  And  he  was  no  less  superior  and  commanding  in- 
tellectually than  he  was  physically.  He  possessed  a  strongly  de- 
veloped intellect  of  the  first  order,  together  with  a  wondrous  and 
peculiar  vein  of  wit,  humour,  sarcasm,  and  fun,  that  led  his  bio- 
grapher to  term  some  of  his  mirthful  effusions  as  being  Twitchellian. 
There  was  something  in  his  personal  appearance  alone,  without  a 
particle  of  haughtiness  or  pride,  which  were  entirely  foreign  to 
his  nature,  that  forcibly  impressed  strangers  with  the  idea  that  he 
was  no  common  man.  And  how  strongly  would  this  opinion  be 
confirmed  if  he  opened  his  mouth !  For  such  truly  original  state- 
ments, such  power  and  force  of  thought,  such  funds  of  humour  and 
anecdote  would  appear  as  no  man  could  utter  who  was  not  among 
the  gifted  of  his  race. 

"He  was  supposed  by  many  to  be  a  skeptic,  because  he  could 
not  endure  cant  and  hypocrisy,  because  he  scorned  pretension,  where 
there  was  no  heart.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  he  pos- 
sessed an  unqualified  belief  in  God  and  immortality.  He  always 
reverenced  the  true  manifestations  of  piety,  wherever  exhibited. 
When  a  female  acquaintance — says  his  biographer — while  under  high 
religious  excitement,  with  the  kindest  intentions  and  the  utmost 
sincerity,  called  upon  him,  saying  that  God  had  sent  her  to  converse 
boldly  with  him  on  the  state  of  his  soul,  and  urging  him  through 
religion  and  the  church  to  prepare  for  death  that  might  happen  to 
him  at  any  moment — he  heard  her  with  gentleness,  and  thanked  her 
for  her  kind  thought,  and  concluded  by  saying:  'But,  my  friend, 
you  are  mistaken.    God  never  told  you  to  call  upon  me.    He  knows 
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my  heart  better  than  anyone  else,  and  I  know  he  never  sent 
you.'  (342).  'Our  prayers,'  he  said,  'should  arise  in  every  action 
of  our  lives;  and  we  should  be  continually  prepared  for  death,  by 
always  living  rightly.'  Noble  thought,  kindly  expressed  by  a  true 
heart ! 

"But,  alas!  as  has  been  beautifully  said:  'His  life  died  with 
him.  So  few  and  meager  are  the  writings  he  has  left,  and  these 
so  unworthy  of  his  great  fame,  that  it  must  be  said  that  he  now  lives 
only  in  tradition,  and  in  the  transitory  memories  of  the  living. 
Fame,  thus  transmitted,  how  uncertain  and  how  short-lived !  Such 
great  beacon-lights  of  their  age  should  rear  to  themselves,  in  their 
lives,  some  permanent  work  that  may  be  a  durable  monument  to 
their  fame.'  "

Early  in  1814,  caused  by  the  effect  of  President  Jefferson's 
policies  of  "Non-intercourse  and  Embargo,"  the  shipping 
interests,  w7hich  were  very. large  in  New  England,  wTere  almost 
ruined.  Prices  of  imported  goods  became  enormously  high,  but 
the  beneficial  effect  of  the  policy  came  later  in  the  impulse  given 
to  domestic  manufactures.  The  people  were  constrained  to  make 
for  themselves  articles  of  comfort  or  necessity.  The  war  at  that 
time  intensified  the  distress  and  the  interest  in  protection  and 
the  cotton,  woolen  and  other  manufacturing  establishments 
started  in  all  of  the  eastern  states.  This  was  the  chief  cause 
which  led  to  the  establishment  of  a  glass  manufactury  in  Keene, 
which  for  many  years  thereafter  was  exceedingly  profitable  to 
the  proprietors.  Aaron  Appleton  and  Captain  Timothy  Twit- 
chell came  from  Dublin  and  became  very  active  in  this  business. 
The  company  under  the  latter 's  management  also  carried  on 
a  large  potash  business,  and,  in  addition  to  being  in  charge  of 
the  factory's  output,  he  was  also  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  concern. 

Early  in  his  youth,  Captain  Twitchell  became  a  ' '  seafaring 
man"  and  sailed  from  Portsmouth.  He  was  the  commander  of 
a  large  trading  vessel,  was  engaged  in  a  conflict  with  pirates  in 
the  Mediterranean,  visited  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  and  the

Born  Jan.  28,   1783;   died  Jan.  29,  18G7 
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Sandwich  Islands  as  early  as  1813,  and  made  a  highly  profitable 
voyage  around  the  world.  He  was  the  first  man  to  employ 
Indians  from  the  northern  Pacific  Coast  in  the  seal-catching 
industry.  It  was  on  his  return  from  this  voyage  that  he  settled 
in  Keene.  Here  he  continued  in  business  until  the  late  'twen- 
ties, when  he  removed  to  Petersburg,  Va.,  where  he  remained 
several  years;  thence  to  Pensacola,  Fla.,  where  he  engaged  in 
lumbering  and  in  mercantile  pursuits. 

In  1851,  he  returned  to  Keene,  and  remained  there  during 
the  remainder  of  his  life,  passing  to  his  reward  Jan.  9,  1867, 
aged  eighty-four  years.  His  widow  passed  on  Jan.  5, 1871,  aged 
seventy-eight  years.

His  father  was 
heavily  engaged  in  lumbering,  and  in  this  business  Joseph  was 
his  competent  assistant.  Much  of  the  pine  timber  growing  upon 
the  "intervales"  of  Bethel  was  cut  and  sold  in  Brunswick, 
where  it  was  manufactured  into  lumber  for  the  West  Indian 
markets.  This  valuable  timber  brought  only  a  very  small  price, 
little  more  than  enough  to  pay  for  the  labor  required  to  put 
it  into  the  river,  and  when  Joseph  Twitchell  became  of  age,  it 
was  arranged  that  he  should  go  to  Brunswick  and  take  charge 
of  the  business  at  that  end  of  the  line.  He  operated  mills  ijn 
Brunswick  for  some  years,  but  the  embargo  placed  upon  Amer- 
ican shipping  during  the  War  of  1812  was  very  damaging  to  the

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lumber  interests  of  Brunswick  and  at  other  places  where  a 
foreign  market  was  depended  upon,  and  Mr.  Twitchell  returned 
to  Bethel,  where  he  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

His  place  was  east  of  what  is  now  Vernon  Street,  and  this 
street  is  a  part  of  the  road  laid  out  to  his  premises,  as  shown  by 
the  town  records. 

Joseph  Twitchell  was  a  man  of  moderate  speech  and  move- 
ment, but  one  of  original  thought  and  most  excellent  judgment. 
He  was  among  the  first  in  the  town  to  adopt  liberal  views  in 
religious  matters,  and  may  be  regarded  as  the  father  of  the 
Universalist  denomination  in  Bethel.  His  conclusions  were 
reached  by  a  careful  study  of  the  Scriptures  and  by  applying 
to  them  what  he  regarded  as  a  plain,  common-sense  interpreta- 
tion. He  became  convinced  of  the  truth  of  the  doctrine  of  uni- 
versal salvation  at  a  time  when  it  was  very  unpopular,  but  he 
was  outspoken  in  his  belief  and  lived  to  see  it  adopted  by  a  large 
number  of  citizens,  among  them  some  of  the  best  in  the  town. 
He  had  a  logical  mind,  and,  in  argument  upon  doctrinal  matters, 
was  not  easilv  overcome. 

He  was  also  a  very  strong  temperance  man,  having  lived 
through  the  period  when  ardent  spirits  were  generally  used, 
and  learned  much  from  observation  of  their  baneful  influences. 
With  advancing  years,  he  and  his  aged  wife  took  up  their  abode 
with  their  son,  Joseph  Abbott  Twitchell,  who  had  built  a  home 
on  Vernon  Street,  where  they  spent  their  declining  years,  each 
dying  at  a  very  advanced  age.

Thaddeus  was  named  for  his  great-grandfather,  Thaddeus 
Mason,  who  lived  in  Dublin,  N.  H.  He  was  an  infant  when  his 
parents  removed  to  Bethel.  He  was  a  thrifty  farmer,  and  died 
Mar.  27,  1860. 

He  was  Captain  of  the  first  company  of  militia  formed  in 
Bethel,  being  the  fourth  to  hold  that  rank  subsequent  to  Captain 
Eli  Twitchell.  During  the  existence  of  the  active  militia,  prior 
to  1840,  when  every  able-bodied  man  was  enrolled,  he  was  a  field 
officer,  as  was  also  his  cousin  Eli  Twitchell,  with  the  grade  of 
Colonel.  Thaddeus  held  the  grade  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  in 
1821.  A  company  of  cavalry  was  also  organized  and  Nathan 
Twitchell,  another  cousin  of  Thaddeus,  was  commissioned  its 
captain. 

The  "May  trainings"  and  the  "Fall  Musters"  were  gala 
days  for  the  boys,  and  for  some  boys  of  larger  growth,  and  there 
was  no  little  disappointment  and  disgust  when  they  were  done 
away  with  by  changes  in  the  militia  laws,  which  occurred  early 
in  the  'forties.  In  those  days  the  holidays  were  "few  and  far 
between" ;  the  circus  had  not  then  materialized  and,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  occasional  "raisings"  or  "quiltings,"  there  was  little 
to  call  the  people  together. 

The  trainings  and  the  musters  were  generally  made  occa- 
sions of  revelry,  and  as  there  was  no  restraint  upon  the  sale  of 
intoxicants,  there  was,  as  a  rule,  a  great  deal  of  drunkenness. 
On  the  whole,  probably  more  evil  than  good  grew  out  of  them. 
For  some  years  a  man  could  not  be  elected  Captain,  much  less 
a  field  officer,  who  had  not  the  means  and  the  disposition  to 
furnish  drinks  for  his  entire  command.  In  1815  a  company  of 
artillery  was  organized,  the  petition  to  the  Governor  and  Com- 
mander-in-chief and  the  General  Council  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts asking  for  the  same  being  signed,  along  with  thirty 
others,  by  Ezra  Twitchell,  Jr.,  Eleazar  Twitchell,  Jr.,  Asa  Twit- 
chell and  Joseph  Twitchell.

He  held  the 
commission  and  served  as  a  captain  in  the  militia.  At  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  War  of  1812,  public  sentiment  was  much  divided. 
There  was  a  strong  party  in  almost  every  state  which  doubted 
the  policy  of  declaring  war  against  Great  Britain,  and  the  neces- 
sity for  it,  and  the  state  government  of  Massachusetts,  to  which 
Maine  then  belonged,  bitterly  opposed  the  action  of  the  National 
Government;  but  the  people  of  Maine,  more  particularly  those 
in  the  interior,  were  loyal  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  many  towns  passed  resolutions  sharply  condemning  the 
action  of  Massachusetts  in  withholding  its  support.  Men  from 
all  parts  of  the  District  of  Maine  enlisted  and  served  as  regular 
troops.  When  the  Maine  coast  was  threatened,  a  company  was 
made  up  from  Bethel  and  neighboring  towns  and  marched  to 
Portland.  This  company  was  under  the  command  of  Major 
Joseph  Holt,  in  Lt.-Colonel  Ryerson's  regiment.  The  service 
continued  for  several  months.  Of  this  company,  Eleazar  Twit- 
chell was  Ensign,  and  Nathan  F.  Twitchell  was  a  principal 
musician;  and  there  were  two  others  of  the  family,  Sylvanus 
and  Asa  Twitchell,  who  served  as  private  soldiers. 

In  1848,  when  the  2nd  Congregational  church  was  organized, 
Nathan  F.  Twitchell  was  elected  one  of  the  deacons,  and  a  build- 
ing was  erected  at  the  place  known  as  Mayville  for  the  use  of 
the  members. 

Nathan  F.  Twitchell  lived  on  the  north  side  of  the  river, 
near  Mayville.  He  died  June  10,  1873.  Sarah  Burbank  Twit- 
chell, his  second  wife,  died  Apr.  3,  1871.

Having  attained 
his  majority,  along  with  the  family  he  removed  to  the  state  of 
New  York,  where  he  married  MARGARET  WHEELER.  They 
removed  to  the  ''Ohio  Country,"  going  by  way  of  Pittsburg, 
thence  down  the  Ohio  river  in  flat-boats  and  upon  rafts.  How 
long  they  lived  in  the  state  of  Ohio  is  not  known,  but  it  was  near 
Meigs,  in  that  state,  that  they  first  settled,  afterwards  removing 
to  southern  Illinois  and  settling  in  Calhoun  County,  where 
Joshua  Twitchell  died,  in  1828,  the  victim  of  a  physician's  mal- 
practice. He  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812  and  fought  at 
the  battle  of  New  Orleans  under  General  Jackson.

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son,  Jasper,  having  been  engaged,  in  some  manner,  in  the 
troubles  of  Joseph  Smith,  leader  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter  Day  Saints,  the  particulars  of  which  are  unknown  to 
the  compiler,  although  the  name  of  Jasper  Twitchell,  son  of 
William  Joshua,  appears  in  a  local  history  of  that  section  of 
Illinois  (Alton)  as  having  been  identified  with  the  Mormon 
troubles  of  the  times. 

The  entire  family,  sons  and  daughters,  removed  from  Illi- 
nois in  the  spring  of  1849  and  crossed  the  Great  Plains  to  Cali- 
fornia. They  were  a  part  of  the  caravan  commanded  by  James 
Blackburn.  The  first  stop  in  California  was  made  at  Sacra- 
mento, and  during  their  sojourn  in  this  locality,  Celeste  Ann 
Twitchell,  daughter  of  Sanford  Lorenzo  Twitchell,  was  born, 
the  first  child  of  Anglo-American  parentage  born  in  that  city. 

They  began  mining  in  the  vicinity  of  Feather  river,  event- 
ually moving  southward  as  far  as  Paso  Robles,  where  they  made 
their  home,  as  did  also  Captain  Blackburn,  who  had  led  the 
wagon-trail  across  the  Plains. 

Mr.  Jeduthun  Leonard  Twitchell,  of  West,  Mississippi,  a 
descendant  of  an  older  brother  of  William  Joshua,  says  that 
when  the  several  Twitchell  families  came  to  Illinois  from  Ohio 
and  had  gone  up  the  Mississippi  as  far  as  Alton,  some  trouble 
arose  and  the  parties  separated,  one  of  them  "going  back  to  the 
Missouri  and  up  that  stream,"  these  being  described  by  him  as 
the  "S.  (Sylvester)  Twitchell  Party."

When  quite  young  he  removed  with  his  parents  from  Ver- 
mont to  the  "Ohio  Country,"  settling  first  in  Meigs  County, 
and  removing  later  to  McDonough  County,  111.  He  arrived  in 
that  section  in  1831,  and  was  one  of  the  first  settlers.  In  the 
spring  of  1842,  Ephraim  Twitchell  and  his  wife  joined  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints.  In  the  spring  of 
1846,  with  his  family,  he  removed  to  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  and 
in  the  spring  following,  planted  a  large  acreage  of  government 
land,  harvesting  about  one  thousand  bushels  of  corn  alone.  In 
the  early  part  of  1848,  he  made  the  journey  across  the  Great 
Plains  to  Utah,  where  they  arrived  in  the  last  days  of  September, 
1848.  He  built  a  log  house  on  the  site  of  the  present  City  of 
Ogden,  this  being  among  the  very  first  buildings  of  the  kind 
erected  at  that  place. 

In  the  spring  of  1849,  he  removed  to  the  state  of  California, 
taking  part  in  the  gold  mining  of  that  period,  and  returning  to 
Utah  in  1857,  locating  in  Beaver  County. 

Ephraim  Twitchell  served  in  the  Black  Hawk  War  in  the 
command  of  a  Captain  Hunt,  and,  in  Utah,  in  later  years  had 
many  exciting  experiences  in  combats  with  Indians  in  that 
section. 

He  was  presiding  elder  of  the  church  at  Indian  Creek,  Utah, 
for  several  years  and  was  a  faithful  member  of  the  Church  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Beaver,  Utah,  in  1872. 

On  May  1,  1824,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  he  married  PHOEBE 
MELISSA  KNIGHT,  born  June  6,  1804,  in  the  state  of  Massa- 
chusetts.   She  died  Mar.  8,  1856,  in  Utah. 

Ephraim  Twitchell  and  family  came  to  Utah  in  what  is 
known  as  the  "Ezra  Chase  Company,"  and  arrived  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Sept.  27, 1848.

On  one  occasion,  after  having  joined  the 
Methodist  ministry,  he  convened  with  other  ministers  at  a  con- 
ference held  in  a  small  town  near  Stockbridge.  After  arriving 
at  the  only  inn  in  the  place,  the  Rev.  Zebidee  took  pains  quietly 
to  state  to  two  or  three  men  with  whom  he  scraped  an  acquain- 
tance that  the  last  time  he  stopped  at  that  tavern  he  slept  with 
the  landlord's  wife.  Each  time  he  told  it,  he  was  careful  that 
some  of  his  brother  clergymen  should  be  within  hearing  distance.

The  Weekes  are  a  very  ancient  and  distinguished  family.  The  coat-of-arms  of 
the  family  was  "Ermine  three  battle-axes  sable;  the  crest,  an  arm  embowed  in 
armor  proper,  holding  a  battle-axe,  gules."  These  words,  in  their  heraldic  signifi- 
cance, mean:  Ermine,  a  white  field  with  black  spots;  sable,  black;  embowed,  bent; 
proper,  natural  color;  gules,  red.  "The  battle-axes  on  the  escutcheon,"  says  a 
member  of  the  family,  "and  the  blood-stained  axe,  held  aloft  by  a  mailed  arm, 
constitute  a  decidedly  warlike  emblem,  and  down  to  this  day,  through  the  centuries 
that  have  elapsed  since  its  origin,  there  has  been  found  in  the  family  a  goodly 
measure  of  combativeness  in  such  manifestations  as  occasion  has  required." 

In  WeeTces  Genealogy,  op.  cit.,  Hon.  John  W.  Weekes,  Secretary  of  War  in  the 
Cabinet  of  President  Harding,  is  of  this  family.

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They  made  the  journey  from  Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  the  overland 
wagon  of  the  period.  He  was  possessed  of  all  the  mental  and 
physical  characteristics  of  his  ancestors,  displaying  the  pioneer- 
ing spirit  so  general  in  the  early  American  families  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  country.  He  was  a  large  man,  weighing  more  than 
two  hundred  pounds,  and  six  feet,  one  inch  in  height.  In  his 
early  manhood,  he  was  noted  in  the  Vermont  villages  and  lumber 
camps  for  his  great  physical  prowess,  being  a  wrestler  and 
athlete  of  wide  repute.  He  was  known  to  have  accomplished 
the  difficult  feat,  with  a  ' '  running  start, ' '  of  leaping  over  a  cord 
suspended  at  a  height  equal  to  his  stature.  In  disposition,  he 
was  very  kind-hearted,  but  headstrong,  and,  by  some  of  his 
immediate  relatives,  was  considered  very  obstinate.  He  was 
of  very  industrious  habit,  upright  in  all  his  dealings  and  highly 
honored  by  a  large  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances.  Up  to 
the  time  of  his  last  illness,  he  never  knew  sickness  in  any  serious 
phase.  The  later  years  of  his  life  were  passed  on  a  farm  in  the 
state  of  Minnesota,  near  Chatfield,  in  that  state,  to  which  he 
had  removed  after  the  death  of  his  wife.  A  few  days  prior  to 
his  demise,  while  engaged  in  observing  the  labor  of  workmen 
harvesting  wheat  on  the  farm  of  his  son,  Dr.  Refine  Weekes 
Twitchell,  unmindful  of  his  years,  but  with  a  present  spirit  of 
his  youthful  industry,  he  essayed  demonstrating  to  some  of  the 
laborers  ' '  just  how  harvesting  should  be  done. ' '  In  this  effort, 
he  so  overtaxed  his  strength  that  he  succumbed  to  the  fierce 
rays  of  the  sun,  from  which  attack  he  failed  to  rally,  and  died 
at  the  home  of  his  son,  Sept.  27,  1877,  in  the  eighty-first  year  of 
his  age.

Having  arrived  at  his  majority,  he  joined  his  brother,  Ed- 
ward Twitchell,  in  California,  shortly  after  the  latter 's  arrival 
there  in  1849,  having  made  the  journey  across  Mexico  from  Vera 
Cruz  to  a  Pacific  port  on  horseback,  and  thence  by  ship  to  San 
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Francisco.  He  found  employment  in  the  "diggings"  for  a  short 
period,  with  some  success,  and  then  returned  to  the  "states," 
settling  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  where  he  was  married  and  resided 
during  the  remainder  of  his  career.  He  died  at  Delhi,  Hamilton 
County,  Ohio,  Feb.  25,  1875. 

Of  his  career  and  achievements,  Harpers'  Monthly,  of  the 
issue  of  June,  1875,  stated : 

"On  the  26th  of  February,  at  Cincinnati,  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
nine,  there  died  Mr.  Henry  Twitchell,  who  for  twenty  years  was 
the  only  assistant  and  the  principal  observer  at  the  observatory  of 
that  city.  Strictly  speaking,  he  was  the  contriver  of  the  first  chrono- 
graph ever  constructed,  the  rude  predecessor  of  one  of  the  most 
important  instruments  in  modern  astronomy.  Mr.  Twitchell  made 
observations  of  zones  of  the  very  faintest  stars  for  many  years  with 
the  aid  of  the  declinometer  applied  to  the  twelve-inch  equatorial  of 
that  observatory,  but  the  mass  of  star-places  thus  determined  still 
awaits  publication." 

The  Star,  in  its  issue  of  Feb.  25,  1875,  declared : 

"Prof.  Henry  Twitchell,  well  known,  not  only  in  Cincinnati,  but 
all  over  the  western  states  as  an  astronomer  of  superior  rank  and 
as  a  gentleman  of  high  literary  and  scientific  attainments,  died  at 
his  residence  in  Delhi,  in  this  county,  this  morning. 

"Prof.  Twitchell  has  been  for  the  past  twenty  -five  years  so 
closely  allied  with  Cincinnati's  interests,  and  her  rank  as  a  city  of 
superior  order  of  intelligence  and  scientific  attainments,  that  his 
name  has  become  familiar  to  everyone  here,  and  his  death  will  be 
mourned  by  the  entire  community,  and,  in  fact,  by  the  whole  scien- 
tific world  at  large. 

"He  was,  as  is  well  known,  for  many  years,  Assistant  Astron- 
omer of  the  Cincinnati  Observatory  with  Professor  (afterward 
General)  Mitchell,  and  while  holding  this  position  attained  a  high 
rank  both  as  a  scientific  and  an  inventive  and  highly  practical 
astronomer,  and  as  having  contributed  largely  to  the  advancement 
of  science  in  this  and  other  departments.  He  was  the  inventor  of 
a  number  of  instruments  which  have  become  of  much  practical 
benefit  to  the  scientific  world,  among  which  are  an  improved  tele- 
scope, a  hydrometer  and  an  acetometer;  and  his  severely  practical 
mode  of  thinking  and  working  contributed  largely  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  cause  which  he  so  constantly  supported.  He  was  also 
a  noted  chemist,  and  in  later  years  an  optician,  and  was  in  this, 
as  in  his  other  attainments,  considered  the  highest  authority  and  a 
most  successful  practical  worker. 

"He  was,  with  General  Mitchell,  the  projector  and  principal 
originator  of  the  line  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Railroad,  and  as 
a  consulting  engineer  was  the  principal  contributor  to  the  success 
of  the  location  and  construction  of  the  road. 

"He  had  been  recently  called  upon  to  accept  the  position  of 
astronomer  of  Cincinnati  University,  but  had  decided  to  continue 
his  work  as  an  optician,  in  which  he  had  gained  a  high  degree  of 
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eminence.     He  was  also,  at  one  time,  elected  to  the  position  of 
astronomer  at  the  Albany  Observatory. 

"In  the  social  and  domestic  circule,  he  was  not  only  highly 
respected,  but  extremely  popular,  on  account  of  his  genial  manner, 
his  unusual  intelligence  and  courtesy  and  his  ready  wit,  and  his 
many  personal  friends  will  mourn  his  loss  as  that  of  one  whose 
place  will  not  easily  be  filled."

In  1862,  he  volunteered  and  went  to  the  front  as  surgeon  of 
the  13th  N.  H.  Volunteers ;  was  promoted,  in  the  spring  of  1863, 
to  surgeon  of  United  States  Volunteers,  with  the  grade  of  major, 
and  served  under  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  at  Vicksburg,  where 
he  was  surgeon-in-chief,  7th  division,  17th  Army  Corps,  and 
after  July  4,  1863,  until  Sept.  15, 1863,  was  surgeon-in-chief,  6th 
division,  17th  Army  Corps.  He  was  compelled  to  resign  on 
account  of  poor  health. 

He  was  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Asylum  for  the  Insane,  and  a  building  for  men,  a  part  of 
the  institution,  was  named  for  him.     He  was  the  most  active

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agent  in  establishing  and  putting  in  working  commission  the 
city  hospital  of  Keene,  after  the  gift  of  the  grounds  and  building 
had  been  made  by  a  Mr.  Elliott.  It  was  he  who  initiated  and 
carried  through  the  various  city  councils  the  project  of  adopting 
the  system  for  the  disposition  of  the  sewage  of  the  city.  He  was 
active  in  all  enterprises  of  benefit  to  the  people  and  for  the 
welfare  of  the  community. 

The  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  was  exemplified  in  the 
gift,  after  he  was  seventy-five  years  of  age,  of  a  loving  cup,  by 
about  three  hundred  donors,  mostly  citizens  of  Keene.  Dart- 
mouth College  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  M.  A.

As  soon  as  he  was  old 
enough  to  "run"  on  the  river,  he  occupied  himself  in  "flat-boat- 
ing ' '  with  his  brother,  Franklin,  who  was  one  of  the  most  noted 
pilots  on  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers. 

In  the  spring  of  1849,  in  company  with  James  and  B.  P. 
McFarland,  George  Jackson,  William  Chipp,  John  H.  Lefler  and 
Robert  Pierson,  seven  in  all,  he  started  with  a  six-mule  team 
for  California.  They  left  Elizabethtown  on  April  3,  added  two 
more  mules  to  their  "outfit"  at  Saint  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  arrived 
in  Weaverville,  Calif.,  Aug.  24,  1849,  having  journeyed  over  the 
Great  Plains,  following  the  Oregon  Trail. 

He  remained  in  California  until  May,  1852,  prospecting  and 
mining,  in  which  he  was  successful,  and  then  returned  by  sea  to 
New  York.  Thence  he  proceeded  to  Elizabethtown,  where  he 
engaged  in  the  business  of  running  a  saw  mill  and  flat-boating 
until  the  mill  was  destroyed  by  fire,  in  1854.  He  and  his  brother, 
Franklin,  then  built  a  "wharf -boat,"  which  they  conducted  for 
about  a  year,  when  it  was  wrecked  in  a  storm.

In  August,  1862,  he  helped  to  raise  a  company  of  volunteers 
which  was  mustered  as  "Company  B,  131st  Illinois  Volunteer 
Infantry.  He  was  at  first  made  adjutant  of  the  regiment,  but 
in  June,  1863,  was  commissioned  captain  of  his  company.  He 
was  in  many  of  the  military  operations  around  Vicksburg,  fought 
at  Arkansas  Post  and  Milliken's  Bend,  and  was  engaged  in  doing 
guard  duty  in  Memphis.  In  November,  1863,  he  resigned,  raised 
"Company  I,"  136th  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry,  for  the  one 
hundred  days'  service,  and  was  made  captain  of  the  company. 
He  was  discharged  in  October,  1864,  by  reason  of  expiration  of 
service  and  from  that  time  until  1870  was  engaged  in  the  mill 
business.  He  then  became  interested  in  the  hotel  business  at 
Rosiclare,  111.,  for  about  two  years,  when  he  was  elected  to  the 
office  of  circuit  clerk,  in  1872,  on  the  republican  ticket  and  held 
the  office  for  four  years.  Subsequently  he  served  six  years  as 
master  in  chancery  and  during  the  administration  of  President 
Harrison  was  postmaster  of  Elizabethtown  for  four  years.  He 
was  one  of  the  county  commissioners  at  the  time  the  new  court 
house  was  built  and  took  an  active  part  in  raising  by  subscrip- 
tion from  the  people  of  the  community  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  with  which  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  building.

He  is  said  by  his  contemporaries  to  have  manifested  in  his 
boyhood  a  love  of  study  and  a  desire  to  fit  himself  for  future 
usefulness.  He  enjoyed  no  special  educational  advantages  until 
he  was  twenty-three  years  of  age,  yet,  like  everyone  who  becomes 
really  successful  in  life,  he  set  about  educating  himself.  He 
taught  school  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  and,  to  secure  means  for 
pursuing  his  studies,  continued  to  teach  winter  schools  for  nearly 
a  dozen  years.  When  the  High  School  was  opened  at  Bethel  Hill 
by  Nathaniel  T.  True,  among  the  pupils  was  Almon  Twitchell, 
who  took  up  Latin,  Greek  and  French  and  the  higher  mathe- 
matics, and  was  considered  among  the  most  apt  students  in  the 
institution.  He  fitted  himself  for  college  in  all  the  required 
branches  but,  being  somewhat  advanced  in  years  to  take  a  college 
course,  he  decided  not  to  enter.

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In  school  he  was  marked  among  his  fellow  students  for 
sobriety,  candor  and  application  to  his  student  work.  At  the 
same  time  there  was  enough  of  dry  humor  in  his  mental  makeup 
to  render  him  a  cheerful  and  entertaining  companion. 

In  1837,  having  determined  upon  the  medical  profession, 
he  entered  the  office  of  Dr.  Ruel  Barrows,  of  Fryeburg,  where 
he  remained  three  years,  meantime  attending  two  courses  of 
lectures  at  the  Maine  Medical  School,  from  which  he  was  grad- 
uated in  1840.  He  entered  the  office  of  Dr.  Ingalls  of  Bridge- 
ton,  where  he  remained  one  year,  and  then  settled  down  to  prac- 
tice in  North  Paris,  Me.  He  was  quite  successful,  his  practice 
extending  into  neighboring  counties. 

In  1845,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  friends,  he  removed 
to  Bethel,  where  he  continued  to  reside.  Here  his  career  was 
pre-eminently  successful. 

During  his  residence  in  North  Paris,  in  1843,  he  married 
PHOEBE  M.  BUXTON,  daughter  of  Captain  Jeremiah  Buxton, 
of  North  Yarmouth,  a  lady  of  much  charm  and  ability,  in  whom 
he  found  a  safe  counsellor  and  a  most  worthy  companion. 

Dr.  Twitchell  early  identified  himself  with  the  temperance 
movement  in  Maine.  He  was  originally  a  "Free-soil"  democrat, 
and  aided  in  organizing  the  republican  party  in  Oxford  County. 
He  was  twice  elected  to  the  state  senate,  and,  possessing  the 
entire  confidence  of  his  party,  had  he  lived,  would  have  received 
higher  political  honors.  As  a  party  advisor  and  manager,  he 
had  few  equals  and  no  superiors  among  his  contemporaries 
where  he  lived.

"When  about  fifteen  years  of  age,  he  began  his  career,  en- 
gaging in  the  lumber  business.  Shortly  before  attaining  his 
majority,  he  " purchased  his  time"  for  $100.00  and  proceeded 
to  the  Penobscot  valley,  where  he  engaged  in  arduous  labor  for 
several  years.  He  returned  to  Milan,  N.  H.,  and  with  his  small 
savings  purchased  a  home  farm  and  built  one  of  the  customary 
log-houses  of  that  period. 

On  Oct.  31,  1843,  he  married  LUSYLVIA  BARTLETT, 
daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Lois  Powers  Bartlett,  a  descendant 
of  two  New  England  families  of  note  from  the  earliest  colonial 
days.  After  his  marriage,  he  carried  on  lumbering  in  connection 
with  farming  and  became  a  very  large  operator,  buying  and 
selling  large  areas  of  timber  lands.  In  1867,  he  bought  the 
"Colebrook  Academy"  grant  of  10,000  acres,  soon  disposed  of 
it,  and  with  George  R.  Eaton,  purchased  18,000  acres  in  Clarkes- 
ville,  and  other  large  tracts  in  Upper  Coos  and  in  Canada.  He 
was  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of  that  section  for  many 
years,  a  pioneer,  connected  with  many  important  matters  of 
public  concern  and  social  development,  and  took  his  rightful 
place  in  the  ranks  of  those  hardy  New  Hampshire  men  who 
labored  unselfishly  for  the  advancement  of  the  Granite  State. 
His  business  career  was  crowned  with  success.  He  was  untiring 
in  his  energy,  careful  and  systematic  in  his  methods  and  honor-

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able  in  all  his  dealings.  He  was  conrteous  and  hospitable  to 
strangers,  generous  and  kind  in  his  family  relations,  modest  in 
manner,  possessed  infinite  humor,  and  was  endowed  with  a 
strong,  vigorous  intellect.  He  was  not  affiliated  with  any  church 
organization,  but  one  of  the  local  ministers  once  stated : 

' '  Mr.  Twitchell  swears  sometimes,  and  that  is  wrong ;  he  gets 
hay  in  on  Sunday  sometimes,  and  that  is  very  bad;  but  I  would 
gladly  exchange  half  a  dozen  of  my  church  members  for  one  or  two 
men  like  him." 

He  was  elected  state  railway  commissioner  and  represented 
Milan  in  the  state  assembly  in  1876.  Originally  he  was  a  free- 
soil  democrat,  but  joined  the  republican  party  when  it  came  into 
being.  He  was  called  to  many  local  positions  of  responsibility 
and  trust.  He  died  June  18, 1897,  leaving  to  his  descendants  the 
heritage  of  a  good  name,  and  to  the  town  of  Milan,  the  memory 
of  a  good  citizen.  (641)

From  a  local  history  of  Calhoun  County,  we  are  informed 
that: 

"In  May,  1822,  the  father  of  Chesley  Twichell  of  Monterey, 
with  a  large  family,  landed  off  a  keel-boat  at  Cole 's  Grove  on  Gilead 
Slough.  Chesley  was  then  18  years  of  age  and  brought  the  iron  in 
a  eanoe  from  the  village  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  a  distance  of  sixty-five 
miles,  for  the  plow  which  his  father  afterwards  made.  This  was 
the  first  iron  plow  that  was  ever  in  the  county,  all  the  others  being 
of  wood.  Major  Roberts,  actuated  by  this  spirit  of  enterprise,  had 
old  Mr.  Twichell  make  him  a  cart  from  a  part  of  the  same  canoe-load 
of  iron,  which  was  also  the  first  cart  in  the  county.  In  the  year  1823, 
Chesley  Twichell,  with  his  brother,  Royal,  and  Vertner  Church, 
helped  a  Mr.  David  E.  Dutton  drive  a  lot  of  cattle  and  hogs  to  a 
place  eight  miles  above  the  present  town  of  Atlas,  in  Pike  County. 
The  first  habitation  they  met  after  leaving  Salt  Prairie  or  Cole's 
Grove,  was  five  miles  south  of  Bay  Creek,  and  the  next  was  five 
miles  south  of  Atlas.  The  last  named  they  found  to  be  a  rather 
populous  place,  containing  eight  or  nine  houses.  At  the  present 
site  of  Mozier's  Landing  they  found  the  fire  still  burning  which  the 
old  man  (Mozier)  had  made  after  his  first  landing  with  his  family. 
Hamburg  was  a  wilderness  of  forest  and  underbrush  and  nothing 
for  a  road  except  an  Indian  trail. 

"Calvin  Twichell,  being  of  a  rambling  disposition,  wandered 
as  far  off  as  the  present  site  of  Quincy,  and  while  there  helped  to 
build  a  log  cabin  for  one  George  W.  Haight,  which  was  the  second 
one  built  in  the  place  at  that  time.    This  was  in  1827." 

By  his  wife,  Betsey  (Roberts)  Twichell,  Chesley  W.  Twichell 
had  seven  children.  She  died  in  Calhoun  County,  and  he  mar- 
ried, 2nd,  CANDACE  E.  SQUIRES,  born  in  New  York,  Sept.

Forty  years  ago,  here  at  Carthage,  I  met  an  old 
steamboat  captain  who  told  me  he  had  met  Chesley  Twichell  one 
foggy  night  when  it  was  too  dark  to  run ;  that  he  tied  his  boat  along- 
side a  raft  of  saw-logs  with  a  cargo  of  bacon  and  honey  bound  for 
St.  Louis ;  that  he  bought  both  bacon  and  honey  from  the  proprietor 
of  the  raft,  who  was  Chesley  Twichell."

There  was  already  an  old 
log  "shack"  on  the  site,  which  had  been  erected  by  mountain 
men  and  trappers,  but  James  Ephraim  Twitchell  stated  that  his 
father,  with  his  aid,  actually  built  the  first  log  house  of  any  con- 
sequence. In  the  spring  of  1849,  with  his  father  and  the  entire 
family,  he  removed  to  the  state  of  California,  arriving  there  in 
June  of  that  year.  He  was  in  California  during  all  of  the  gold 
excitement  and  worked  in  the  "diggings"  in  several  localities.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Early  Settlers  and  Historical  Society, 
the  following  Memorial  of  his  career  was  presented  and  read : 

"On  Sunday  morning,  at  eight  o'clock,  March  31st,  1901,  the 
day  recognized  by  the  Christian  world  as  Palm  Sunday,  Daniel 
Sawin  Twitchell,  gentleman,  lawyer,  friend,  the  first  president  and 
one  of  the  founders  of  this  society,  passed  from  among  us.  The 
places  which  have  known  him  will  know  him  no  more  forever,  and 
the  spirit  has  returned  to  the  God  who  gave  it.  Genial,  pleasant, 
affable,  just,  he  presided  over  this  association  with  a  dignity  that 
bespoke  the  man.  In  his  appeals,  he  was  eloquent ;  in  appointments, 
discriminating,  with  much  care  and  discernment;  in  all  things 
true  to  his  every  trust.  It  has  been  said  of  him  that  when  the 
news  of  his  passing  flashed  over  the  city,  men  to  whom  tears 
were  strangers  bowed  their  heads  and  wept  in  sorrow.  In  the 
way  of  life,  he  bore  his  crosses  manfully;  and  his  griefs,  which 
were  many,  he  concealed  with  fortitude — even  from  his  closest 
friend.  He  was  not  a  grumbler,  neither  morose ;  but  fond  of  pleasure 
and  pleasantries  and  had  a  native  wit  and  quick  reply.  It  was  his 
nature  to  look  upon  the  bright  side  of  things  and  accept  good  or  ill 
fortune  with  contentment,  though  willing  to  fight  for  the  right  with 
all  his  might  and  strength.  He  hated  a  'sorehead'  and  despised  a 
'Mugwump.'  He  was  a  stickler  for  the  truth  and  the  truth  he  must 
and  would  have.  His  republicanism  was  so  thorough  and  real,  in 
all  its  moods  and  tenses,  his  patriotism  so  pronounced  and  his  love 
of  country  so  unquenchable,  that  he  challenged  the  respect  of  all 
political  parties.  He  was  never  known  to  attack  the  private  char- 
acter of  a  political  opponent,  nor  permit  an  enthusiastic  friend  to 
do  so  for  him.  Nor  was  this  namby-pambyism,  for  he  had  a  fearless 
vein  of  satire  that  was  never  very  comfortable  to  encounter,  and 
many  a  foe  has  fallen  under  his  free  lance.  In  his  tastes,  he  was 
refined.     Trees,  and  the  roses  and  pinks  of  the  garden  were  his

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delight.  A  lover  of  music ;  a  fine  singer ;  a  student  of  literature ;  a 
connoisseur  and  patron  of  art;  a  Quaker  in  simplicity.  His  char- 
acter was  strong,  energetic,  forceful;  but,  through  all  the  turmoil 
and  fevers  of  life,  above  all,  everything  save  children,  wife  and 
home,  he  loved  his  friends,  valued  their  attentions,  and  to  the  last 
hour  of  his  life,  courted  their  remembrance." 

At  the  meeting  when  these  presentments  were  made,  many 
distinguished  citizens  of  Kansas  City  bore  testimony  to  his 
great  worth  as  a  citizen.  Mr.  J.  V.  C.  Karnes,  his  contemporary, 
said : 

"Like  most  of  the  sterling  men  who  helped  to  build  Kansas 
City  up  from  a  frontier  town,  Colonel  Twitchell  was  always  at  the 
command  of  the  people  when  any  enterprise  was  to  be  launched,  or 
of  his  party,  when  there  was  work  to  do.  He  engaged  in  political 
races  which  he  knew  were  futile,  but  never  complainingly.  He  was 
a  faithful  servant,  an  honest  citizen,  a  believer  in  Kansas  City,  and 
a  good  lawyer.  He  was  tender  and  charitable ;  forgiving  and  always 
ready  to  lend  a  hand.  When  within  his  power  to  aid,  that  aid  was 
given.  He  never  accumulated  wealth.  He  was  too  often  in  the 
field  for  others  to  look  out  for  himself ;  but  his  law  practice  kept  him 
comfortable  and  he  lived  the  life  of  a  good  citizen.  Kansas  City  has 
many  good  men.    It  has  none  better  than  Colonel  Twitchell." 

Judge  Henry  N.  Ess,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Bar,  said : 

"Colonel  Twitchell  was  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was 
a  close  student  of  the  law,  a  great  reader  and  very  popular  among 
the  members  of  the  bar  in  many  states  *  *  *" 

The  Kansas  City  Star,  speaking  editorially,  declared : 

"Col.  Daniel  S.  Twitchell,  who  died  at  his  home  yesterday, 
was  one  of  the  men  who  promoted  the  best  interests  of  Kansas  City 
during  the  period  of  foundation  laying.  He  was  a  public-spirited 
citizen,  a  man  of  irreproachable  integrity  and  a  good  lawyer.  It  is 
highly  creditable  to  the  republican  party  of  earlier  times  that  it 
frequently  honored  such  a  man  with  nominations  for  high  positions, 
several  of  which  resulted  in  elections.  Colonel  Twitchell  continually 
and  consistently  worked  for  movements  designed  to  benefit  the 
community.  His  passing  is  a  reminder  of  the  fact  that  the  men  who 
were  pioneers  of  Kansas  City,  and  whose  examples  have  been  so 
potential  in  its  later  development,  are  rapidly  passing  away." 

On  his  mother's  side  was  much  literary  talent.  Her  father, 
Refine  Weekes,  was  a  large  land-owner  near  Oyster  Bay,  N.  Y., 
a  distinguished  Quaker,  a  poet,  teacher,  historian  and  scholar 
of  his  time. 

After  a  rugged  life  on  the  home  farm  in  Michigan,  he  en- 
tered Oberlin  College,  but  did  not  graduate ;  four  years  later  he 
was  graduated  from  the  law  school  of  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan, a  member  of  the  first  class  to  be  graduated  from  that  de- 
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partment  of  the  celebrated  institution.  He  held  a  number  of 
offices  in  Kansas  City ;  was  delegate  to  several  national  conven- 
tions;  received  his  party's  nomination  for  congress  several 
times,  and,  in  1874,  was  the  candidate  for  attorney  general  of 
the  state  and  campaigned  with  Carl  Schurtz  and  other  notables. 
As  a  public  speaker,  on  the  stump,  or  before  juries  or  courts, 
he  was  eloquent,  convincing,  possessing  a  voice  of  surpassing 
fullness.    As  a  parliamentarian  he  was  without  error. 

In  1858,  he  married  DELIA  SCOTT,  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Mary  Scott,  who  came  to  America  from  Northumberland, 
prior  to  1815.    His  first  wife  died  in  Kansas  City,  in  July,  1867. 

He  married,  2nd,  MAEY  BENJAMIN,  of  whom,  on  his 
deathbed,  he  gracefully  told  his  pastor,  Rev.  Cameron  Mann: 

"That  her  life  work  of  over  thirty  years  had  been  devotion  to 
her  husband's  interests;  the  care  and  training  of  his  children;  and 
to  her,  who  had  never  viewed  them  in  the  light  of  an  alien  responsi- 
bility, more  than  anyone  else,  they  owed  their  success  in  life. ' ' 

Mary  Benjamin  Twitchell  was  a  woman  of  rare  literary 
attainments,  a  writer  of  more  than  local  prominence.  She  died 
in  1912,  in  the  old  home  in  Kansas  City.

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Eev.  Increase  N.  Tarbox,  D.D.,  historiographer  of  that 
society,  in  a  biographical  sketch  of  his  career,  says : 

"Mr.  Twichell's  career  has  been  such  as  could  hardly  be  possi- 
ble, certainly  not  probable,  under  any  other  than  the  free  institu- 
tions of  this  country.  Born  of  a  plain  but  vigorous  stock,  breathing, 
in  his  boyhood  and  youth,  the  air  of  the  rough  hill-country  of  north- 
ern Massachusetts,  enjoying  the  privileges  of  that  common  school 
education  to  which  every  New  England  boy  and  girl  is  entitled,  he 
rose  from  humble  employments,  through  the  rank  of  stage-driver 
to  become  a  large  proprietor,  owning  and  managing  various  lines 
reaching  from  Massachusetts  into  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont. 
His  experiences  and  successes  as  an  express  rider  are  also  well 
remembered. 

"When  the  railroad  age  had  been  fairly  inaugurated,  he  left 
the  kingdom  of  horses,  in  which  he  had  ruled  and  reigned,  and  turned 
to  the  iron  track  and  iron  horse.  From  assistant  superintendent  he 
became  superintendent  and  then  president  of  the  Boston  and  Worces- 
ter Railroad,  already  when  he  took  it,  one  of  the  important  roads  in 
the  country;  but  it  was  immensely  enlarged  and  improved  during 
the  period  of  his  connection  with  it,  partly  by  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  country,  and  partly  by  his  wise  and  efficient  management.  Dur- 
ing this  period,  the  Boston  and  Worcester  and  Western  Roads  were 
united,  making  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad.  His  presidency 
ended  when  the  two  were  united.  His  connection  with  the  road 
lasted  in  its  various  forms  of  service,  for  about  twenty-nine  years, 
and  was  characterized  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  by  magnanimity, 
a  large  and  generous  conception  of  the  true  interests  of  the  road  in 
relation  to  its  patrons.  There  was  nothing  of  the  mean  and  narrow 
in  his  disposition." 

He  was  the  third,  in  line  of  succession,  of  the  presidents  of 
the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  a  con- 
temporary of  Thomas  Nickerson,  Alden  Speare  and  other  noted 
railroad  builders  and  operators  of  the  last  decades  of  the  19th 
century. 

In  1866,  he  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  40th  Congress, 
representing  the  3rd  District  of  Massachusetts,  and  was  re- 
elected to  the  41st  and  43rd  congresses.  He  was  not  a  talking, 
but  a  wise,  working,  thoroughly  useful  and  practical  member 
of  the  national  legislature.  (723) 

Mrs.  Alice  Morse  Earle,  in  her  book  entitled  "  Stage  Coach 
and  Tavern  Days,"  on  p.  301,  says: 

"From  1830  to  1846  a  brilliant  comet  flashed  its  way  through 
the  stage-driving  world  of  New  England;  it  was  Hon.  Ginery 
Twichell,  who  was  successively  and  successfully  post-rider,  stage- 
driver,  stage  proprietor,  most  noted  express  rider  of  his  times,  rail-

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road  superintendent,  president  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Kail- 
road,  and  member  of  Congress. 

" Some  thirty  years  ago  or  more  a  small  child  sat  in  the  'operat- 
ing room  of  a  photographer's  gallery  in  Worcester.  Her  feet  and 
hands  were j  laboriously  placed  in  a  tentatively  graceful  attitude  and 
the  back  of  her  head  firmly  fastened  in  that  iron  <  branks-without- 

S"gag  +-n  *Ure  Zhlfh  then  Prevailed  m  photographers'  rooms,  and 
may  still  for  all  that  I  know.     A  sudden  dashing  inroad  from  an 
adjoining  room  of  the  photographer's  assistant  with  the  loud  and 
excited  exclamation,  'Ginery's  coming,  Ginery's  coming,'  led  to  the 
immediate  and  unceremonious  unveiling  of  the  artist  from  the  heavy 
black  cloth,  that  had  enveloped  his  head  while  he  was  peeping  wisely 
through  the  instrument  at  his  juvenile  sitter,   and  to  his  violent 
exit;  he  was  followed  with  equal  haste  and  lack  of  explanation  by 
my  own  attendant.     Thus  basely  deserted  I  sat  for  some  minutes 
wondering  what  a  Ginery  could  be,  for  there  was  to  me  a  sort  of 
menagerie-circus-like  ring  to  the  word,  and  I  deemed  it  some  strand 
wild  beast  like  the  Pygarg  once  exhibited  at  the  old  Salem  Tavern 
At  last,  though  fully  convinced  that  my  moving  would  break  the 
camera,  I  boldly  disengaged  myself  from  the  claws  of  the  branks 
ran  to  a  front  window,  and  hung  peering  out  at  the  Ginery  over  the 
heads  of  the  other  occupants  of  the  gallery,  who  regarded  with  eager 
delight  no  wild  or  strange  beast,  but  a  great  stage-coach  with  six 
horses  which  stood  reeking,  foaming,  pawing  in  front  of  the  Bavstate 
House  across  the  street.     A  dignified  and  self-contained  old' man 
ruddy  of  face,  and  dressed  in  a  heavy  great-coat  and  tall  silk  hat' 
sat  erect  on  the  coachman's  seat,  reins  well  in  hand— and  suddenly 
Ginery    and   his   six  horses   were    off   with   rattle    of   wheels    and 
blowing  of  horn  and  cheers  of  the  crowd;  but  not  before  there  was 
imprinted  forever  in  unfading  colors  on  my  young  brain  a  clear 
picture  of  the  dashing  coaching  life  of  olden  days.    It  was  an  anni- 
versary of  some  memorable  event,   and  the  member  of  Congress 
celebrated  it  by  once  more  driving  over  his  old-time  coachin-  route 
to  meet  the  cheers  and  admiration  of  all  beholders. 
^    i."T!ie  Predecessor  of  Bavstate  House,  the  old  Central  Hotel  was 
the  headquarters  of  Twichell's  stage  line  during  the  sixteen  years  of 
his  connection  with  it.    It  was  built  in  1722,  and  rooms  in  it  served 
various  purposes  besides  those  of  good  cheer— one  being  used  as  a 
county  jail.  ° 

'I  do  not  doubt  that  the  coach  which  I  saw  was  the  one  thus 
referred  to  in  the  Boston  Traveller  of  June  1,  1867,  as  Mr  Twichell 
occasionally  drove  it  until  the  year  of  his  death : 

'  The  venerable  coach  built  by  Moses  T.  Breck  of  Worcester 
and  used  30  years  ago  in  the  heart  of  the  Commonwealth  by 
Hon.  Ginery  Twichell  for  special  occasions  before  railroads 
were  fairly  m  vogue,  passed  through  our  Boston  streets  on 
-bnday  The  vehicle  was  of  a  most  substantial  pattern;  no 
repairs  have  been  needed  through  all  these  years  except  an 
occasional  coat  of  varnish  and  new  upholstering  In  1840  bv 
request  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Barre,  seats  were  added 
on  the  top  of  the  vehicle,  so  that  a  party  of  32  persons  could  be 
accommodated   (12  inside  and  20  outside).     The  largest  load 
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ever  carried  by  the  ponderous  carriage  was  a  party  of  sixty-two 
(62)  young  ladies  of  Worcester,  who,  uniformly  dressed,  were 
driven  on  a  blackberry  excursion  to  the  suburbs  by  Mr.  Twichell 
himself,  eight  matched  horses  being  required  on  the  occasion. 
During  the  exciting  presidential  campaign  of  1840,  the  staunch 
vehicle  was  used  for  conveying  the  sovereigns  to  and  from 
political  gatherings  in  the  towns  surrounding  old  Quinsiga- 
mond. ' 

"There  is  still  living  in  Boston,  at  an  advanced  age,  but  of 
vigorous  mental  powers,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Miner,  the  last  stage-driver 
of  Ginery  Twichell 's  stage-route,  perhaps  the  last  person  living  who 
was  connected  with  it.  He  has  scores  of  tales  of  stage-coach  days 
which  he  has  capacity  to  frame  in  interesting  language.  I  am 
indebted  to  him  for  many  letters  full  of  information  and  interest. 
He  says : 

'Ginery  Twichell  was  a  shrewd,  quiet,  persevering  man  of 
but  few  words,  and  those  to  the  point ;  his  voice  was  clear  and 
low,  never  raised  to  horses  or  men.  Affable,  sociable,  he  was 
a  man  that  would  make  friends,  and  hold  them.  He  was  smooth- 
shaven  and  red-faced,  but  strictly  temperate.  He  had  one  habit 
of  rubbing  his  hands  rapidly  when  in  earnest  conversation.  He" 
had  but  a  common-school  education  and  might  be  called  a  self- 
made  man.  Before  through  railroads  were  completed,  Mr. 
Twichell  collected  the  November  election  votes  on  horse-back, 
from  Greenfield  to  Worcester,  54  miles,  covering  the  distance 
in  four  and  one-half  hours.  He  had  relays  of  horses  and  men 
every  6  to  10  miles.  As  the  work  always  came  in  the  night,  he 
was  many  times  thrown  by  his  horse  stumbling,  but  always 
came  out  all  right.  At  one  time  he  slept  in  his  clothes  with 
buckskin  underwear,  at  the  American  House  in  Worcester,  in 
wait  for  dispatches  from  English  steamers.  He  had  men  and 
horses  on  the  road  to  Norwich  for  one  week  waiting  also.  When 
the  dispatches  arrived  he  mounted  his  horse  and  started  for 
Norwich;  he  met  the  boat,  and  the  dispatches  were  in  New 
York  hours  ahead  of  any  other  line.  I  am  the  only  one  of  his 
drivers  living,  and  one  hostler  is  living.'

A  friend  who  remembers  riding  with  Twichell  eulogizes  him 
in  the  warmest  terms  for  his  accommodating  spirit  and  happy 
faculty  of  making  all  his  passengers  as  comfortable  as  possible.  He 
had  an  inexhaustible  fund  of  racy  anecdotes  which  he  would  tell  so 
well  that  it  was  a  perfect  treat  to  ride  upon  the  box  with  him.  He 
was  a  general  favorite,  especially  with  the  country  folks,  and  the 
boys  and  girls  on  the  road,  and  with  these  he  always  had  a  joke  to 
crack  whenever  it  came  his  way  to  do  so,  to  the  infinite  amusement 
of  the  travellers  whom  he  had  in  charge.  He  carried  many  small 
and  valuable  parcels,  and  executed  commissions  for  the  people  like 
an  expressman.  After  a  period  of  self-denial  in  early  life,  through- 
out which  he  had  saved  his  liberal  earnings  carefully,  he  was  enabled 
to  purchase  from  Mr.  Stockwell  the  stage  and  two  horses  which 
he  drove  between  Athol  and  Barre.     About  1837  he  started  with 
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Mr.  Burt  and  Mr.  Billings  a  stage  line  from  Brattleboro  to 
Worcester. 

"In  1843  he  was  engaged  in  driving  a  stage  of  his  own  between 
Barre  and  Worcester.  Xot  long  afterwards  he  was  sole  owner  of 
a  line  from  Greenfield.  Massachusetts,  to  Brattleboro,  Vermont. 
The  Postmaster-General  about  this  time  advertised  for  mail  con- 
tracts, and  Ginery  Twichell  went  to  Washington.  It  was  supposed 
by  the  owners  of  the  other  lines,  who  knew  he  had  gone  thither,  that 
he  would  not  undertake  to  execute  more  than  one  contract,  but  his 
own  private  views,  it  appears,  were  somewhat  broader,  for  he  con- 
tracted with  the  Government  to  carry  the  mails  upon  a  number  of 
routes,  greatly  to  the  astonishment  of  others  in  the  business ;  and 
what  was  better  still,  he  accomplished  what  he  had  undertaken  very 
satisfactorily  to  the  Postmaster-General,  and  came  to  be  regarded 
as  a  sort  of  Napoleon  among  mail  contractors.  He  became  the  owner 
of  a  large  number  of  fine  stages  and  horses.  He  ran  a  line  from 
Worcester  to  Xorthfield,  sixty  miles,  three  times  a  week;  from 
Worcester  to  Winchester,  fifty -five  miles,  daily ;  from  Worcester  to 
Keene,  fifty-four  miles,  three  times  a  week;  to  Templeton,  twenty- 
five  miles,  daily;  from  Templeton  to  Greenfield,  forty-eight  miles, 
daily ;  from  Barre  to  Worcester,  forty-four  miles,  daily.  In  all  this 
was  two  hundred  and  eighty-six  miles  of  stage-route,  and  it  took 
a  hundred  and  fifty -six  horses  to  do  the  work. 

"The  picture  shown  on  page  306  is  from  a  lithograph  pub- 
lished in  1850.  entitled: 

'The  Unrivaled  Express  Rider,  Ginery  Twichell,  who  rode 
from  Worcester  to  Hartford,  a  distance  of  Sixty  miles  in  Three 
hours  and  Twentv  minutes  through  deep  snow,  January  23, 
1846.' 

"It  commemorates  an  exploit  of  his  which  was  much  talked  of 

at  the  time  it  took  place."

Almost  his  entire  career  has  been  devoted  chiefly  to  the 
chemistry  of  fats.  Dr.  Twitchell 's  investigations  and  discov- 
eries have  been  given  to  the  chemical  world  in  the  form  of  arti- 
cles in  various  chemical  journals  and  in  letters  patent  of  the 
United  States  and  other  countries. 

In  1891,  he  published  his  method  for  the  determination  of 
rosin  in  the  fatty  acids  of  soap.  The  method  is  based  on  the 
fact,  observed  by  him,  that  the  fatty  acids,  when  dissolved  in 
absolute  alcohol,  are  readily  and  completely  converted  into  ethyl 
ethers  by  the  action  of  dry  hydro-chloric  acid  gas,  which,  ab- 
sorbing the  water  set  free,  acts  to  induce  the  re-action.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  rosin  acids  under  the  same  treatment  remain 
unchanged,  and  may  be  determined  volumetrically  with  standard 
soda  solution,  or  gravimetrically. 

Lewkowitsch,  in  his  comprehensive  work  on  "Oils,  Fats 
and  "Waxes,"  remarks:  "Of  all  the  methods  for  determining 
rosin  acids  in  the  presence  of  fatty  acids,  the  Twitchell  method 
gives  the  best  results." 

Dr.  TwitchelPs  most  important  contributions  to  Industrial 
Chemistry  involve  new  and  improved  methods  for  the  hydroly- 
sis of  oils  and  fats  for  the  production  of  the  free  fatty  acids  and 
glycerin. 

The  ' '  Twitchell  Process ' '  has  made  possible  the  large  scale 
saponification  of  fats  for  the  production  of  crude  glycerin  free 
from  salt,  and  of  fatty  acids  for  direct  combination  with  soda  so 
as  to  make  soap  instead  of  using  the  more  expensive  method  of 
caustic  lye  on  the  neutral  fat.  Low-grade  fats,  such  as  garbage 
grease,  cottonseed  oil  foots,  etc.,  were  formerly  with  difficulty 
used  in  the  soap  or  candle  industry.  Such  materials  can  now 
be  readily  worked  up  by  the  Twitchell  process,  the  fatty  acids 
being  distilled  to  remove  color  before  use.  This  releases  a  large 
quantity  of  the  higher  grade  fats  for  use  as  food  products. 
Millions  of  pounds  of  fats  are  saponified  yearly  in  the  United 
States  by  this  process,  and  practically  all  of  the  larger  soap 
factories  have  Twitchell  plants. 

In  1917,  Dr.  Twitchell  was  awarded  the  Perkin  Medal  by  the 
Affiliated  Chemical  and  Electro-chemical  Societies  of  America, 
being  the  eleventh  impression  of  the  medal,  in  recognition  of

His  boyhood  was  occupied 
in  work  upon  his  father's  farm  together  with  such  other  employ- 
ment as  could  be  obtained  in  small  towns  and  country  at  that 
period.  From  the  time  he  was  fourteen  until  seventeen  years  of 
age,  he  filled  the  position  of  assistant  in  the  office  of  his  father, 
who  was  clerk  and  recorder  of  Hardin  County,  being  occupied 
in  the  recording  of  deeds,  the  extending  of  court  records,  tran- 
scribing of  records  and  in  attendance  upon  terms  of  court. 
Thus,  early  in  his  career,  he  familiarized  himself  with  forms  of 
legal  instruments,  and  with  law  procedure  and  practice,  under 
which  association  and  influences  he  acquired  the  ambition  for 
membership  at  the  bar.  At  seventeen  years  of  age,  he  secured 
employment  in  a  general  store  in  Rosiclare,  111.,  where  he  filled 
the  position  of  manager  for  over  a  year.  In  September,  1878, 
he  removed  to  Bloomington,  engaged  in  a  clerical  capacity  in 
the  law  firm  of  Bloomfield  and  Hughes,  at  the  same  time  attend- 
ing the  law  school  in  that  city.  Having  applied  for  admission 
to  the  bar,  he  was  admitted  on  his  21st  birthday,  receiving  the 
highest  grade  of  any  of  the  candidates  then  applying  for!  ad- 
mission. He  began  the  practice  in  Bloomington,  and  in  a  few 
months  returned  to  Hardin  County,  where,  in  Elizabethtown, 
he  continued  his  professional  efforts  for  about  a  year  and  a  half 
and  where,  also,  Nov.  27,  1882,  he  married  MARY  LED- 
BETTER. 

In  April,  1883,  he  removed  to  Gunnison,  Colo.,  where  he 
formed  a  law  partnership  with  Alexander  Gullett  and  Frank  C. 
Goudy,  under  the  style  of  Gullett,  Goudy  &  Twitchell ;  here  he 
remained  about  two  years  and  a  half,  during  which  period  he 
served  in  the  legislature  of  1885  as  clerk  of  the  senate  judiciary 
committee. 

He  now  returned  to  Elizabethtown,  where  he  continued  in 
the  practice  for  four  years,  returning,  however,  to  Colorado  and 
establishing  himself  at  Montrose,  forming  a  partnership  with 
S.  S.  Sherman.  "While  a  resident  of  this  city,  he  was  chosen 
mayor  for  a  term. 

In  January,  1895,  he  removed  to  Denver,  Colo.,  becoming 
a  partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Goudy  &  Twitchell,  one  of  the  most 
successful  in  the  state,  the  business  and  professional  relations 
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then  established  continuing  until  1919,  when  they  were  dissolved 
by  mutual  consent. 

While  Mr.  Twitchell 's  professional  engagements  have  been 
of  a  general  character,  and  while  he  has  been  identified  with 
many  important  cases  aside  from  those  involving  questions  of 
irrigation  law,  still  he  has  devoted  a  large  proportion  of  his  time 
to  and  has  been  largely  connected  with  irrigation  law  and  prac- 
tice, and  has  been  recognized  as  a  leading  factor  in  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  law  governing  these  subjects  in  the 
West.  He  has  been  counsel  in  many  leading  cases  in  the  state 
of  Colorado,  and  was  one  of  the  leading  attorneys  in  the  highly 
important  and  widely  known  litigation  involving  the  title  and 
rights  to  the  English  High  Line  Canal  and  the  Antero  and  Lost 
Park  reservoirs.  Questions  of  great  public  concern  were  in- 
volved and  the  court  trials  consumed  nearly  two  years'  time. 

Mr.  Twitchell  is  a  member  of  the  Denver,  the  Colorado  and 
the  American  Bar  Association.

In  1863,  he  was  appointed  enrolling 
officer  of  those  subject  to  the  draft,  and,  having  performed  this 
duty,  in  December  of  that  year  enlisted  in  the  7th  Maine  Battery 
and  was  appointed  quartermaster  sergeant.  He  wrote  a  history 
of  this  military  organization,  which  was  published  in  1892.  He 
was  mustered  out  with  the  battery  at  Augusta,  Me.,  June  21, 1865.

He  was  a  member 
of  the  staff  of  Governor  Sawyer  as  chief  commissary  with  the 
rank  of  brigadier-general,  and  on  that  of  Governor  Cheney, 
with  the  rank  of  colonel.  He  served  two  years  as  president  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Veterans'  Association;  was  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  order,  the  Odd  Fellows  and  many  other  fraternal  or- 
ganizations.   He  died  in  Gorham  in  1901.

He 
did  well  in  this  service,  but  Governor  Washburne  put  these  new 
men  into  a  battery,  the  5th  Maine,  and  gave  Twitchell  a  commis- 
sion as  senior  2nd  Lieutenant  of  the  battery.  Other  officers 
were :  Captain  Leppien,  1st  Lieut.  Greenleaf  T.  Stevens,  1st 
Lieut.  William  F.  Twitchell  (cousin  of  Adelbert  Birge  Twit- 
chell), 2nd  Lieut.  Ezra  Clark,  Junior  Lieut. 

Adelbert  Birge  Twitchell  was  immediately  detailed  for 
service  in  Augusta,  Me.,  as  commissary  of  subsistence  and  quar- 
termaster of  the  six  batteries  then  being  raised.  He  served  in 
this  capacity  until  April,  1862,  when  he  joined  his  battery  and 
went  with  it  to  the  ' '  front. ' ' 

In  1862  he  was  under  McDowell  and  John  Pope,  and  en- 
gaged in  nearly  all  of  their  misfortunes  on  the  Eappahannock, 
in  Thoroughfare  Gap  and  in  the  second  battle  of  Bull  Eun.  In 
the  last  mentioned  engagement,  Lieut.  William  F.  Twitchell  was 
killed,  and  four  guns  of  the  battery  were  lost.  Adelbert  Birge 
Twitchell  brought  off  the  remnant  of  the  battery,  Peppien  and 
Stevens  being  temporarily  absent.  He  was  engaged  seriously 
at  Fredericksburg,  Dec.  13,  1862,  and  especially  at  Chancellors- 
ville,  May  3,  1863,  where  a  converging  fire  of  Confederate  ar- 
tillery killed  or  wounded  a  large  number  of  men  and  horses, 
blew  up  their  ammunition  and  made  it  necessary  for  the  "Irish 
Brigade"  to  haul  off  their  guns  by  hand.  Leppien  and  Stevens 
were  wounded  almost  before  the  battery  went  into  action  and 
Captain  Leppien  died  for  want  of  care  on  May  24.  He  was  one 
of  the  finest  of  officers  and  most  lovable  of  men.    Adelbert  Birge

Twitchell  commanded  the  battery  from  the  beginning  of  the 
action  until  the  Irishmen  took  it  off.  He  was  wounded  in 
the  thigh,  knee  and  hand,  but  kept  going  and  in  com- 
mand as  long  as  necessary.  Stevens  and  Twitchell  did  not  make 
a  harmonious  couple.  "Each  thought  there  was  one  cat  too 
many."  Major  John  M.  Gould,  who  knew  them  both,  says:  "My 
prejudices  are  with  Twitchell,  but  I  must  add  that  Twitchell 
never  could  have  made  such  a  report  as  was  made  by  Stevens 
who  returned  to  the  battery  a  few  days  after  the  battle.  The 
names  of  Leppien  and  Twitchell  are  not  found  in  that  singular 
document. ' ' 

Twitchell  was  given  leave  of  absence,  returned  home,  again 
went  to  the  front  and  nearly  died  owing  to  having  returned  too 
soon.  He  was  again  sent  to  the  rear  and  saw  little  more  of  the 
famous  5th  Maine  battery. 

In  the  fall  of  1863,  he  was  summoned  to  raise  another  bat- 
tery, the  7th  Maine  Volunteer  Battery.  He  was  mustered  in  as 
captain,  Dec.  30,  1863.  The  7th,  under  his  command,  was  in 
Eurnside's  9th  Corps,  in  Meade's  army,  and  held  prominent 
position  for  ten  months  in  front  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  Fort  Sedge- 
wick — nick-named  "Fort  Hell" — being  the  most  conspicuous 
place.  His  was  the  only  Maine  battery  that  pursued  Lee  to 
Appomattox  in  April,  1865. 

He  was  commissioned  a  2nd  Lieutenant,  U.  S.  A.,  Artillery 
Corps,  after  the  close  of  the  war,  but  declined.  He  was  brevetted 
major  of  volunteers,  Apr.  2,  1865,  and  was  mustered  out  with 
his  battery,  June  21, 1865. 

Having  returned  to  civil  life,  on  Sept.  30,  1867,  he  married 
MAEIETTA  NOETHEUP  and  finally  settled  in  Newark,  N.  J., 
where  he  died  Feb.  24,  1913.

During  the  Civil  War  she  taught 
school  on  Hilton  Head  Island,  S.  C.  On  Sept.  14, 1865,  in  Bethel, 
she  married  COLONEL  BENJAMIN  W.  THOMPSON,  an  offi- 
cer in  the  army  who  had  been  high  in  command  at  Hilton  Head 
Island.     She  and  her  sister,  Amelia  Jenkins  Twitchell,  were 
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teaching  school  at  Blue  Hill,  Me.,  and  at  Macon,  Ga.,  in  1860-61.

is  a  Fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  He  is  con- 
sulting surgeon  of  the  Maine  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  and  of  the 
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Children's  Hospital,  Portland,  and  Webber  Hospital,  Bidde- 
ford,  and  the  Bath  Hospital,  of  Bath,  Me. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  masonic  orders ;  also  of  the  Congre- 
gational church,  and  in  politics  is  a  representative  Kepublican, 
firm  in  his  adherence  to  the  principles  of  that  party.

Above  all,  she  was  the  peerless  winner  of  hearts  because  of 
her  singularly  cheerful,  unselfish  and  lovable  disposition.  Had  am- 
bition for  fame  guided  her  life,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  she 
would  have  gained  it,  but  she  resigned  it  all  for  love  and  the  more 
placid  bliss  of  domestic  life,  and  it  must  be  a  sweet  consolation  to 
her  husband  and  children  that  she  had  never  expressed  a  regret  that 
she  had  not  sought  literary  or  dramatic  renown,  and  a  sweeter  con- 
solation still,  that  in  their  memories  can  be  mingled  no  bitter  taste 
of  unpleasant  incidents.  To  the  very  end  her  heart  was  the  heart 
of  a  girl.  It  was  this  eternal  youth  which  excluded  all  bitterness 
from  her  nature." 

Mr.  Twitchell  (1920)  still  resides  upon  the  property  in 
Grass  Valley.  He  has  always  had  a  hobby — the  making  of  vio- 
lins— which  occupation  affords  him  great  pleasure.  " Although," 
as  he  says,  "I  have  made  forty  very  good  ones,  I  have  not  yet 
produced  one  to  rank  with  the  Italian  masters. ' '

Here  they 
experienced  severe  financial  reverses,  and,  in  1877,  with  their 
family  removed  to  Fort  Berthold,  Dakota  Territory,  where  for 
three  years  Mr.  Walker  was  in  government  employ  among  the 
Indians.  In  1880,  he  removed  to  Wilmot,  Dak.,  where  he  located 
upon  a  homestead.

He  was  elected  justice  of  the  peace  for 
several  terms,  and  filled  the  position  of  post  commander  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

Writing  of  his  father,  Elanson,  and  of  his  grandfather, 
Joshua  Twitchell,  he  says: 

' '  My  grandfather,  Joshua  Twitchell,  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade. 
He  was  dark  complexioned,  with  black  hair  and  brown  eyes.  He 
married  a  fair-haired  woman  in  New  York  state,  whence  with  his 
family  he  removed,  in  1814,  to  Ohio,  my  father  being  then  seven 
years  of  age.  When  the  last  named  was  fourteen  years  of  age,  in 
1821,  they  removed  to  Calhoun  County,  then  Pike  County,  111.,  where 
he  died  from  the  effects  of  malpractice  of  surgery.  There  was  left 
with  the  family  quite  a  number  of  tools  and  utensils  which  he  had 
made  and  which  I  have  seen.  My  father,  with  all  those  who  came 
to  the  wilderness  of  Calhoun  County,  during  childhood,  was  deprived 
of  schools ;  and,  although  they  grew  up  having  natural  sagacity  and 
tact,  they  were  handicapped  by  their  environment.  My  father  was 
a  kind-hearted,  pure-minded  Christian,  a  man  of  clean  lips  and 
noble  purposes.  He  was  patriotic  and  encouraged  his  sons,  my 
brother  Jeduthan  and  myself,  in  our  service  as  soldiers  during  the 
Civil  War.    Aiding  and  assisting  in  making  the  home  in  the  wilder- 
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ness,  my  father,  young  as  he  was,  was  of  the  sort  of  men  who  could 
accommodate  himself  to  all  situations ;  he  became  expert  with  grub- 
bing hoe,  and  all  the  other  tools  used  in  the  everyday  life  of  the 
pioneer.  After  his  father's  death,  and  the  other  brothers  were  mar- 
ried, my  father  was  the  main  support  of  his  widowed  mother  and 
younger  sisters.  They  all  grew  up  without  schooling.  Later  my  father 
acquired  some  books,  chief  of  which  was  a  Bible.  He  was  a  true  wor- 
shiper of  the  Most  High.  He  had  a  melodious  voice,  and  the  songs  of 
his  morning  and  evening  devotions  are  an  inspiration  to  his  sons  who 
are  now  old  men.  I  have  heard  my  father  relate  circumstances  and 
incidents  of  his  early  life.  He  said  that  several  families  came  to  the 
country  in  separate  boats  made  for  the  purpose ;  that  there  were  two 
families  of  Twitchells  with  the  number  that  came  down  the  Ohio 
river  and  proceeded  up  the  Mississippi ;  the  boats  were  propelled  by 
man-power;  generally,  where  the  river-banks  would  permit,  a  rope 
or  tow  line  was  used,  the  men  on  the  banks  drawing  the  boat;  at 
other  times,  if  the  river-bank  was  bad,  the  line  would  be  made 
fast  to  a  "snag"  ahead  and  wound  up  by  a  capstan.  Calvin  Twit- 
chell, the  younger  brother  of  my  father,  while  trying  to  use  a  pole, 
fell  overboard  and  greatly  excited  his  mother,  who  did  not  know 
the  boys  had  learned  to  swim ;  he  was  eleven  years  of  age ;  his  older 
brothers  called  to  him  to  swim  ashore,  which  the  boy  did,  to  the 
delight  of  this  brothers  and  the  joy  of  his  mother.  My  father's 
Bible  record  does  not  contain  the  name  of  my  grandfather,  Joshua. 
I  do  not  know  whether  uncle  Chesley  Twitchell,  the  elder  brother, 
had  such  a  record;  all  of  his  children  are  dead,  except  Carlton 
Asher  Twitchell,  of  Meppen,  Calhoun  County,  111.  The  record  in 
father's  Bible  was  made  by  myself  from  entries  on  a  loose  sheet  of 
paper  found  in  the  Bible,  except  the  death  of  my  father,  which  was 
entered  by  my  brother,  Jeduthan." 

Mr.  Twitchell  is  a  resident  (1919)  of  Carthage,  Mo.  He 
also  says  that  "Two  sets  of  Twitchells  came  to  the  Illinois  and 
kept  together  as  far  as  Alton,  on  the  Mississippi,  where  they 
disagreed,  and  one  party  went  back  to  the  Missouri  river  and 
went  up  that  stream.  They  were  closely  related,  but  correspond- 
ence was  not  kept  up."

Public  sentiment,  however,  favoring  such  laws,  spread 
rapidly  until  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union  had  some  measure 
of  initiative  and  referendum  legislation. 

Two  years  later,  he  became  associated  with  Ignatious  Don- 
nelly in  editing  "The  Representative,"  a  People's  Party  paper 
of  national  circulation  and  influence.  While  associated  with  the 
Representative  and  Mr.  Donnelly,  his  opportunities  for  promot- 
ing the  cause  of  direct  legislation  could  not  have  been  surpassed. 
In  addition  to  several  years'  editorial  work  on  that  paper,  Mr. 
Twitchell  was  made  national  committeeman  of  the  People's 
party  and  chairman  of  the  Minnesota  delegation  that  nominated 
the  Barker  and  Donnelly  presidential  ticket  at  Cincinnati.  The 
same  year  he  was  nominated  by  his  party  for  the  position  of 
associate  justice  of  the  Minnesota  supreme  court,  but  failed  of 
election. 
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Mr.  Twitchell  has  always  occupied  a  leading  position  in  the 
bar  of  his  state.  As  the  famous  Dartmouth  College  case  estab- 
lished the  basic  principles  of  our  present  day  corporation  law, 
and  the  celebrated  Anarchist  cases  in  Chicago  denned  and  de- 
veloped the  law  of  criminal  conspiracy,  so  the  "  Twitchell 
Cases"  in  Minnesota  (1912  to  1916)  exhaustively  considered  and 
developed  the  law  of  conspiracy  in  civil  actions.  Mr.  Twitchell 
was  in  charge  of  the  trials  and  supreme  court  presentations  of 
these  important  cases.

On  July  24, 1866,  he  married  ADELE  COLEMAN,  daughter 
of  Isaac  Coleman,  born  Aug.  15, 1846,  in  the  state  of  Mississippi ; 
died  at  Starlight,  La.,  Feb.  14,  1874.  They  resided  at  the  last 
named  place,  where  he  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  While 
a  resident  of  Louisiana,  he  was  elected  a  state  senator  and  served 
from  1870  to  1876.  He  also  filled  the  office  of  U.  S.  Commissioner 
and  held  several  local  offices  in  what  was  known  as  Red  River 
Parish,  and  at  a  town  called  Coushatta,  where,  on  May  2,  1876, 
an  attempt  was  made  to  assassinate  him,  by  some  unknown 
persons,  in  which  he  received  very  serious  wounds,  resulting  in 
the  loss  of  both  of  his  arms. 

From  an  investigation  of  this  and  similar  outrages,  by  a 
congressional  committee,  it  appears: 

"That  at  an  early  hour,  on  the  morning  of  May  2nd  (1876),  a 
stranger,  mounted  upon  a  peculiarly  colored  pony,  entered  the  town 
of  Coushatta.  He  was  disguised,  wearing  a  coat  of  rubber  or  oil- 
cloth, reaching  nearly  to  his  feet;  his  face  was  partially  concealed 
by  a  heavy  beard,  evidently  false ;  his  eyes  were  covered  by  a  pair  of 
heavy  goggles,  and  his  hat  was  drawn  down  over  his  face.  After 
reaching  the  town,  and  before  dismounting,  he  rode  to  a  black- 
smith's shop  at  the  upper  end  of  the  village,  where  he  could  com- 
mand a  view  of  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  He  requested  the 
blacksmith  to  shoe  his  horse,  but  finally  stated  that  his  brother 
would  soon  be  there  and  would  direct  the  smith  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  animal  was  to  be  shod.  He  remained  in  the  shop  until 
apparently  he  saw  Captain  Twitchell  approaching  the  ferry  landing, 
in  a  buggy,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  He  then  rode  to  the 
landing,  where  he  dismounted,  hitched  his  horse  and  proceeded  to  the 
top  of  the  bank  and  stood  behind  a  woodpile.  About  the  time  he 
reached  the  top  of  the  bank,  the  ferry-skiff,  in  which  were  George  A. 
King,  Captain  Twitchell  and  the  ferry-man — a  negro — approached 
the  landing.  The  stranger  opened  fire,  wounding  Captain  Twitchell 
in  the  leg.  The  Captain  jumped  into  the  river  and  caught  the  edge 
of  the  skiff  with  his  hand,  keeping  the  skiff  between  himself  and  the 
assassin.  Mr.  King  fired  at  the  assassin  from  a  revolver,  whereupon 
he  turned  his  gun  upon  King  and  shot  him,  evidently  causing  instant 
death.  He  then  resumed  firing  at  the  Captain,  shooting  him  through 
one  arm  and  then  the  other.  About  this  time  the  ferryman  attempted 
to  rescue  Captain  Twitchell  from  the  water,  and  to  prevent  this,  the 
assassin  fired  at  the  ferryman,  wounding  him  in  the  hand.  Evident- 
ly believing  that  his  victim  was  dead,  the  assassin  mounted  and  rode 
away.  During  the  progress  of  the  shooting,  a  man  named  Benjamin 
Wolfson  rode  up,  approaching  quite  near.  The  assassin  pointed 
his  gun  at  Wolfson  and  ordered  him  to  leave  and  he  retired.  Two 
ladies,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Merrill  and  Mrs.  P.  J.  Lee,  also  approached  the 
assassin  and  begged  him  to  desist,  but  without  effect.  They  also 
scanned  him  closely.  Captain  Twitchell  was  rescued  from  the  river 
and  taken  to  the  opposite  bank  whence  he  had  embarked.  Mr.  King's 
body  was  removed  from  the  skiff;  he  was  dead." 
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This  tragedy  naturally  caused  much  excitement  in  the  vil- 
lage and  throughout  other  portions  of  the  country.  A  number 
•of  citizens  crossed  the  river  and  gave  such  aid  as  was  in  their 
power  to  the  wounded  man,  and  many  volunteered  to  pursue  and 
endeavor  to  capture  the  murderer,  and  after  some  delay,  caused 
by  the  indecision  and  lack  of  spirit  exhibited  by  the  sheriff  of 
the  parish,  a  posse  was  organized  under  a  deputy  sheriff,  an  old 
man,  and  started  in  pursuit,  but,  after  following  the  trail  several 
miles,  it  was  lost  and  the  posse  was  compelled  to  return  without 
result.    The  murderer  was  never  discovered. 

In  the  same  year  a  committee  of  congress  made  an  alleged 
investigation  into  the  fact,  and,  after  taking  the  testimony  of  a 
great  many  witnesses,  reported  that  it  had  been  impossible  for 
them  to  locate  or  identify  the  assassin,  or  to  obtain  any  clew  to 
his  identity,  and  "having  directed  their  inquiries  particularly  to 
the  point  as  to  whether  politics  had  anything  to  do  with  the 
affair,"  were  "of  the  opinion  that  the  testimony  of  the  leading 
men  of  the  two  political  parties  is  explicit  in  establishing  the  fact 
that  the  shooting  of  King  and  Twitchell  was  not  caused  by 
reason  of  their  political  opinions  and  that  the  affair  was  not  of  a 
political  character."  "The  evidence  shows,"  says  the  commit- 
tee's report,  "That  Mr.  Twitchell  had  made  a  number  of  per- 
sonal enemies  within  his  own  political  party,  and  that  threats 
against  his  life  had  been  made  by  one  or  more  of  these  parties. 
But  the  evidence  was  not  of  a  character  to  create  a  reasonable 
ground  of  suspicion  against  any  particular  person,  even  among 
his  personal  enemies." 

It  may  be  stated  here,  however,  that  Captain  TwitchelPs 
views  of  the  affair  never  coincided  with  the  statements  contained 
in  the  report  of  this  congressional  sub-committee,  and  he  and  his 
family  and  friends  always  believed  that  he  had  been  marked  as 
a  victim  by  a  despicable  gang  of  Ku  Klux  conspirators,  who 
had  determined  to  get  him  out  of  the  way  if  possible.  Captain 
Twitchell  was  a  radical  republican  in  his  beliefs. 

In  1878,  during  the  administration  of  President  Hayes,  he 
was  appointed  consul  of  the  United  States  at  Kingston,  Canada, 
a  position  which  he  filled  most  acceptably  until  his  death,  which 
occurred  Aug.  21,  1905.

On  Aug.  30,  1874,  he  was  brutally 
murdered  by  a  gang  of  Ku  Klux  ruffians,  an  account  of  which 
follows,  written  by  Captain  Marshall  Harvey  Twitchell,  whom 
the  same  organization  attempted  to  assassinate  at  Coushatta, 
La.,  two  years  later.  Of  this  brutal  affair,  Captain  Twitchell 
says: 

"I  learned  from  H.  A.  Scott  and  the  widows  of  the  murdered 
men  and  from  other  reliable  sources  of  information  readily  at  my 
disposal,  that  soon  after  I  left  Coushatta  for  the  City  (New  Orleans) 
there  were  continual  secret  meetings  of  the  white  men  in  the  parish, 
which  first  resulted  in  a  demand  upon  the  republican  officials  to 
resign  their  offices.  No  reason  was  given  for  this  demand  beyond 
the  statement  that  the  white  democrats  were  going  to  govern  the 
state  without  interference  of  the  negroes  or  the  republicans. 

About  the  middle  of  August,  a  party  of  white  men,  at  night, 
attacked  a  negro  family,  and  one  of  their  number  was  shot  and 
wounded  by  the  negro  from  his  home.  The  negro  was  at  once  killed, 
but  the  grave  offense  of  having  defended  himself  in  his  own  house 
from  his  midnight  assassins,  who  chanced  to  be  white,  was  too 
serious  a  matter  to  be  atoned  for  by  the  death  of  the  negro. 

' '  The  secret  government,  which  was  already  established,  sent  its 
couriers  into  the  white  settlements  with  the  alarming  story  that  the 
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negroes  on  the  Eed  Kiver  were  rising  and  killing  the  white  women 
and  children.  Great  stress  was  laid  on  the  danger  to  the  white 
women. 

"In  a  few  hours,  the  town  was  filled  with  armed  white  men  and 
in  charge  of  the  new  confederate  military  government  was  T.  W. 
Abney.  All  the  roads  leading  into  the  town  were  picketed  and  a 
perfect  semblance  of  a  '  town  in  siege '  was  established. 

"The  republican  officers  rode  to  different  points  in  the  parish 
where  there  were  rumors  of  the  negroes  rising.  In  each  and  every 
case,  they  found  not  the  slightest  shadow  for  the  existing  rumors. 
In  time  they  became  disgusted  and  informed  the  democrats  that 
there  was  no  truth  in  their  story,  and  that  all  that  was  wanted  to 
stop  the  excitement  was  for  the  armed  men  in  the  town  to  go  home 
about  their  business. 

"That  night  two  young  men,  Dickinson  and  Pickens,  rode  out 
on  the  Springfield  road  to  their  picket  post.  They  halted  a  man  in 
a  cotton  field  and  he  not  obeying  their  summons,  they  fired  upon  him. 
The  man  returned  the  fire,  slightly  wounding  young  Dickinson  in 
the  arm. 

' '  The  next  morning  different  houses  were  suddenly  surrounded 
by  armed  military  organizations  and  H.  J.  Twitchell,  Clark  Holland, 
W.  T.  Howell,  F.  S.  Edgerton,  M.  C.  Willis,  R.  W.  DeWeese  and 
the  deputy  sheriff,  Gilbert  Coan,  were  arrested  and  put  under 
guard  in  an  unoccupied  store.  The  reasons  given  for  their 
arrest  were  that  it  was  necessary  to  allay  the  excitement,  or  that  it 
was  for  their  own  safety.  Not  one  of  them  was  charged  with  any 
crime  or  wrong-doing.  Their  actual  offense  was  that  they  had  been 
so  active  in  going  to  places  of  reported  risings  and  then  mingled 
so  freely  with  the  people,  assuring  them  that  there  was  no  danger, 
that  it  was  beginning  to  dawn  on  the  minds  of  the  'Woolhats'  that 
they  had  been  unnecessarily  called  from  their  work  to  quell  a  dis- 
turbance which  existed  in  the  minds  of  the  democratic  leaders  and 
their  dupes,  and  it  became  essential  to  do  something  as  an  excuse 
for  having  called  so  many  armed  men  into  town. 

"At  the  time  these  arrests  were  made,  others  were  ordered  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  keep  all  the  different  companies  at  work. 

"Two  colored  men  were  arrested  and  hung  on  a  tree  just  at  the 
edge  of  the  town,  serving  as  amusement  for  the  'chivalry'  and  an 
excuse  for  keeping  their  military  force  together.  The  reason  given 
for  hanging  the  negroes,  however,  was  that  they  had  returned  young 
Dickinson's  fire,  and  in  fact  proved  better  marksmen  than  he.  Only 
one  shot  was  fired  at  Dickinson,  but,  as  he  and  Pickens  were  of  the 
'chivalry'  and  loaded  down  with  arms,  it  was  not  proper  that  they 
should  have  been  frightened  and  run  back  into  town  by  only  one 
of  an  inferior  race,  so  a  second  negro  must  be  taken  and  hanged. ' ' 

"Another  party  went  to  the  lower  end  of  the  parish  and 
arrested  Levi  Allen.  He  was  an  intelligent  colored  man,  a  leader 
among  his  people,  honest,  industrious  and  of  great  physical  strength. 
A  few  weeks  before  he  had  caught  the  bridle  of  a  drunken  gambler 
who  was  attempting  to  ride  him  down  in  the  streets  of  Coushatta, 
and  this  was  his  crime,  for  the  gambler  was  a  white  man  and  one 
of  the  'chivalry.'     Allen  was  at  work  in  the  fields.     He  made  no 
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resistance  to  the  demand  that  he  should  go  to  Coushatta  and  be  ex- 
amined for  his  complicity  with  the  riots.  As  no  riots  had  occurred, 
he  felt,  I  presume,  that  nothing  could  be  brought  against  him  and 
that  there  was  no  danger  in  his  going  to  Coushatta.  In  passing 
through  the  woods,  he  was  barbarously  mutilated,  rendering  him 
helpless  and  then  thrown  on  a  pile  of  brush,  to  which  fire  was  set 
that  his  dying  agonies  might  be  intensified.  The  'chivalry'  then 
went  to  Coushatta  and  reported  that  Allen  had  escaped  in  the 
woods,  but  to  their  comrades  in  town,  they  explained  with  great 
self-satisfaction  how  he  had  escaped. 

1 '  They  were  unable  to  find  the  parish  judge  and  the  postmaster. 
The  judge,  a  brave  ex-confederate  officer,  was  warned  in  time  and 
left.  The  postmaster  concealed  himself  in  a  dry  well  within  a  few 
feet  of  the  tree  where  the  colored  men  were  hanged,  which  baffled 
all  attempts  to  discover  him. 

"George  A.  King,  one  of  my  brothers-in-law,  and  John  Miller, 
a  visitor  from  Newfane,  Vermont,  were  at  King's  plantation,  eight 
miles  from  town  and  escaped  arrest  by  hiding  in  the  woods. 

"H.  A.  Scott,  formerly  of  the  11th  Vermont  regiment,  not  an 
office-holder  or  citizen  of  Louisiana,  was  building  a  house  at  Cou- 
shatta. He  naturally  associated  with  his  old  friends  and  army 
comrades  from  the  North.  This  made  him  a  suspicious  character, 
and  he  was  arrested  with  the  others.  He  was  from  Townshend, 
Vermont,  where  he  was  active  in  church  and  sabbath-school  work, 
as  well  as  a  prominent  mason.  For  a  short  time,  he  endeavored  to 
take  a  part  in  the  establishment  of  a  sabbath-school  at  Coushatta. 
In  some  manner,  he  was  soon  informed  that  his  ideas  and  system 
were  not  in  accord  with  the  views  of  the  white  people  of  that  locality 
and  consequently  his  prominence  as  a  sabbath-school  worker  dis- 
appeared. 

"His  case  was  considered  by  the  military  council,  which  was 
greatly  relieved  when  he  made  application  to  T.  W.  Abney  to  be 
relieved  from  arrest,  as  a  master  mason.  Abney  caused  him  to  be 
brought  out  to  his  house  and  then  to  his  barn,  promising  to  keep 
him  concealed,  and  then  finally  to  put  him  out  of  town.  Scott's 
experience  for  the  preceding  few  weeks  had  materially  lessened  his 
confidence  in  southern  honor  and  promises.  He  escaped  through  the 
pickets  at  night,  with  one  of  my  horses,  and  with  a  good  deal  of 
address  and  remarkable  good  luck,  made  a  successful  trip  to  Colfax 
(75  miles),  the  nearest  station  of  the  United  States  troops,  repre- 
senting himself  to  the  white  people  as  a  courier  from  Captain  Abney 
at  Coushatta. 

"After  the  hanging  of  the  negroes — the  last  amusement  of  the 
'chivalry' — there  had  been  nothing  more  exciting  than  the  opening 
of  letters  that  came  by  mail  addressed  to  republicans,  or  examining 
stores  and  houses  of  prominent  republicans,  as  they  claimed,  for 
arms.  Some  companies  coming  from  a  distance  felt  that  they  had 
done  nothing  and  clamored  for  the  murder  of  the  men  under  arrest. 

' '  This  was  not  desired  by  Abney  and  his  council.  They  felt  that 
such  an  outrage  would  receive  at  least  a  certain  notice  and  would 
give  the  resident  leaders  more  trouble  than  was  desirable.  It  was 
finally  decided  that  they  should  be  put  under  guard  and  sent  out

of  the  parish  before  they  were  harmed.  I  have  no  doubt  that  in 
this  last  movement  there  was  much  deceit  used  among  the  democratic 
leaders.  Some  desired  and  expected  that  the  prisoners  should  be 
allowed  to  reach  northern  territory  safely.  I  think  the  prisoners 
believed  that  the  promise  of  their  being  conducted  to  a  place  of 
safety  was  to  be  carried  out,  although  the  earnest  appeal  of  my 
brother  that  they  should  be  allowed  their  arms  as  well  as  their  own 
horses  seemed  to  indicate  that  he  had  fears  of  treachery. 

"The  women  and  children  of  the  prisoners  left  at  Coushatta 
had  no  doubt  of  the  good  faith  of  the  democrats.  Some  influence 
was  strong  enough  to  let  my  brother  go  to  the  court  house  under 
guard  and  open  the  safe,  and  direct  the  prisoners  to  take  with  them 
all  their  valuables  they  could  carry,  the  murderers  thereby  making 
their  victims  pay  for  their  own  murder,  as  horses,  watches,  rings, 
money,  and  everything  of  value,  even  to  some  of  their  clothing,  was 
divided  among  the  murderers. 

"That  this  was  allowed  by  the  anti-murder  party  shows  that 
they  were  too  weak  to  interfere,  or  were  indifferent  to  the  safety  of 
the  prisoners. 

' '  After  two  hours '  delay,  the  prisoners  were  started  up  the  river 
towards  Shreveport,  where  they  were  expecting  to  take  the  cars 
for  the  north.  They  rode  rapidly  until  just  beyond  the  parish  line 
where  the  guard  insisted  upon  a  halt  for  rest  and  refreshment. 
Suddenly  an  armed  crowd  with  Dick  Coleman,  a  noted  desperado, 
at  their  head,  came  up.  DeWeese,  first  observing  the  danger,  cried : 
'Mount  and  ride  for  your  lives.'  They  were  soon  on  their  horses 
but  too  late.  DeWeese  was  shot  from  his  horse  before  he  was  hardly 
seated  in  the  saddle.  My  brother  was  shot  in  the  face  and  attempted 
to  seize  a  gun  from  one  of  his  guards,  crying  out :  '  Give  me  a  gun, 
I  don't  want  to  die  like  a  dog.'  Edgerton,  throwing  himself  flat  on 
his  horse,  escaped  the  first  volley  and  made  considerable  distance 
before  he  was  finally  shot  from  his  horse,  answering  back  to  their 
calls,  to  surrender,  that  he  would  die  first.  Holland,  Willis  and 
Howell  obeyed  the  first  call  to  surrender. 

' '  The  murderers  with  the  last  three  crossed  the  river  to  Ward 's 
store,  Bossier  parish.  Here  a  number  of  hours  were  spent  in  con- 
sultation about  what  was  best  to  do  with  the  prisoners.  A  planter 
by  the  name  of  Stringfellow  offered  $1,000.00  apiece  to  save  their 
lives,  but  this  could  not  be  paid  down,  and  finally  Dick  Coleman's 
counsel  prevailed  that  it  was  best  to  murder  the  prisoners,  take 
their  horses  and  valuables  and  remove  important  witnesses  of  the 
previous  murders.  Howell  and  Willis  were  brought  out  in  front 
of  the  stores,  and,  after  the  manner  of  a  military  execution,  were 
coolly  shot  down.  Holland,  for  some  reason,  was  offered  an  oppor- 
tunity to  leave  the  store  and  run  down  the  cotton  rows  toward  the 
swamps,  thus  holding  out  to  him  a  chance  that  he  might  escape. 
He  seemed  to  understand  that  the  savages  only  wanted  the  amuse- 
ment of  hunting  and  shooting,  and  replied : '  No,  you  have  murdered 
my  friends,  now  you  may  kill  me,'  and  asking  that  his  wife  and 
little  boy  might  be  allowed  to  escape  north  unharmed,  he  stepped 
forward  to  the  bodies  of  Willis  and  Howel  and  received  the  mur- 
derous volley."

In  1889-1892,  Mr.  Twitchell  served  as  district  attorney  for 
the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  under  appointment  by  Governor 
L.  Bradford  Prince,  at  that  time  governor  of  the  territory.    In 
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1893,  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Santa  Fe.  In  1889-1890  he  was 
chosen  president  of  the  New  Mexico  Bar  Association.  He  served 
in  the  National  Guard  of  New  Mexico,  reaching  the  grade  of 
colonel.  In  1885,  while  serving  on  the  staff  as  aide  and  acting 
as  inspector  for  Governor  Edmund  G.  Ross,  he  was  detailed 
for  duty  in  the  Indian  campaign  of  that  year  and  accompanied 
Major  Chaffee,  6th  U.  S.  Cavalry  and  his  command,  scouting  in 
Sierra  and  Grant  Counties,  N.  M.,  in  pursuit  of  renegade  Indians 
from  the  San  Carlos  Indian  Agency. 

He  was  very  prominent  in  forwarding  the  passage  of  the 
reclamation  act,  and  in  all  conservation  movements  in  the  arid 
west,  serving  as  vice-president  for  two  terms  of  the  National 
Irrigation  Congress. 

In  1902-3,  he  was  chairman  of  the  republican  territorial 
central  committee ;  was  vice-president  and  a  life  member  of  the 
Historical  Society  of  New  Mexico ;  regent  of  the  state  museum ; 
member  of  the  managing  committee  of  the  Archaeological  Insti- 
tute of  America ;  member  of  the  council  of  the  School  of  Ameri- 
can Research,  and  vice-president  of  the  Santa  Fe  society  of  the 
institute;  member  of  the  board  of  historical  service  for  New 
Mexico  under  the  state  council  of  defense ;  chairman  of  the  board 
of  exposition  managers  for  New  Mexico  at  the  Panama-Cali- 
fornia expositions  at  San  Diego  and  San  Francisco  in  1915  and 
1916 ;  member  of  the  American  Geographical  Society,  the  Amer- 
ican Historical  Association  and  many  other  societies  and  organ- 
izations engaged  in  the  uplift  and  betterment  of  the  southwest. 
He  served  as  president  of  the  Santa  Fe  Chamber  of  Commerce 
two  years  and  was  director  of  the  Santa  Fe  Fiesta  for  a  number 
of  years.  During  the  World  War,  he  was  detailed  for  recruiting 
service  prior  to  the  working  of  the  selective  service  act,  and 
served  as  state  chairman  and  had  active  charge  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.,  United  War  Work  and  American  Relief  Welfare  work  in 
New  Mexico. 

At  the  bar,  he  is  classed  among  its  leaders  in  the  southwest 
and  was  considered  a  specialist  in  certain  branches  of  his  pro- 
fession, being  regarded  as  one  of  the  ablest  trial  lawyers  in  the 
southwest ;  as  a  public  speaker  he  had  few  equals  on  the  stump 
or  before  courts  and  juries.  In  1921,  his  long  series  of  activities 
in  historical  research  in  the  Indian  field  prompted  his  selection 
as  special  assistant  attorney  general  of  the  United  States, 
charged  with  the  management  of  litigation  in  which  the  Pueblo 
and  other  Indians  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  were  interested. 

Mr.  Twitchell  has  also  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  leading 
authorities  in  all  matters  dealing  with  the  history  of  the  Spanish 
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southwestern  portion  of  the  United  States.  He  is  the  author  of 
The  Military  Occupation  of  New  Mexico,  1846-1851 ;  The  Leading 
Facts  of  New  Mexican  History,  in  five  large  octavo  volumes, 
two  editions;  and  compiler  of  the  Spanish  Archives  of  New 
Mexico,  two  volumes,  published  by  the  state  of  New  Mexico. 
He  edited  and  was  the  leading  contributor  to  the  historical  mag- 
azine, Old  Santa  Fe,  and  has  written  many  historical  mono- 
graphs published  by  the  Historical  Society  and  the  School  of 
American  Research.  In  1917,  he  was  appointed  receiver  of  the 
New  Mexico  Central  Railroad,  a  position  which  he  filled  with 
great  credit.  He  has  always  been  identified  with  the  movement 
to  make  the  capital  of  New  Mexico  one  of  the  great  tourist  cen- 
ters in  the  southwest  and  has  been  one  of  the  leaders  in  promot- 
ing what  is  known  as  the  " Santa  Fe  type"  of  architecture. 

Of  Mr.  Twitchell 's  historical  works  much  favorable  comment 
greeted  every  production  from  his  pen.  The  reviews  and  edi- 
torial expression  appearing  in  many  of  the  metropolitan  papers 
and  periodicals  pronounced  his  Leading  Facts  of  New  Mexican 
History  to  be  the  definitive  history  of  the  southwest  and  the 
most  reliable  work  of  the  kind  then  published  in  America.  Some 
of  these,  notably  the  Sun  of  New  York,  the  Herald,  Chicago,  and 
the  Outlook,  gave  prominent  mention  and  favorable  review  of 
the  work,  the  comment  in  the  Outlook  being  from  the  pen  of 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  his  personal  friend. 

Mr.  Twitchell  has  also  appeared  upon  the  lecture  platform 
in  many  sections  of  the  southwest,  his  subjects  being  varied, 
but  in  the  main  dealing  with  historical  and  archaeological  topics. 

He  was  married  the  second  time,  in  1916,  in  Santa  Fe,  by 
the  Rev.  Leonidas  W.  Smith,  to  ESTELLE  BENNETT,  also  a 
writer  of  merit,  formerly  a  resident  of  Mount  Vernon,  Iowa.

Mean- 
while, through  business  relations,  he  became  interested  in  mining 
operations  near  Joplin,  Mo.,  and  later  in  the  state  of  Colorado, 
where  he  was  interested  in  placer  mining  on  the  upper  reaches 
of  the  Arkansas  river. 

In  1890  he  engaged  in  mining  in  northern  New  Mexico,  meet- 
ing with  moderate  success.  Afterwards  he  went  to  the  state  of 
Chihuahua,  Mexico,  accepting  the  position  of  mine  foreman  of 
the  great  Candelaria  mine,  the  property  of  the  San  Pedro  Min- 
ing Company,  operating  in  that  state.  Excitement  following 
discoveries  near  Parral  now  took  him  to  that  district,  where  he 
was  moderately  successful.  A  man  of  prophetic  vision  and 
well  versed  in  Mexican  character,  he  soon  foresaw  the  disturb- 
ances which  came  with  the  collapse  of  the  Diaz  dictatorship. 
He  sold  out  his  holdings  and  returned  to  El  Paso,  Texas,  from 
which  city  he  proceeded  to  Arizona,  believing  that  his  experi- 
ences gained  in  Mexico  would  enable  him  to  conquer  fortune  in 
that  rich  field.  His  Mexico  experience  proved  invaluable.  He 
soon  saw  that  the  concentration  of  copper  and  other  sulphide 
ores,  which  was  being  accomplished  with  success  in  Mexico, 
could  be  profitably  performed  in  Arizona.  In  the  Ray  district, 
Pinal  County,  Ariz.,  he  found  numerous  abandoned  prospect 
shafts,  with  dumps  of  copper  sulphides,  most  of  which  had  been 
opened  by  the  oldtime  prospectors  searching  for  silver  and 
gold  and  abandoned  because  their  silver  and  gold  content  was 
of  too  low  grade  for  profitable  mining.  Instantly  he  saw  the 
great  possibilities  of  recovering  the  copper  by  concentration  and 
located  a  large  area  of  ground.  His  means  being  limited,  he 
was  compelled  to  pitch  his  camp  in  the  Ray  district  and  to  per- 
form his  assessment  and  development  work  with  his  own  hands, 
his  living  expenses  being  eight  dollars  a  week.  Here  he  re- 
mained six  years,  and  finally  went  to  Philadelphia  and  New 
York.  Among  his  holdings  was  the  Ray  Central  group  and  this 
he  sold  to  the  Lewisohns,  receiving  a  large  sum  of  money  and  a 
large  block  of  stock  in  the  company  which  he  organized.  This 
property  brought  him  a  large  fortune,  resulting  in  his  financial 
independence.  Not  through  the  turn  of  fortune's  wheel,  but 
entirely  owing  to  a  ' '  Twitchell ' '  characteristic — an  indomitable 
will  and  hard  work,  coupled  with  intelligence  derived  from  his 
hard  knocks  in  a  miner's  every  day  experiences.  He  invested 
his  funds  in  Phoenix  and  Salt  River  valley  real  estate.  The 
Ray  Central  was  absorbed  by  the  Ray  Consolidated,  one  of  the 
largest  mining  companies  in  the  United  States. 
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Mr.  Twitchell  has  been  a  life-long  follower  of  honest  sports 
and  belongs  to  the  famous  gun  club  of  Phoenix.  He  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Arizona  Sportsmen's  Association  and  enjoys  the 
distinction  of  having  been  elected  the  first  governor  of  the  Ari- 
zona division  of  the  American  Mining  Congress.  He  has  filled 
acceptably  a  number  of  minor  offices  and  has  been  identified  with 
the  increasing  of  educational  facilities  in  the  community  where 
he  makes  his  home.  In  1917  he  was  appointed  president  of  the 
state  fair  commission,  a  position  which  he  filled  with  credit. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  masonic  orders,  and  a  vestryman  in  the 
Episcopal  church.

In  a  paper,  prepared  upon  request,  covering  some  of  the 
incidents  of  his  early  career,  Dr.  Twichell  stated  that  at  the  time 
he  entered  college,  in  1855,  the  anti-slavery  agitation  was  ap- 
proaching its  climax.  The  Congregational  pastors  in  New 
Haven  at  that  time  were  Drs.  Bacon,  Dutton,  Eustis,  Cleveland 
and  Stiles.  The  last  named  was  of  southern  birth  and  a  pro- 
slavery  man,  or,  at  least,  was  so  considered,  and  as  such  was  an 
off-set  to  Dr.  Bacon,  who  was  firing  hot  shot  on  the  other  side. 
Dr.  Stiles  was  a  splendid  man  and  a  fine  preacher,  the  sight  of 
whom  in  the  chapel  pulpit  was  always  welcome  to  the  Yale  under- 
graduate. The  cauldron  of  agitation  on  the  subject  of  slavery 
was  boiling.  Dr.  Twichell  was  present  at  the  meeting  in  Center 
church  when  Rev.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  called  for  and  obtained 
a  subscription  of  fifty  Sharp's  rifles  for  a  New  Haven  company 
which  was  going  to  Kansas  to  help  make  it  a  Free  State. 

It  was  in  1859  that  Dr.  Twichell 's  name  first  appears  in  the 
Courant,  when,  in  August,  the  year  of  his  graduation,  he  was 
one  of  a  crew  of  Yale  men  who  defeated  Harvard  oarsmen  at 
Worcester.    His  weight  at  that  time  was  given  as  152  pounds.

Born  Southingtoii,  Conn.,  May  27,  1838;   died  Hartford,  Conn.,  Dec.  20,  UJT8~~ 
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Dr.  Twichell  entered  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  1859, 
but  remained  only  about  two  years,  as  in  1861  he  went  to  the 
front  as  chaplain  of  the  71st  New  York  Volunteers,  of  which 
General  Daniel  E.  Sickles  was  the  colonel.  Chaplain  Twichell 
saw  very  considerable  fighting  before  his  regiment  was  mustered 
out  three  years  later.  His  first  engagement  was  the  battle  of 
Fair  Oaks ;  the  seven  days '  fight  before  Richmond  followed ;  then 
the  battles  of  Bristow  station,  Fredericksburg,  Chancellorsville, 
Gettysburg,  the  Wilderness  compaign  and  the  siege  of  Peters- 
burg, in  all  of  which  he  participated.  After  the  regiment  was 
mustered  out,  he  went  to  Andover  Seminary  to  complete  his 
studies  for  the  ministry. 

It  was  while  he  was  still  at  Andover  that  he  received  a  call 
to  become  the  pastor  of  the  newly-formed  Asylum  Hill  Congre- 
gational church. 

On  Nov.  1,  1865,  six  weeks  before  he  became  the  pastor  of 
the  new  church,  he  married  JULIA  HARMONY  CUSHMAN, 
born  in  Exeter,  N.  Y.,  in  1843,  and  then  a  resident  of  Orange, 
N.  J.  She  was  the  cousin  of  an  army  friend,  Captain  D.  C. 
Hannas,  of  the  6th  New  York  Cavalry,  and  it  was  through  his 
acquaintance  with  Captain  Hannas  that  he  met  and  married 
Miss  Cushman. 

The  inception  of  the  Asylum  Hill  Congregational  church 
dates  from  a  Sunday  neighborhood  Bible  class  which  was  con- 
ducted by  Calvin  E.  Stowe,  husband  of  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe, 
and  father  of  Rev.  Charles  Edward  Stowe,  of  East  Bridgewater, 
Conn.  Dr.  Twichell  received  the  call  to  be  pastor  of  this  church 
on  June  15, 1865. 

It  was  a  brilliant  circle  which  he  entered.  Mrs.  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe,  Charles  Dudley  Warner  and  Mark  Twain  were 
among  his  friends  and  neighbors  whom  he  was  to  know  inti- 
mately and  all  of  whom  he  outlived.  Samuel  G.  Clemens  came  to 
Hartford  in  1869,  and  the  two  were  intimate  as  long  as  Clemens 
lived.  It  is  known  that  Dr.  Twichell  kept  a  diary  for  many  years 
rich  in  anecdotes  of  his  distinguished  friends.  It  was  a  very 
fortunate  circumstance  that  he  had  a  keen  sense  of  humor  and 
to  a  lesser  clergyman  Clemens  would  have  been  a  subject  for 
prayer  and  fasting. 

Mrs.  Twichell  passed  away  in  1908.  Her  passing  was  a 
great  blow  to  Dr.  Twichell  and  yet  his  resignation  as  pastor  of 
the  church,  read  on  Dec.  11,  1911,  came  as  a  surprise  to  the 
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congregation.    Rev.  E.  P.  Parker  officiated  at  the  service  and 
read  the  following  letter: 

' '  To  the  Committee  of  the  Asylum  Hill  Congregational  Church 
and  Ecclesiastical  Society,  and  to  the  Members  of  said  church  and 
society : 

"Dear  Friends: — Having  become  convinced  that  the  time  has 
come  when  both  for  your  sake  and  for  my  own,  it  is  best  that  I 
should  lay  down  the  burden  of  the  pastoral  office  which  I  have  so 
long  borne  among  you,  I  herewith  tender  to  you  and  ask  you  to 
accept  my  resignation  of  that  office — to  take  effect  not  later  than 
the  end  of  next  July. 

"Upon  the  considerations  that  have  moved  me  to  the  adoption 
of  this  course  and  the  feelings  with  which  it  is  attended,  I  will  not 
now  dwell,  but  I  beg  you  to  believe  that  it  is  not  without  due  delib- 
eration or  without  memories  more  grateful  than  I  can  discuss,  of  the 
unfailing,  universal  kindness  you  have  manifested  toward  me 
through  all  the  nearly  forty -six  years  during  which  I  have  been  your 
minister. 

"Wishing  you  grace,  mercy  and  peace  from  God  our  Father 
and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  am  yours  affectionately, 

Joseph  H.  Twichell." 

"When  the  church  finally  took  action  on  the  matter,  and  in 
the  minutes  then  adopted,  the  following  tribute  was  inscribed  in 
the  record : 

These  words  of  acknowledgment  we  know  fall  short  of  what  is 
really  fitting  at  such  times  as  these,  yet  we  hope  that  nevertheless 
they  may  serve  sufficiently  to  indicate  along  what  lines  and  with 
what  fullness  of  feeling  our  minds  meditate  upon  the  great  history 
of  these  forty-six  years,  and  they  give  point  and  pressure  to  the 
instinctive  desire  with  which  on  behalf  of  our  whole  membership 
we  urge  upon  Mr.  Twichell  that  through  some  change  of  status  and 
title  he  allow  us  to  keep  unbroken  the  sense  of  vital  relation  that 
has  bound  us  together  hitherto.  If,  in  his  judgment,  the  time  has 
come  for  him  to  lay  down  the  active  responsibility  he  can  still 
remain  our  beloved  counselor  and  friend.  In  this  uninterrupted 
relation,  we  shall  hope  and  pray  there  may  be  yet  many  more  years 
of  fruitfulness  to  add  to  the  many  that  are  passed.  We  believe  that 
the  presence  and  power  of  God  have  been  with  him  in  a  peculiar 
degree  in  his  ministry  among  us.  May  God 's  rich  favor  and  blessing 
rest  upon  him  and  his  family  in  all  the  days  to  come. ' ' 

In  compliance  with  the  wishes  of  his  people,  Dr.  Twichell 
became  pastor  emeritus  of  the  church. 

Dr.  Twichell  was  made  a  member  of  the  Yale  corporation  in 
1874  and  continued  until  relieved  at  his  own  request  in  1913. 
In  the  commencement  of  that  year,  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him,  having  already  received  that 
of  LL.  D.  from  Trinity  College  in  1912. 
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The  Yale  corporation  in  accepting  Dr.  Twichell's  resigna- 
tion as  a  member  of  that  body  saw  fit  to  pay  a  profound  and 
beautiful  tribute  to  his  activities  as  a  member,  when  it  recorded 
in  its  minutes  that : 

"It  is  with  reluctance  and  regret  that  we,  the  members  of  the 
Yale  Corporation,  consent  to  comply  with  Dr.  Twichell's  request, 
and  to  sever  our  official  relations  with  one  who  for  so  many  years  has 
served  on  this  board  with  distinguished  fidelity  and  usefulness, 
whose  name  is  that  of  one  trusted,  revered  and  beloved  in  the  whole 
Yale  world. 

"As  in  the  service  of  his  country  and  in  that  of  the  church, 
he  has  made  the  soldier's  uniform  and  the  vestments  of  holiness 
honorable,  so  in  the  service  of  this  university,  by  his  diligent  devo- 
tion to  its  interests  and  welfare,  he  has  adorned  its  robes  of  honor 
worn  alike  with  distinction  and  modesty.  We  shall  sadly  miss  the 
wisdom  of  his  counsel,  the  enthusiasm  of  his  loyalty,  the  cordiality 
of  his  friendship  and  the  benediction  of  his  presence. 

'  'We  hereby  offer  him  the  homage  of  our  gratitude,  esteem  and 
affection,  with  the  prayer  that  from  the  eminence  of  his  honorable 
age — : 

'With  spiritual  graces,  like  a  glory  crowned' 

he  may  long  continue  to  look  abroad  upon  all  things  with  his  accus- 
tomed courage  and  cheerfulness,  and  that  the  eventide  of  his  bright 
and  beautiful  day  of  life  may  be  prolonged  in  serenity  and  peace." 

It  was  a  happy  thing  that  Dr.  Twichell  lived  to  hear  and 
appreciate  the  various  tributes  of  affection  and  esteem  which 
his  long  and  lovable  life  drew  from  those  who  knew  him — 
from  the  least  unto  the  greatest.  In  June,  1915,  the  church 
celebrated  its  semi-centennial  with  elaborate  exercises,  of  which 
he  was  a  spectator,  but  in  which  he  took  little  part.  While  he 
attended  the  services  after  that  time,  it  marked  his  last  appear- 
ance in  the  greater  activities  of  the  church  with  which  he  had 
been  connected  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

On  the  occasion  of  his  80th  birthday  anniversary,  the  congre- 
gation presented  to  him  its  felicitations  in  the  adoption  of  the 
following  minute : 

"  It  is  desired  to  inscribe  on  the  records  of  the  church  a  minute 
expressing  the  significance  of  its  members  of  this  event  in  the  life 
of  one  who  has  been  so  long  their  leader.  His  forty-six  years  of 
service  completed  an  active  pastorate  which  has  distinguished  both 
the  minister  and  the  church.  This  long  term  of  service  makes  this 
occasion  one  of  marked  interest  to  this  people,  and  it  is  fitting  that 
they  should  unite  in  a  message  of  congratulation  to  their  beloved 
pastor  on  his  attainment  of  this  anniversary. 

' '  There  are  among  the  members  of  this  church  those  who  remem- 
ber the  militant  chaplain  of  Civil  War  times  who  came  as  a  young 
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man  to  be  ordained  as  its  first  pastor.  The  circumstances  are  recalled 
by  the  recent  appearance  on  the  platform  where  his  father  began  his 
ministry,  of  his  khaki-clad  son  who  bears  his  name  and  who  is  doing 
his  part  in  this  present  World  War  for  righteousness  and  democracy 
as  a  chaplain  at  Camp  Devens. 

"It  may  be  added  that  two  more  of  his  sons  are  showing  their 
inheritance  of  patriotism  by  active  service  in  the  army  and  in 
National  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work. 

"Through  long  years  of  his  pastorate,  Dr.  Twichell's  minis- 
trations to  the  individual  members  of  this  congregation  will  never 
be  forgotten  by  them.  He  shared  in  their  joys,  and  was  a  sympa- 
thizing friend  in  those  other  experiences  which  are  no  less  the 
common  lot. 

"His  influence  for  good  on  those  who  have  gone  out  from  this 
church,  and  on  those  who  have  remained,  cannot  be  measured. 

"Through  all  these  years,  his  people  have  taken  a  justifiable 
pride  in  the  country-wide  reputation  of  their  pastor.  The  welcome 
which  was  everywhere  accorded  him  on  public  platform,  and  in 
army,  college  and  social  gatherings  conferred  a  distinction  on  this 
church  as  well  as  on  its  representative. 

"It  is  a  grateful  acknowledgment  of  benefits  received  which 
this  church  places  on  its  records,  and  a  loving  message  of  congratula- 
tion which  it  transmits  to  its  pastor  emeritus  on  this  approaching 
birthday,  with  the  hope  that  this  and  later  anniversaries  may  bring 
him  the  peace  and  joy  which  he  has  earned  by  his  long  life  of  useful 
service." 

During  Dr.  Twichell's  active  career  the  church  grew  in 
membership,  nearly  one  thousand  entering  its  ranks.  As  a 
pastor  he  was  distinguished  by  earnest  solicitude,  broad  wisdom, 
eager  and  sanctified  sympathy,  common  sense  and  saving  humor. 
He  was  a  man  of  high  ideals,  coupled  with  practical  judgment, 
wide  intellectual  attainments,  a  genial  humor  and  a  living 
sympathy. 

He  was  extremely  fond  of  historical  research,  was  a  member 
of  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society,  and  of 
the  Connecticut  Historical  Society.  On  the  occasion  of  the  250th 
anniversary  of  the  adoption  of  the  first  constitution  of  the  state 
of  Connecticut,  he  delivered  an  address,  quite  notable  for  its 
historical  value,  in  which  he  surveyed  the  causes  which  led  the 
three  influential  towns  of  Dorchester,  Newtown  and  Watertown 
to  leave  their  possessions  and  remove  to  Connecticut.  He 
thought  a  principal  cause  was  a  dissatisfaction  with  the  aristo- 
cratic tendencies  of  the  Massachusetts  government.  The  entire 
address  appears  in  the  Collections  of  the  Society.  He  was  a 
man  of  letters  and  wrote  the  "Life  of  John  Winthrop,"  "Some 
Old  Puritan  Love  Letters,"  the  latter  being  the  correspondence 
of  John  and  Margaret  Winthrop,  and  many  other  contributions 
to  the  literature  of  his  time. 
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Dr.  Twichell  passed  to  his  reward  on  Dec.  20,  1918.  He  had 
been  in  failing  health  for  more  than  a  year  and  had  been  con- 
lined  to  his  home  for  nearly  six  months. 

The  Congregationalist,  in  an  elaborate  obituary,  saw  proper 
to  say: 

' '  In  any  other  calling,  '  Joe '  Twichell  wonld  have  been  a  marked 
man,  and  made  a  noteworthy  record,  but  he  chose  the  ministry,  and 
if  all  who  have  been  blessed  by  that  ministry  could  have  stood  in 
line  to  do  him  honor  when  his  funeral  services  were  held,  the  file 
of  grateful  and  sincere  mourners  would  have  reached  far  out  into  the 
streets  of  Hartford.  His  was  a  rich,  many-sided,  far-reaching, 
human  and  Christlike  ministry.  He  was  a  man  of  affairs  and  came 
to  be  one  of  the  first  citizens  of  Hartford,  but  he  was  also  a  man 
to  whom  the  great  Christian  fundamentals  appealed  powerfully, 
who  made  them  the  central  theme  of  his  pulpit,  subordinating  all 
matters  relating  purely  to  theology,  ecclesiasticism  and  denomina- 
tionalism.  A  characteristic  extract  from  his  fortieth  anniversary 
sermon  shows  his  attitude  on  this  point: 

'I  have  more  and  more  come  to  be  assured  that  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  true  Seer  and  Prophet  of  Life,  and  His  gospel  of  the 
soul's  peace  with  God  the  grand  solution  of  its  problems.'  " 

A  contemporary  in  the  Hartford  pulpit  writes  of  him : 

"His  sermons  were  characterized  by  originality  and  simplicity, 
by  a  composed  dignity  and  deliberate  wisdom ;  by  an  obvious  earnest- 
ness of  spirit  and  purpose;  by  the  expression  of  vital  thoughts, 
truths  and  feelings  in  a  choice  and  charming  diction;  by  sing- 
ularly apt  and  felicitous  illustrations  that  flocked  to  his  mind 
like  doves  to  their  windows,  by  which  those  thoughts,  truths  and 
feelings  were  made  more  bright  and  beautiful;  and  I  venture  to 
add,  by  a  chastened  humor,  never  suggestive  of  levity,  but  subdued 
and,  as  it  were,  sanctified  for  such  use,  that  moistened  and  freshened 
all  his  discourse,  preserving  it  from  all  possibility  of  dryness.  And 
therewithal,  ever  the  deep,  sweet  music  of  his  melodious  voice,  har- 
monius  with  the  music  of  his  message. ' '

Subsequent 
to  1861,  he  became  associated  with  the  H.  D.  Smith  &  Company 
firm  of  Southington,  first  as  shipping  clerk,  then  as  bookkeeper, 
and,  after  1865,  as  treasurer  of  the  company.  He  also  engaged 
in  banking,  being  for  a  long  period  a  stockholder  and  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Southington  bank.  For  many  years  he  was  actively 
identified  with  the  business  and  social  life  of  the  town. 

On  Oct.  18,  1866,  Mr.  Twichell  was  united  in  marriage  with 
SARAH  LOUISE  HARRISON,  daughter  of  Martin  and  Sally 
(Moore)  Frisbie,  of  Southington. 

Politically  Mr.  Twichell  was  always  in  harmony  with  the 
principles  of  the  Republican  party.  He  served  as  assessor  of 
the  town,  and,  in  1880,  represented  the  district  in  the  state  sen- 
ate. Fraternally,  he  belonged  to  the  local  lodge  of  A.  F.  &  A.  M., 
of  which  his  grandfather  was  also  a  member.  He  was  active  in 
church  work,  being  prominent  in  the  membership  of  the  Congre- 
gational church,  of  which  he  was  the  clerk,  or  secretary,  for 
many  years.    He  died  early  in  1919.

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  World  War,  on  Apr.  5,  1917,  he 
volunteered  for  service  at  Cleveland,  was  accepted  and  assigned 
to  the  1st  Aeronautic  Detachment.  He  was  sent  to  Pensacola, 
Fla.,  to  the  aviation  school  and  began  training,  Apr.  8,  1917. 
About  one  hundred  students  from  this  school  were  selected  for 
service  in  France,  where  they  completed  their  training  in  avia- 
tion. Of  the  more  than  two  hundred  candidates  for  this  service 
who  took  the  necessary  examination,  Thomas  Winch  Barrett 
stood  fifth.  The  detachment  sailed  from  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
collier  Jupiter  May  25th,  1917,  and  arrived  in  Bordeaux  June  5, 
from  which  place  they  were  sent  to  Tours  for  final  training  in 
the  great  aviation  school  at  that  place.  On  June  28,  while  en- 
gaged in  training,  he  met  his  death  by  the  machine  taking  fire 
at  an  elevation  of  two  thousand  feet  and  burning.  He  was 
piloting  under  the  guidance  of  a  French  instructor  at  the  time. 
The  expedition  of  which  he  was  a  member  was  the  first  United 
States  regular  force  of  any  kind  to  be  landed  in  France  for 
service  against  the  enemy,  and  young  Barrett  was  the  first 
American  soldier  to  give  his  life  for  his  country  on  foreign  soil, 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  message  received  from  the  government, 
which  reads  as  follows : 

"Washington,  D.  C,  July  2,  1917—4:50  P.  M. 

"D.  S.  Barrett,  Mentor,  Ohio. 

"Bureau  deeply  regret  to  inform  you  that  Thomas  W.  Barrett, 
landsman  for  quartermaster,  was  killed  at  Tours,  France,  June  28, 
from  nose-dive  of  machine.  Your  son  was  the  first  man  of  the 
United  States  armed  forces  to  be  killed  in  France.  You  have  the 
sincere  sympathy  of  the  bureau  in  the  loss  of  your  son.    Eemains 
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may  be  sent  to  you  at  government  expense,  but  expense  of  interment 
must  be  borne  by  you.  Telegraph  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
your  wishes.  ' ' 

(Signed)  Colmer." 

Later  his  family  received  word  that  the  remains  could  not 
be  transported  until  after  the  war.  His  mother  received  a  clip- 
ping- from  a  Paris  newspaper  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the 
machine  took  fire  and  burned,  both  occupants  being  severely 
burned  before  the  machine  fell  to  the  ground.  It  is  also  known 
that  the  machine  of  the  type  being  used  at  the  time  was  later 
condemned  and  their  use  discontinued  as  they  all  back-fired, 
causing  many  fatalities. 

Lieutenant  Godfrey  de  C.  Chevalier,  U.  S.  N.,  writing  to 
Mrs.  Barrett,  gives  a  full  description  of  the  burial  in  France, 
as  follows: 

"Ecole  d 'Aviation  Militaire,  Tours,  France. 
"My  dear  Mrs.  Barrett: — 

"  The  loss  of  your  son  was  a  great  blow  to  us  all,  and  I  wish  to 
express  my  deep  and  heart-felt  sympathy  for  you  and  yours.  He 
was  doing  his  duty  magnificently  and  was  setting  an  example  to  the 
other  men  of  the  detachment  in  flying  as  well  as  in  military  deport- 
ment. He  was  at  the  head  of  the  most  advanced  class  and  had  won 
the  attention  and  admiration  of  the  French  pilot  instructors.  All 
the  American  offices  had  great  confidence  in  him  and  looked  to  him 
for  the  moral  support  among  the  other  men,  which  is  so  necessary 
in  a  new  organization,  By  his  death,  we  personally  have  met  with 
a  great  loss  and  the  United  States  service  has  lost  a  man  of  the  most 
prominent  qualifications.  Your  son  would  have  gone  far  and  high 
in  the  service  of  his  country. 

"As  it  is,  he  has  given  his  all  for  his  country,  a  proud  fate  for 
any  man.  By  so  doing  he  has  set  the  mark  toward  which  we  all 
must  strive  if  we  would  do  our  duty.  He  was  the  first  man  in  the 
regular  service  of  the  United  States  to  give  his  life  for  the  cause. 

"The  funeral  services  for  your  son  were  simple  but  beautiful. 
They  took  place  in  the  Protestant  chapel  in  Tours,  and  were  held  by 
Monsieur  Van  der  Beker,  a  Protestant  clergyman.  The  casket  was 
draped  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  and  buried  under  masses  of 
beautiful  flowers  given  by  the  French  officers  and  men,  and  by  the 
American  officers  and  men,  and  by  several  ladies.  A  wreath  was 
sent  by  the  commandant  and  officers  of  this  school  and  by  the  pilot 
students  of  the  school.  Madame  L.  G.  Bologne,  an  American  lady, 
sent  a  beautiful  sheaf  of  lillies.  Her  address  is  43  Rue  de  Laches, 
Tours.    She  accompanied  the  funeral  services  throughout. 

"After  the  services  at  the  chapel,  the  funeral  procession  was 
formed  and  we  marched  through  the  city  of  Tours,  across  the  river 
Loire  and  to  the  Grand  Cemetery  of  Tours.  An  armed  guard  of 
American  seamen  came  first,  then  the  clergy,  then  the  hearse,  with 
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French  and  American  officers  and  then  the  French  and  American 
men. 

"General  Fieri,  a  colonel  (aide  to  General  Poline),  the  com- 
mandant of  the  school,  and  many  other  French  officers,  were  there 
to  express  their  sympathy  and  appreciation  of  the  services  of  your 
son.  It  was  an  impressive  ceremony.  After  the  services  at  the 
grave,  the  commandant  of  the  school  read  a  short  but  beautiful 
address  and  then  every  person  present  took  a  flower  and  dropped 
it  upon  the  grave. 

"Dear  Mrs.  Barrett,  your  son  died  well,  and  he  died  for  his 
country. 

' '  Our  hearts  are  full  of  sympathy  for  you  in  your  great  trouble. 

Very  respectfully, 

(sgd)  Godfrey  de  C.  Chevalier, 
Lieut.  U.  S.  Navy." 

And  the  following  address  from  the  commandant  of  the 
school : 

"August  24,  1917. 

"In  the  name  of  the  School  of  Tours,  in  the  name  of  French 
aviation,  I  wish  to  bring  here  the  profound  homage  of  our  admira- 
tion for  the  American  soldier,  Barrett,  who  fought  gloriously  at 
our  side.  I  lay  on  his  coffin  the  palm  of  the  heroes,  killed  by  the 
enemy,  and  salute  the  first  sacrifice  imposed  upon  our  allies  by  their 
generous  willingness  to  come  near  us— to  fight,  die  and  win. 

"No  sooner  entered  into  the  fight,  the  Nation  of  America  wished 
by  an  immediate  effort  to  affirm  the  energetic  zeal  which  animates 
them. 

"A  number  of  pilots  are  at  the  instruction  school  soon  ready 
to  fly  and  deliver  at  the  enemy  a  hard  battle  and  proudly  carry  over 
the  lines  the  American  flag  under  their  wings.  Right  now,  far  from 
the  battle,  combat  is  started,  the  same  fraternity  and  the  same 
endeavor  unite  us  in  the  same  zeal  to  win. 

"And  now  comes  a  time  when  we  are  attacked  together  and 
American  blood  is  united  with  French  blood,  uniting  in  death  those 
whom  duty  brought  together,  and  so  was  formed  a  sealed  friendship 
which  has  come  from  love  of  justice,  of  right  and  of  liberty. 
"Soldier  Barrett: 

' '  You  have  responded  to  the  first  call  of  your  country,  to  be  one 
of  the  first  to  carry  the  flag  on  French  soil.  You  have  sacrificed  your 
existence  for  a  noble  and  just  cause,  and  made  possible  the  alliance 
of  our  two  great  peoples.  Your  noble  example  will  not  be  forgotten. 
Your  name  will  be  respected  and  loved  as  one  of  our  own. 

"It  will  be  inscribed  in  our  hearts,  which  will  keep  a  souvenir 
of  the  brave  soldier  who  died  on  the  field  of  honor.    Farewell ! ' '

designated  28th  Division,  being  the  former  Pennsylvania  Na- 
tional Guard.  His  division  sailed  for  overseas  May  18,  1918, 
arriving  in  England  May  31,  and  landing  in  France  one  day 
later.  He  served  with  the  division  from  July  3,  when  they  en- 
tered the  Chateau  Thierry  sector  until  they  were  relieved  at  the 
Vesle  river  early  in  September  to  go  to  the  Argonne.  The 
offensive  in  the  Argonne  opened  Sept.  25,  1918,  and  his  active 
participation  ended  on  the  morning  of  Sept.  29,  when  he  was 
shot  down  by  enemy  machine-gun  fire.  He  was  in  hospitals  in 
France  thereafter  and  was  finally  sent  home,  arriving  Jan.  24, 
1919,  and  then  sent  to  various  hospitals  owing  to  the  continuing 
necessity  for  surgical  operations  growing  out  of  wounds  received 
in  the  Argonne.  He  was  finally  discharged  from  the  Walter 
Reed  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  Apr.  7,  1920. 

The  events  leading  up  to  the  advance  and  his  experiences 
while  under  machine-gun  fire  are  well  and  modestly  told  in  a 
letter  written  from  the  base  hospital  to  which  he  had  been 
removed,  and  where,  on  Oct.  7,  1918,  he  was  recuperating.  He 
says : 

"  I  am  going  to  touch  lightly  on  a  few  of  the  recent  events 
relative  to  my  present  state  of  luxurious  ease.  I  tell  you  these  things 
not  in  the  least  for  sympathy  nor  for  glory,  for  they  are  merely  the 
most  ordinary  occurrences  and  it  was  fate  alone  and  no  unusual 
zeal  on  my  part  that  causes  me  to  be  living  in  this  ease.  Perhaps 
it  was  that  the  day  before  I  had  remarked  that  the  very  day  the 
division  was  relieved  I  would  go  to  the  hospital,  for  before  we  started 
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into  this  new  battle,  I  had  been  on  the  very  point  of  exhaustion, 
having  had  the  dysentery  for  a  week  past,  which,  without  the  con- 
stant marching,  was  sufficient  to  play  one  out,  but  I  kept  on  going 
for  four  days  and  nights  on  one-half  can  of  baked  beans  and  two 
slices  of  bread,  and  at  that  I  think  I  beat  the  division  out  by  about 
an  hour. 

"To  come  to  the  night  before  we  arrived  at  the  advance  Regt. 
P.  C.  without  line  about  9,  P.  M.,  on  the  side  of  a  hill,  in  an  orchard, 
no  buildings,  raining  pitchforks,  spent  a  sleepless  night  there  cling- 
ing to  the  'phone  with  one  hand  and  to  the  bank  with  the  other; 
had  discarded  my  pack  a  couple  of  days  before,  so  had  no  tent  or 
blanket  for  cover.  Daylight,  and  the  rain  ceased.  About  8  A.  M., 
we  started  to  move  up  and  had  gone  about  one-half  a  mile  when  one 
fellow  in  the  lead  dropped.  Some  one  said:  'Poor  devil,  shot  him- 
self, '  but  this  was  followed  by  a  number  of  Avhizzes  that  we  recog- 
nized as  machine-gun  bullets.  We  had  run  into  some  machine-gun 
nests,  placed  during  the  night.  Things  kept  getting  hotter  and  we 
dropped  into  a  ditch  along  the  road-side  until  ordered  to  fall  back 
and  re-form  on  a  new  line. 

"I  think  if  I  had  not  been  carrying  a  'phone  and  coil  of  wire 
that  I  might  have  out-run  the  bullets,  but  had  made  only  about  100 
yards  till  I  stopped  abruptly.  The  bullets  were  still  breezing  past, 
and  I  noticed  an  abandoned  Boche  gun  about  50  feet  away,  and, 
fortunately,  was  able  to  draw  myself  behind  it  and  the  shells,  piled 
about  a  foot  high  at  its  sides.  It  was  unfortunate  from  another 
viewpoint,  for  it  cut  me  off  from  view  of  our  own  troops  also  (as  I 
was  to  discover).  I  knew  my  leg  was  busted  and  wanted  to  tie  it 
up  with  bandage  and  splint  so  that  I  might  draw  myself  back  to 
our  line,  but  Fritz  would  let  go  at  me  just  as  soon  as  I  raised  up  to 
work,  so  I  finally  decided  to  play  dead  and  wait  for  the  advance. 
Shells  had  started  to  fly  now  and  although  both  were  passing  over 
my  head  (in  opposite  directions)  neither  were  lighting  very  far 
distant.  It  seemed  to  me  that  they  were  both  trying  to  hit  the  piece 
I  was  hiding  behind  and  Fritz  did  manage  to  drop  a  6-in.  H.  E. 
within  20  feet  of  the  spot,  which  completely  covered  me  with  dirt. 
I  hate  to  think  of  the  consequences  had  he  hit  much  closer  to  that 
ammunition. 

' '  All  day  the  bullets  and  shell-fragments  continued  to  fly,  often 
hitting  the  gun  itself ;  but,  after  the  first  hour  or  so,  I  started  to  rest ; 
it  was  surprising  what  a  calmness  I  felt,  perhaps  because  it  finally 
dawned  upon  me  that  my  fate  was  out  of  my  hands;  and  also,  it 
seemed  that  I  must  come  out  all  right — and  then,  what  a  rest  I  should 
have !  back  to  Blighty.    I  believe  I  even  slept  for  a  short  time. 

"During  the  hours  of  daylight,  not  a  person  passed  within 
sight  or  hearing,  except  in  several  tanks  that  were  trying  to  clean 
out  the  machine  gun  nests,  and  I  could  holler  my  lungs  out  and 
they  would  not  hear,  inside  that  boiler-shop.  Finally,  about  dusk, 
I  sighted  a  runner  crossing  a  field  within  hailing  distance,  and 
called  to  him  to  send  a  stretcher  out  for  me  after  dark. 

"It  came  in  the  hands  of  four  lads  who  ran  a  gauntlet  of 
machine-gun  and  artillery  fire,  so  that  I  finally  reached  our  first-aid 
station  about  twelve  hours  after  hitting  the  dust.    Here  they  band- 
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aged  my  leg  and  gave  me  cigarettes  and  water.  From  here  they 
carried  me  about  a  mile  further  to  the  ambulance  station  in  an  old 
barn  with  the  roof  caved  in.  Here  we  learned  that  this  was  as  far 
as  they  were  taking  the  injured  that  night  on  account  of  the  con- 
gestion of  the  roads,  due  to  fresh  troops  moving  up.  Then  it  started 
to  rain  and  poured  in  on  us  all  night  long,  making  it  uncomfortable 
enough  with  our  one  blanket  each.  The  next  morning  the  ambulance 
took  us  away  about  9  A.  M."

The  following  records  were  recently  received  (1927)  but 
a  careful  search  has  failed  to  establish  the  line  of  descent.  Mr. 
Leander  Curtis  Twitchell,  shortly  before  his  death,  stated  that 
his  grandfather  served  in  the  Revolution ;  he  thought  his  name 
was  Joshua,  and  he  had  three  sons,  all  born  in  Vermont,  namely : 
Joshua,  ''a  doctor,"  William  and  Ephraim,  "a  preacher,"  and 
when  Curtis  was  about  seven  years  old,  Joshua  and  Ephraim 
emigrated  to  California,  and  he  knew  nothing  more  of  them. 
He  also  said  his  grandmother's  name  was  Thirza  Barnum,  and 
his  mother's,  he  thought,  was  Anna  Maria  Davis,  "a  niece  of 
Phineas  T.  Barnum  and  Matthew  Starr  Barnum." 

In  the  Starr  Genealogy  we  find  that  Mary6  Starr  (b.  Aug. 
1, 1767),  daughter  of  Samuel5  Starr  (Samuel4,  Josiah3,  Thomas2, 
Dr.  Comfort1)  and  his  wife  Ann,  married,  Oct.  17, 1784,  Matthew3 
Starr  Barnum  (1764-1821),  son  of  Matthew4  (Ephraim3,  Thomas2, 
Thomas1),  of  Danbury,  Conn.,  and  wife  Jane  Dibble.  Matthew 
and  Mary  (Starr)  Barnum  had  ten  children,  the  eldest  Tirza, 

Apr.  1, 
1 806,  who  died  Jan.  21, 1892,  without  children,  and  was  undoubt- 
edly the  Matthew  Starr  Barnum  whose  estate  was  administered 
in  the  early  '90s  in  Connecticut,  and  in  the  distribution  of  which 
Leander  Curtis  Twitchell  and  his  brothers  and  sisters  shared. 
He  was  a  second  cousin  of  P.  T.  Barnum,  the  showman  and 
Mayor  of  Bridgeport,  Conn.,  and  not  brother,  as  Mr.  Curtis
